Deputy for Quebec 


Jacques Guy Henri Ruelland (Jacques G. Ruelland, as he wants to be 
called) was born in 1948 in Spa (Belgium). He emigrated in Canada (1969) 
as a typographer, then he worked in printing shops for ten years. During the 
last five of those ten years he worked full time nights and studied full time 
during the day. He got a B.A. in philosophy, and three M.A. Degrees in 
philosophy of science, history, and museology, and a Ph.D. in history of 
science from the Université du Québec a Montréal and Université de 
Montréal (UdeM). He taught philosophy at the College Edouard-Montpetit, 
Longueuil, QC (1979-2010), and, as an Associate Professor, he taught 
history and museology at the History Department of UdeM (1988-2018). He 
authored 54 books: essays in history, philosophy, bioethics, literary studies, 
six books on Freemasonry; he published some 300 articles in journals, 
among them 150 were published in scholarly journals. He also wrote 
prefaces, dictionaries, and encyclopedias articles, three historical novels, 
some poems, and many translations. He currently works for several 
museums and learned societies, writing texts for historical or Masonic exhibitions, or being curator of the 
same. His works were translated into English, German, Dutch, Italian, Vietnamese, Korean, and Turkish. 
A renowned speaker he often gives conferences in universities and libraries on historical, philosophical, 
literary, or Masonic matters, along with television or radio interviews, recorded conferences, etc. 
Recently he recorded a 5-hour conference on the beginnings of Freemasonry in each of the Canadian 
provinces, for a project led by W. Bro. Brian Veall, member of Unity Lodge #376 (GLCPO), Huntsville, 
ON. Often awarded, Dr. Ruelland received in 1999 the Gold Medal for Cultural Radiance of the French 
Renaissance for the multicultural character of his work, and was knighted in the Order of Academic 
Palms in 2003 by the French government for his teaching and writings. 


R.W. Bro. Dr. Jacques G. Ruelland was Initiated in 1994 in Craft Masonry; he became W.M. of la Loge 
Jean T. Désaguliers #138, in Montreal (2001-2003; DDGM (Montreal District # 4) in 2005; GSec in 2011. 
He currently chairs the Rites & Ceremonies and History & Research Committees, while being a member 
of la Loge Le Delta de l’Amitié #143, in Greenfield Park, QC. From 2006, he organized and managed the 
GLQ’S Library which, since March 3, 2018, bears the name of “Jacques G. Ruelland Masonic Library 
and Museum” by Decree of Grand Master André O. Boivin. From GLQ, he received the Tutor’s Pin 
(2003), a Grand Mater’s Certificate of Merit (2007), and the Pro Merito Medal (2014). Since 2006, he is a 
member of the Royal Order of Scotland. 
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Ill. Bro. Dr. Jacques G. Ruelland belongs to the A&ASR of Canada since 1997. From 1997 to 1999, he 
gained his SR Degrees in Montreal, from the Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection (14°: Dec. 12", 
1997); Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of Rose+Croix (18°: Feb. 2", 1998); Montreal Sovereign 
Consistory (32°: Apr. 4'", 1999). He is among the founding members of the Francophone Lodges of the 
SR in Montreal Valley, la Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys (1999); le Chapitre de Rose+Croix du Mont 
Réal (2005); and le Consistoire du Phénix (2013). From 2007 to 2009, he was TPGM of la Loge de 
Perfection Fleur de Lys. On May 5", 2018, he became GSec/Registrar of the three Francophone Lodges 
of Montreal Valley. On Sept. 13th, 2018, he was Coroneted Honorary Inspector-General, 33°, in London, 
ON. From 2013 he is a member of the A&ASR Communication Committee; from 2019, a member of the 
Education & Enlightenment Committee; and currently a collaborator of the recent Special Committee on 
Degrees in the 21%' Century of the same. Since many years, he translated into French many documents 
for the AASR, including the Manual for Officers (2014), the 30 short introductions of SR Degrees (2016) 
that the Education & Enlightenment Committee posted on the SR website, and the Statutes and 
Regulations for the Supreme Council (2018). He also wrote many research papers on the several 
Degrees of the SR for the Francophone Lodges of Montreal. III. Bro. Ruelland was invested as Deputy 
for Quebec in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan in 2022.

Michelangelo AB, Delta Saskatoon Downtown, Saskatoon, Saskatchewan 


Call to Order: President Ill. Bro. Gareth R. Taylor, 33°, called the meeting to order at 12:10 p.m. 
CT and welcomed all members to the Annual General Meeting of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation and thanked the Sovereign Grand Commander for permitting it to take place as part 
of the Supreme Council Executive Session. 


Prayer: The Grand Prior, Ill. Bro. Gordon Maitland, 33°, offered the invocation. 
Reading of Notice of Meeting: Notice of Meeting was given by the Secretary. 
Roll Call: The Members of the Foundation present are per the roll of Supreme Council. 


Approval of Agenda: It was moved by Ill. Bro. Alan Stoddart, 33°, and seconded by Ill. Bro. Brian 
Gilkinson, 33°, that the agenda be adopted as distributed. Carried. 


Declaration of Conflict: The President reminded the members to inform the Chairman if a topic 
under discussion will potentially represent a conflict of interest for them. 


Motion to Vary Agenda at the Discretion of the Chairman was explained by Ill. Bro. Gareth Taylor, 
33°. 


Approval of Minutes of Members Meeting held by Zoom on Wednesday September 15, 2021: It 
was moved by Ill. Bro. Jacques Ruelland, 33°, and seconded by Ill. Bro. Michael Farr, 33°, that 


the minutes of Members Meeting held Wednesday September 15, 2021, be adopted. Carried 


Business Arising from the Minutes: There was none. 


Treasurer's Report, Audit Report and Investments Committee Report — Ill. Bro. Alan Stoddart, 33° 
for Ill. Bro. James Vasko, 33°: Ill. Bro. A. Stoddart stated that a very detailed treasurer’s report 
was given by Ill. Bro. James Vasko at the Board of Directors meeting on September 8, 2022, 
consisting of the financial statements, audit report and investment committee report. The 
treasures report is consistent with the auditor’s report for May 31, 2022, with a year end 2021 
comparison. The Foundation supplied grants of nearly $500,000 to doctors for research into 
“puzzles of the mind”. Income this year was $1,500,000 and consisted of $200,000 in donations 
and bequests, and $1,300,000 in investment income. An increase of revenue over 2021 of 
$536,000 was mainly due to favourable gains on disposal of financial investments. Operating 
expenses were $120,000 on May 31, 2022, compared to $107,000 in 2021. This increase is 
attributed to higher administrative expenses and information technology (I.T.) expenses. 
Distribution of grants, bursaries and to Learning Centres amounted to $510,000 which is 
unchanged from last year. Revenue after expenses was $838,000 in 2022 compared to $300,000 
in 2021. Assets as of May 31, 2022, were $27,000,000 compared to $25,000,000 in 2021. The 
increase of $2M was due primarily to net excess revenue after adjustments of investment market 
value are made. The SRCF has engaged Royal Bank of Canada-Dominion Securities as its 
Wealth Manager and understand that the Foundation requires preservation of capital while 
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seeking an optimum balance of assets under relative rates of return to maximize investment 
income. The Investment Committee is elected by the Board to ensure compliance with the 
Foundation’s investment policies and limits. The investment portfolio is stable, and the income 
levels exceed budget. The Foundation is grateful for ongoing donations and bequests from 
Scottish Rite members, families, and friends. 


Audited Financial Statements: The independent auditors report was received, and one note is 
that there is a qualifying remark that states that the auditor cannot reach out to third parties to 
assure the auditor that funds collected by a third party for donation is remitted in total to the 
Foundation. 


All reports are in the SRCF report package emailed to the members. 

It was moved by Ill. Bro. Alan Stoddart, 33°, and seconded by Ill. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°, that 
the Treasurer’s Report, Financial Statements, Auditor's Report, and Investment Committee 
Report be accepted as presented and circulated. 


Ill. Bro. Doug Easton, 33°, stated that that the Auditors Statement had a note relating that the 
Foundation has a risk associated with cash flow. His question related to cash flow which had 
dropped from $1.5M to $580,000 and obligations for grants is $500,000; what plans are in place 
to provide sufficient cash flow so we may meet our obligations? 


Ill. Bro. Gareth Taylor, 33°, responded that communication with RBCDS is held indicating when 
funds will be required for disbursement which in the past has been early October. At that time, 
they will reserve $500,000 in cash is available to fund the grants. 

Motion carried. 


11. President's Report — Ill. Bro. Gareth Taylor, 33°: The report has been previously circulated, and 
all SRCF members and Valley Secretaries will be in possession of the report. President Ill. Bro. 
Taylor read an excerpt which is be found in the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Annual 
Report for 2021 — 2022. Highlights included the Hamilton Learning Centre’s Ceremony of 
Dedication and to see the first class of children graduate on June 5, 2022. President Ill. Bro. 
Taylor announced that Ill. Bro. Matthew Todd, 33°, will be stepping down as Executive Directors 
of Learning Centres and sincerely thanked him for his years of service and dedication to the 
program. He also thanked Ill. Bro. Darian Bacon, 32°, past Editor-in-Chief for the Clarion for his 
efforts and support. 


It was moved by Ill. Bro. Alan Stoddart, 33°, and seconded by Ill. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°, that 
the Presidents report be approved. Carried. 


12. Executive Director, Learning Centres Report — Ill. Bro. Matthew Todd, 33°: The Executive 
Director, Matthew Todd stated that the report is in the usual format as in previous years. Items of 


his report included how the Pandemic impacted the Learning Centres beginning in the Spring of 
2020 and in effect closed them. Three Centres were given permission to proceed with virtual 
tutoring of existing children until June 30", 2021. All other Centres with the exception of Windsor 
reopened in the Fall of 2020 with very strict protocols. In 2022 all Centres were open with the 
same protocols in place. Ill. Bro. Todd gives credit to all the Centres personnel who were brave 
and dedicated through this difficult time and it was crucial to many children across the country. 
Ill. Bro. Todd made the following statement: 


“l announced to the Board of Directors on September Qth, this will be my last Annual Report of 
the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Learning Centre Program. | will not be re-offering for 
the position of Executive Director. 


My involvement with the Program began shortly after the pilot Centre was opened in London, 
in 2003, and | joined the Learning Centre Committee as a member. | remained on the Committee 
until being appointed National Executive Director in 2012. | subsequently took the Tutor 
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Training in Halifax and tutored, over a period of 4 years, a total of 5 children. The experience 
was most satisfying and enabled me to relate closer with Centre Directors and Boards. 


When we started the program, we utilized the assistance of Northern Masonic Jurisdiction 
Trainers, firstly from Michigan, later from Portland Maine. Our goal was, and still is, to have 
home grown Canadian Orton-Gillingham Trainers. Now we have 9 Centres in Canada, 5 have 
Certified Trainers, Calgary and Moncton are very close to certifying their own Trainers. Windsor 
and Hamilton are a few years off. This is outstanding progress. 


It has been very gratifying to me to have seen not only the growth in our Centres, but the 
acceptance in the communities across Canada, and recognition that the Scottish Rite 
Learning Centre program is of gold standard. Freemasons are helping children in each of our 
locations. 


| am disappointed with our BC. Learning Centre's shift from our established program, and our 
Handbook/License agreement. They began to virtually train and tutor over an entire province. 
| feel, with acommunity the size of Vancouver, our Scottish Rite program should be 
successful. Additionally, for the members of the Foundation who may not be aware, the BC 
Learning Centre decided to establish its own logo, rather than the Scottish Rite Polar Bear. 


To you, the members of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, | thank you for allowing me to 
have the most satisfying and rewarding volunteer experience of my life. It hasn't been all 
roses, there have been and still are, frustrations with Centres having difficulty in recruiting 
volunteers and children wait lists continue to grow. 


That said, our policy of one-on-one in-person tutoring is second to none and there is not a 
single doubt in my mind, based on testimonials from grateful parents, and volunteers, what 
we do is the very best, and its free.” 


A motion was made by Matthew Todd, 33°, seconded by Doug Easton, 33°, that the report of the 
Learning Centres be accepted. 


Ill. Bro. Doug Easton stated that he seconded the motion to accept the Executive Directors 
Report but was disappointed in its content. He stated that the package for the members was not 
distributed in time for the meeting. He took issue with and wished to correct the statements in the 
Directors report. He stated that the President and Vice-President participated in meetings with the 
BC Learning Centre Committee that looked at virtual tutoring and they agreed to go ahead with 
advertising because of a tight timeline for the SRCF Directors to make a decision. Subsequent to 
the publication of the advertisement, the Foundation did not meet, and the BC Committee did not 
go forward with training. The Executive Director was not informed of this. He requested that the 
minutes reflect that the program did not go forward with virtual training as was previously stated in 
the Executive Directors Report. Also, the BC Learning Centre did develop a new website and 
logo but included the SRCF Bear but not as prominent although it is on the bottom of the front 
page. He stated that there is no consistency among the various Learning Centre websites across 
Canada. A pilot has been put forward for virtual tutor training and they are waiting for the Board to 
review and approve this pilot. 


President Ill. Bro. Taylor addressed the following concerns: he had sent information by email to 
the Executive Director that was not received, which that stated BC was not continuing with the 
recruitment of virtually trained tutors. Secondly, an apology was offered for the report package not 
being mailed out to the membership prior to the AGM. 


Ill. Bro. Easton stated he appreciated the explanation and that the BC Learning Centre desires to 
do research into new methods of tutoring in the 21°' Century with cooperation and consultation 
with the SRCF.

I'd like to begin, brethren, by acknowledging that the land on which we are 
gathered today is treaty 6 territory, the traditional territory of Cree Peoples and the Homeland of the 
Metis Nation.

You may be interested in some attendance numbers, which unfortunately has been a bit of a moving 
target over the last few days due to a number of logistical issues with air flights, Covid-19, and so on but 
currently we have 150 members with 90 companions, we have 79 candidates with 59 spouses, and | 
think we have 14 guests and spouses so the total at the moment | believe to be 387. There has been 
some disappointment, obviously with some people being unable to reach here and people facing Covid- 
19 issues and so on but that’s where we're at at the moment. 


Now speaking of Covid-19, | think | could get confirmation from our Grand Prior that the easiest place to 
practice social distancing is in the first front few pews at Church and that’s how | feel up here, but | want 
everybody to be comfortable and if you feel that you would like to wear a mask | don’t want anybody to 
be hesitant in doing so and there is absolutely no reason why people can’t be wearing masks should they 
so desire. 
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Secondly, in the unfortunate event that one of you, or you become aware of somebody who begins to 
feel not quite right, we do have a somewhat limited supply of rapid tests available and so they could be 
made available. As | said, it’s a limited number that we have but again, keep that in mind should some 
issues arise.

We hit the goals we wanted to achieve that a pandemic could not block. We were resilient. My personal 
thanks to Steven Warren (COO) and Leslie Drake for steering the Office and serving our members 
through these challenging times. 


In 2021 we held an Executive Annual Session Teleconference only 

It was held on Wednesday September 15, 2021. It was a successful session using Zoom technology 
from feedback received and the SC business was carried out expeditiously. The Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation also held their Annual General meeting prior to the Executive Session. 


On March 26, 2022 the 33 degree was conferred on Sixty One (61) candidates in Hamilton Ontario. 
This was in lieu of the Full Annual Session in Hamilton 2020 being cancelled due to the pandemic. The 
remaining scheduled candidates will be conferred at our Annual Session in Saskatoon Sept. 2022.

Scottish Rite Membership in Canada 

At the year end of 2021 membership in Scottish Rite Canada was approximately 10,381 members. Due 
to the pandemic Initiations were few. The membership maximized the use of new technologies to 
communicate, connect and educate with each other. 


Conferences 

In line with our cost reduction measures, the SGC & GSG and their ladies did not attend the Grand 
Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America Conference in Seattle, Washington, on February 19-22, 
2022. 


Also we were unable to attend the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction Annual Session in Cleveland, Ohio as 
well as the Southern Jurisdiction Annual Session in Washington, DC as it was restricted to their Active 
members only, no visitors in August 2021. 


The SGC, LGC & GSG due to scheduling conflicts could not attend the Thirty-Ninth All Canada Grand 
Masters Conference via zoom teleconference on April 23, 2022. Deputy Gordon Greasley Deputy for 
Manitoba and Nunavut attended on our behalf. 


Masonic Renewal Committee (MRC) 

The Masonic Renewal Committee of North America, of which | am a member representing Scottish Rite 
in Canada, has held several virtual conferences in 2021-22. The MRC is endeavouring to engage all 
jurisdictions in North America. In addition to their website (masonicrenewal.org), which contains 
information aimed at assisting and revitalizing Craft Lodges, the committee has also sponsored an essay 
contest. The MRC is also actively promoting the Path Forward initiative of the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction which includes the promotional package ‘Not Just a Man, A Mason, BeaFreemason.org and 
The Journey. The latest program from NMJ is called Pathfinder. 


Shriners International Education Foundation Noble Academy 

Over 2021 and 2022 | attended Eight (8) Virtual Event courses focusing on Membership and Marketing. | 
received an Apprentice Certificate. Also attending was LGC Dave Bennett and PSGC Richard Brown. 
Minutes have been circulated to all the Deputies and Advisory Council. Presenters provided valuable 
information and responded to all questions satisfactorily. 


Special SGC Initiatives & Committees 

The SGC initiatives on Membership and Leadership and the special committees of Communications and 
Education & Enlightenment remain in place and are working for the benefit of our Scottish Rite 
membership and our Valleys. These initiatives and committees are chaired by Ill. Bro. Terry McLean 
GSG, David Bennett, LGC and Stephen Godfrey, Past Deputy for British Columbia & Yukon and Milan

Report of the 
GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


As your Grand Treasurer-General, | am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the 
Independent Practitioner's Review Engagement Report for the year ended May 31, 2022. Copies of 
these financial statements, which were approved following consultation with our accountants can be 
found in the Preliminary Reports. The Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report 
of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to ART. 28(c) of the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council. 


The unaudited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31, 2022, were 
reviewed and discussed in detail with our accountants Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered Professional 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31, 2022, your Supreme Council experienced an operating loss of 


expenses over revenue before unrealized gain on investments in the amount of $5,649 as compared 
to an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $24,463 for fiscal 2021. 


At 


The Statements of Operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be found in the 
Preliminary Report present the results of operations for the year ended May 31, 2022 together with the 
comparative figures for the year ended May 31, 2021. 


The Draft Budget found in the Finance section of the Preliminary Report outline in detail the results of 
operations for the year ended May 31, 2022 compared to the 2022 Budget approved at last year’s 
Executive Session of Supreme Council. 


General Comments 
The change in year over year from excess to deficit in our operating accounts, was a consequence of a 
larger decline in dues and fees relative to a smaller reduction in expenses. 


Declining membership has been well recognized as an on going challenge to the finances of Supreme 
Council. To that end, your Grand Treasurer-General presented data based on “Members by Age” at last 
year’s Executive Session that graphically demonstrated the financial impact to Supreme Council in the 
coming 10 years. Your Grand Treasurer-General respectfully submitted an increase in our annual 
assessment of $2.00 per member per Constituent Body, which was endorsed by the Members and will 
begin in 2023. 


As well, recent changes in global fixed rate investments should accrue some additional revenue to the 
portion of our investments allocated to fixed income. 


As always, as your Grand Treasurer-General, | continue to be concerned with the financial health of the 
Valleys across Canada and | am cognizant of their financial concerns and problems. As such, we must 
be aware of the need to walk a fine line between the financial requirements to operate Supreme Council, 
our governing body and the ability to pay by the Valleys. Indeed, the increased assessment, which is due 
in 2023 will no doubt cause many Bodies to adjust their dues. There are a number of Valleys that are Life 
Membership only and as such must keep the funds received in a Trust Fund. Supreme Council 
Regulation 10 provides those Valleys with a tool consisting of actuarial tables to assist them to measure 
the adequacy of their Trust Funds. However the tables were constructed over 15 years ago at atime 
when interest rate levels and mortality rates were much different. Therefore, your Grand Treasurer- 
General will solicit the assistance of professional actuaries to bring those tables up to date. 


The total revenue declined from $212,312 in 2021 to $178,196 in 2022. This was the result of a reduction 
of $15,316 in dues and fees and a reduction of $18,800 in Candidate fees collected for our cancelled 
2020 Hamilton Sessions and applied to our Candidates who attended the March 2022 Special degree in 
Hamilton. 


Comparison of Expenses, i.e. Administrative, Activities, Officers and Committees and Annual Session 
cost fell from $187,849 in 2021 to $183,848 in 2022. Administration costs reflect a reduction of 
approximately $11,097 in large part due to a restructuring of cost sharing with the SRCF, while Activities 
expenses rose by approximately $423, Officers and Committee costs including travel fell due to Covid-19 
restricted travel. Net Session costs rose to $10,154 due to the special degree held in Hamilton in March 
2022. 


As indicated in the Trustees’ Report found in the Preliminary Reports, the two investment portfolios 
combined aggregated $1,936,631, an increase from the previous year $1,765,234 of $171,397. This is 
due primarily as a result the continued recovery in Global markets following the Covid-19 selloff and 
reduced requirement to access cash from our investments to fund our Supreme Council activities. 


Financial Statements and Financial Instruments 

The Financial Statements and the Financial Instruments should be read in conjunction with the Notes to 
the Financial Statements, which accompany these statements to further explain and provide additional 
information. 


Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities. Despite the 
improvement in equity markets, earnings from a very low fixed rate investment opportunities throughout 
2022 was a Challenge. However, as mentioned earlier in the report the recent sharp increases to policy 
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rate increases and subsequent term rates will benefit our earnings. | would continue to recommend the 
engagement of R.B.C. Dominion Securities to attend to our financial needs. 


The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31, 2022 consisting of cash on deposit 
and cash equivalents, investments at fair value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid 
items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totalled $2,029,733 as compared to 
$1,816,984 as at May 31,2021. 


Our investment income aggregated $69,286 for the year ended May 31, 2022 as compared to $58,080 in 
the prior year. The net loss on the disposal of investments during the year amounted to $40,251 as 
compared to net realized gain on the sale of investments in the prior year of $2,160. The loss was 
incurred by disposing of all of the investment positions that were not earning sufficient dividends and 
replaced with companies that had a strong history of dividend increases. Your Trustees and Investment 
Advisors continue to work within the amended [2012] guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment 
Policy, whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 25% / 75% split of fixed 
income to equity investments, however in response to the absence of returns in fixed income your Grand 
Treasurer General in consultation with the Sovereign Grand Commander and the Advisory Council 
instructed our Investment Advisor to weigh our portfolio mix towards the upper 75 % level in equities. 
The details of the investment portfolios can be found in the financial statements and in the report of the 
Trustees. 


In accordance with ART.28 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer-General has 
submitted a draft Annual Budget for the ensuing fiscal year June 1, 2022 to May 31, 2023. This proposed 
budget has been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and Finance and his Committee for review and will 
be addressed in detail in due course and submitted for your approval. 


Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in the Statutes 
and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General is in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities. 


Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating Officer have met 
on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council 
and other staffing and office matters. As indicated above, we have also met with our accountants, Grant 
Thornton, Chartered Professional Accountants to review their report and the year-end unaudited financial 
statements. A special thanks to our accountants Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their 
overall assistance and interest during the year. 


Special Candidates Fund 

In 2005 Ill. Bro. Tom Lewis established a Candidates Capital Fund with an eye on our future needs, | am 
pleased to report that as a result of this fund beginning with seed money of $15,000, its current value 
now stands at $335,018. This amount is reported in our aggregate portfolio amounts. 


It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme Council would 
withdraw a portion of the income earned by the fund for the benefit of Membership, Education, and 
Communication. The capital would remain intact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the 
amount of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees paid 
by the new Honorary Inspectors-General and hopefully by capital appreciation on the investments being 
held. This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable source of capital in the 
future. 


In Conclusion 

Throughout 2021/ 22 Covid-19 continued to affect the activities of Supreme Council, particularly travel by 
Supreme Council officers which positively affected the operations of Supreme Council, resulting in a 
reduced demand for cash from our investment account. However, as Covid-19 travel restrictions have 
eased, our Sovereign Grand Commander has been able to resume his travels across the Country on his 
Official Visits. This is a much welcomed resumption to ‘normal’. 
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Our financial planning must take that view of returning to normal and as such the costs associated with 
business as usual. 


As Grand Treasurer-General | must thank the Sovereign Grand Commander and Supreme Council in the 
confidence that they have placed in me in this important role. Despite the long closures we experienced 
over the last two years, | applaud the hard work and efforts of our Sovereign Grand Commander, 
Lieutenant Grand Commander, and our Deputies of staying connected with our Valleys across Canada 
through the hundreds of Zoom meetings keeping our Rite vital. 


In closing, | would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council staff for 
their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council brethren who have 
conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 
Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of Ill. Bro. Steven Warren, 33°, Chief 
Operating Officer, and a very special thanks to Ms. Leslie Drake of the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General.

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Report of the 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be found in ART. 35 
of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 


Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2022, the net assets under its charge totalled 
$2,029,733 compared to $1,816,984 as at May 31, 2021. The increase in the net assets in the amount of 
$212,749 is represented by an operating excess of revenue over expense of $23,386 plus a year end 
adjustment for unrealized gain on investments in the amount of $189,363 for a net excess of revenue 
over expense in the amount of $212,749. 


During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme Council realized 
a net capital loss of $40,251 compared to a net capital gain of $2,160 in 2021 together with investment 
income of $69,286 [2021 — $ 58,080]. The total of investment income and net capital loss in the amount 
of $29,035 was $38,965 below the budgeted amount of $68,000. 


The capital loss resulted from a decision to restructure the portfolio by disposing of non-income 
producing stocks and reinvesting in companies with a history of uninterrupted growing dividends. 


The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $1,963,631 at market value as at May 31, 2022 
compared to $1,765,234 in May 29, 2021. Note, cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, which 
represents residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the General Investments and the Special 
Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of $6,356 and $46,541 respectively for a total of $52,897. The cash on 
hand as at May 31, 2021 was the result of cash accumulated from investment income received and 
maturities at or near the year end, which had not been deployed at May 31, 2022.

In the past year, your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities conducted a 
review of income expectations from equity and fixed income markets. The reality of near zero returns 


from fixed term GICs left your Trustees with the decision to continue with the exposure to equities our 
investment mix of 75 % in dividend paying stocks. 


We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements of ART. 35 (b) of 
the Statutes and Regulations and income from there is paid to the Supreme Council on request except 
for investment income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such 
time as the fund balance and the investment income from there become more meaningful. 
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In the last year our Supreme Council office withdrew $20,000 from our General Fund Portfolio. This is 
considerably less than some previous years and is in part a consequence to significantly reduced 
activities on the part of SC Officer travel. 


As there was not a full Session in 2021 no deposit was made to the Candidates Fund. 
Adjusted for those withdrawals our General Fund had a total return of 10.9%. 
Our Candidates Capital Fund achieved a total return of 20.3 % as it contains a heavier equity weighting. 


General Comments 

Last year, (June 1 to June 1) Global equity markets consolidated after the sharp rebound from the March 
2020 lows with the TSX 60 managing a 3.7% increase while other Global indexes were close to flat. Our 
Supreme Council portfolios managed a slight improvement from those indexes due to the diversification 
in our diversified sector exposures. Commodity stocks as well as utilities had very strong performances 
in our mix. 


The combination of our Supreme Council investment portfolios income, coupled with continued cost 
control measures and the increase in our Member assessment due in 2023 is providing a more secure 
financial outlook for the next number of years. 


Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and their 
representatives. In particular, we would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhorst of R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities for his assistance, interest and availability throughout the year. Accordingly, we 
would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to provide for our investment needs. 


As a Trustee and in my role as Grand Treasurer-General | would like to thank SGC Ill. Bro. Robert 
Whitmore for his confidence and guidance over the past year. As well GSG Ill. Bro. Terry McLean has 
served as a mentor and friend over many years for which | am extremely grateful.

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Report of the Committee On 
JURISPRUDENCE AND LEGISLATION 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


The Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation is required by Article 40 (d) of the Statutes and 
Regulations to consider all matters referred to it, with particular reference to proposed amendments to 
the Statutes and Regulations and to report to this Supreme Council accordingly. 


Part | of this report covers proposed amendments presented to the Grand Secretary-General and 
published in a timely manner as required by ART. 47.1 (a) i and ii. 


Part II of this report covers the Committee’s report on the Allocution of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 


Part Ill of this report will cover amendments, if any, proposed at the Annual Session and which meet the 
requirements specified in ART. 47.1 (b). 


Part | 
This year the committee has received the following notices of proposed amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations and, in accordance with ART. 47.1 (a) iii your Committee reports thereon as follows: 


Three notices of proposed amendments were received. They are: 

1. An amendment to amend Article 64, to create a new sub-section (b) detailing the responsibilities 
of trustees in investing funds and to rename the other sub-sections of the Article to accommodate 
the amendment. 

2. An amendment to Article 75 (f) to modify the period of required notice to the brethren of 
applications for degrees or for affiliation. 

3. An amendment to Article 98 (a) to delete its present wording and substitute a new wording. 


Note regarding Special Treatment of Presenting Amendments 

To present these proposed amendments in a format which your Committee hopes will make them easier 
to visualize and understand, the affected language in Article 64, the proposed sub-section (b) appears in 
red ink, as does the newly designated sub-sections (c) and (d). 


The proposed amendment to Article 75 (f) shows the present notice period of five days with the “five” 
struck through and the new period of nine days with the “nine” appearing in red ink. 


The proposed amendment to Article 98 (a) is shown with the existing wording struck through and the new 
proposed wording appearing in red ink. 


Words of Caution 

Your Committee wishes to emphasize that in reporting that a proposed amendment is found to be 
regular, it is in no way endorsing or commenting on the merits of the particular amendment but is stating 
only that it has been found to be regular and, therefore, open to be considered and made the subject of 
voting at the upcoming Session of the Supreme Council. 


Proposed Amendment to ART. 64 
To create a new sub-section (b), to read: 

(6) The Trustees shall be responsible for the investment of trust funds and other invested assets, 
with the exception of Almoner Funds. Their investment decisions are to be guided by prudence and the 
principles governing the investment actions of trustees as set out in applicable provincial legislation. 
And: to amend the present sub-section (b) to read (c) and the present sub-section (c) to read (d). 

On review, your Committee finds the proposed amendment to be regular. 


Proposed Amendment to ART. 75 (f) 
To amend Article 75 (f). Present wording with ‘strikethrough’ to be removed, text in red to be added as 
follows: 
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(f) No application for degrees or for affiliation shall be balloted upon by the body until the 
particulars in regard to the applicant prescribed by subsections (a), (b) and (c) hereof have been mailed, 
delivered, or emailed five nine clear days in advance to each member, in or with the notice for the 
meeting at which the report is to be considered. 

On review, your Committee finds the proposed amendment to be regular. 


Proposed Amendment to ART. 98 (a) 
To amend Article 98 (a) from its present wording: 

(a) Suspension of membershin in-aconstituent body of other than amember ofthis Supreme 
ee 


To anew wording, that being: 

(a) In the case of non-payment of dues by a member of this Supreme Council, the constituent 
body shall notify the Grand Secretary-General of this Supreme Council of such non-payment and 
thereupon this Supreme Council shall take appropriate action 

In all other cases, suspension of membership in a constituent body may be voted by the body for 
non-payment of dues after notice by mail to the last known address of the member, posted at least one 
month before the date of the regular meeting at which action thereon is proposed to be taken. In the 
case of a member in default for two years, the member shall thereby be suspended, not requiring a vote 
by the body, but requiring a notice by mail to the last known address of the member, posted at least one 
month before the date when suspension will be effective. At the next regular meeting of the body, the 
Grand Secretary/Registrar shall read the name of the member and the Presiding Officer shall forthwith 
declare the member suspended for non-payment of dues. 

On review, your Committee finds the proposed amendment to be regular.

SGC: Thank you. Are there any questions? Yes, Ill. Bro. Easton. 


lll. Bro. Easton: Sovereign Grand Commander, | have one question and it is not the change from five to 
nine days, but it’s the wording of “clear days” and the definition of a clear day. I’ve just been using my 
best friend Google and there’s about five definitions of what a clear day is and I’m wondering whether we 
can provide some clarity around that? As an example, a “clear day” does not include the day it is sent 
out. 


SGC: That is correct, a clear day has, first of all requires sunshine, but aside from that a clear day as 
defined in the rules of practice, certainly within the Ontario judicial system, and | think based on legal 
precident, clear days excludes the day of mailing and the end day. So if it’s nine clear days, the day it’s 
sent out is not counted nor is the day it is received. So there has to be nine clear days. 


lll. Bro. Easton: Sovereign Grand Commander, | understand that, | just wonder whether our Valleys 
who are having to interpret it, given there’s no definition of what a clear day is, would understand it, and 
the last item | would say is that all of this is in reference to registered company bodies and the last time | 
looked our Valleys were not incorporated entities and whether we should be using this language which 
may serve, and be understood clearly by lawyers, but I’m not sure that our Valleys will necessarily 
understand it and as a Deputy, | don’t want to have to go to my ten Valleys and explain what a clear day 
is and then tell them that the day the Grand Secretary sends the notice out is not considered the first day 
of a clear day. 


SGC: Fair enough. All that | can indicate is that the term “clear day” has been part of this section all 
along. The only thing that’s been changed in the amendment is five to nine. But your comments are well 
taken. So any other questions? Any discussion? Allin favour? Opposed? That motion is carried. 


Any questions with respect to the amendment to ART. 64(b)? These brethren require a three-quarter 
approval vote. All in favour? Opposed? That motion is carried. 


Bros. David Bennett, 33° and Stephen Hannah, 33°, that 
the proposed Amendment 3, be voted on.

The 19° has been formatted into Word in order for any future changes can be made more easily. The 
retyped version has been reviewed and is ready for use. The committee was approached to look into the 
use of Pax Vobiscum as in Latin the term is the plural form of the English word “you” as opposed to the 
singular “you”. The committee reviewed this many years ago. The committee decided to make no 
changes to the usage of the term “Pax Vobiscum” for 3 reasons: 1) We are not Latin speakers speaking 
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to a group of Romans 2) The term is frequently used as a password 3) a review of the rituals used by 
other Scottish Rite bodies outside of Canada maintain the use of Pax Vobiscum. 


Appreciation: | thank the members of the committee for their input on all of the matters reviewed. On 
behalf of the Committee, | express my sincere thanks to Ms. Leslie Drake for her valuable assistance, 
and taking the initiative to bring other rituals into a standard word processing format. The Committee 
also thank the Grand Secretary-General, and Ill. Bro. Steven Warren, 33°, for their assistance.

FRATERNAL RELATIONS

The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in discharge of the duty 
imposed upon it by Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council to keep informed with respect to 
fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to advise the 
Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof and to report thereon to this Supreme 
Council at each Annual Session. 


Certainly the last few years have been disruptive in the regular business and operations of Scottish Rite 
throughout the world. Covid-19 restrictions on travel and in-person meetings has been a set-back, and 
now as those restrictions are being eased, it is requiring our Supreme Council, and daresay, all Supreme 
Councils throughout the world, to institute a start-up program, to get back to business as usual. 


While our Annual Supreme Council was planned to be held virtually, this year will mean we will be back 
in person, in Saskatoon. The pandemic has also restricted our Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. Bro. 
Robert Whitmore to curtail many of his planned Official Visits to Valleys in Canada, and outside the 
country. 


We endeavour, through correspondence, to stay in touch with our Scottish Rite brothers throughout the 
world. 


This years’ report may seem a little brief, however, for the reasons mentions in the preceding paragraph, 
there has been less contact from Supreme Councils throughout the world. 


Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 

This Conference was held in Milwaukee, in February, 2022, and was attended by our Grand Secretary, 
lll. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, and Past Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. Bro. Richard Brown, 33°.There 
is always a very worthwhile agenda at these conferences and details will be provided by the Grand 
Secretary in his report.

Serbia 
We have been advised that M.P. Ill. Bro. Dragor Hiber, 33°, has been elected Sovereign Grand

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Work on this committee has been slowed down due to the Covid-19 pandemic and is still in progress and 
a recommendation will follow to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 


As of June 29, 2022 Leslie Drake has been working on compiling a list of functions, abilities, and 
possible shortcomings of the Supreme Council’s current database “Civi CRM” and bring it to the 
committee to see if there are any make-or-break issues. The goal is to have this list completed by the 
end of August if not sooner. If it is determined that the current program would not be suitable for a

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Report of the Ad Hoc Committee On 
FUTURE INITIATIVES 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


The Covid-19 pandemic experience we have all been through has perhaps changed many ways we think 
and do things or even call normal. However, as challenging as things have been, there have been some 
positive and unexpected takeaways. 


When the shutdowns first happened there was an uncertainty of how to proceed and there were many 
unknowns. As things progressed, we saw many Valleys making use of technology to continue meeting. 
There were some growing pains, but eventually many of the challenges were overcome. It started with a 
few virtual education meetings, general meetings, and occasional social meetings. As time went on and 
the shutdown continued, some Valleys developed more formalized programs and Valleys continued to 
meet through technology. One of the unforeseen benefits experienced was that members who were 
previously unknown to each other were able to meet from across the country and strike up new fraternal 
relationships, albeit virtually. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander has recognized that although the pandemic had many negative 
effects, there were also some positive changes as we learned to adapt to a new environment. In 
January of this year he established a new Ad Hoc Committee to study how we may move to the future 
utilizing new ideas and methods. Not to replace what we do so well, but in addition to, and help improve 
our Scottish Rite experience. The best of the old with the best of the new. 


Our Vision Statement speaks best to this: 

Vision: Honouring our heritage and embracing the future. Exploring new ideas to enrich our Scottish Rite 
experience for our members moving forward. 

The goal is to identify and evaluate new opportunities that will enhance the delivery of our traditional 
Scottish Rite program, and to support our existing Supreme Council committees to enhance their 
respective programs with new methods. 


The committee is made up of a cross-section of members from our existing Supreme Council committees 
to provide their guidance and expertise. While current discussions have been focused on how 
technology could be used to enhance our methods, discussions are not necessarily limited to technology, 
but could include any methods that show potential for an improved experience. The focus also includes 
short and long-term visions. The committee is looking for opportunities for continuous improvements to 
enhance what we do so well, our in-person meetings. 


Current areas of discussion include: 
e Communications — present and future 
e Membership — what are they looking for? 
e Education and Enlightenment opportunities 
e Degree Options 
e Assistance to the Valleys — what do they need/want? 
e Library Options 
e Speakers Bureau opportunities 
e Membership engagement — focus group study 


The committee held three meetings this year and has assembled a list of opportunities for discussion and 
review. Next steps will be to meet with the individual Supreme Council committees to present our 
findings and to receive feedback. It is hoped that new detailed discussions and action plans will result in 
this collaboration with these committees. In fact, some of the existing committees are already discussing 
some of the new ideas generated by this committee. The goal is to improve our overall Scottish Rite 
experience for every member. A successful future is in the planning of today.

Report of the Ad Hoc Committee On 
PRINCE HALL 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario was the last Grand Lodge in Canada to 
recognize The Most Worshipful Prince Hall Grand Lodge F & A.M. of Ontario and Jurisdiction. After years 
of negotiating between the two Grand Lodges, in 2006 limited Visitation was granted. It was not until 
2008 that full recognition was granted; and now we can visit each other quite freely and many of our 
brethren have taken advantage of the long awaited fellowship. 


Up until now our Supreme Council has not been so fortunate, because recognition of our Supreme 
Councils was based on recognition of the Grand Lodges in each Jurisdiction. There is still a divide 
between our two Supreme Councils. The Supreme Council A. & A. S. R. of Freemasonry of Canada was 
founded in 1874; and the Supreme Council A. & A. S. R. of Freemasonry, Prince Hall Affiliation Northern 
Jurisdiction was founded in 1881 which would make our Supreme Council seven years (7) its senior, but 
they are both over 100 years old. The old adage is that it’s incumbent on the younger body to make a 
formal request of the older body with regards to recognition. 


Having being involved with the negotiations at the Grand Lodge level in recognizing The Most Worshipful 
Prince Grand Lodge, the Sovereign Grand Commander Ill. Bro. Robert Whitmore, 33°, thought | would 
be the person to assist in the negotiations between our two Supreme Councils. | therefore contacted the 
Deputy of the Orient of Eastern Canada, Ill. Bro. Dr. Frederick Ofosu, 33°, who attended the 
Communications in Philadelphia at the end of May. After discussions with the SGC Ill. Bro. Melvin 
Bazemore, 33°, it was concluded that PHA Scottish Rite was already recognized by the Northern and the 
Southern Jurisdictions in the United States, therefore all that would be required was a letter recognizing 
Prince Hall Scottish Rite as an equal entity. 


Being armed with this information our Sovereign Grand Commander has now extended the hand of 
friendship and brotherly love and have drafted a letter which is now in the hands of PHA Supreme 
Council; expressing our willingness in having visitation rights and fellowship between our two Supreme 
Councils. 


In my opinion our SGC has gone above and beyond what is required of him, we now await their reply.

SGC: Brethren that is the motion to accept the report. Just before | call for any discussion | would like 
you to know that there is an update that can be provided, but for now I'll just call for any discussion on 
the acceptance of the report. 


lll. Bro. Long: Sovereign Grand Commander, | don’t know how much research has been done into this 
and for the jurisdiction of Alberta we hold a very unique situation among the provinces. In 1908 the 
Premier of Alberta, being a Freemason, and realising the scizims of Freemasonry and Grand Lodges, put 
in act, legislation within the legislative body that the Grand Lodge of Alberta has the sole jurisdiction of all 
Freemasonry within its boarders. So keeping that in mind, we do recognise a number of Prince Hall 
Grand Lodges, but there is one in particular that we do not, that being the Prince Hall Grand Lodge of 
Minnesota. And the reason being, and again it’s all legislative, it’s got nothing to do with them and us, 
other than the fact that they have created lodges within Alberta. We have been in discussion with them 
but they pop up and disappear before our eyes. The difficulty is, as our Ancient York Rite says, that you 
will not have Masonic communication with a clandestine Mason. So we realise that the Grand Lodge of 
Prince Hall Masonry in Minnesota as being clandestine and as such if | were sitting in a Lodge in 
Washington and there was a Prince Hall Freemason from Oregon, I’d have no problem because 
Washington recognises Oregon but if they come to Alberta then we’d have to have recognition, which we 
don’t. Now if we had a Prince Hall Freemason, that is a thirty-third degree Mason, Prince Hall of the 
United States, that was in the jurisdiction of Alberta at a Supreme Council meeting, we would not be 
allowed to have him in the meeting. 


SGC: | can respond to that by way of additional information, which Ill. Bro. Stewart will explain, but one 
of the stipulations that is stated is that there could be visitation but only where the respective Grand 
Lodges have already recognised the legitimacy of one another. So in the example that you posed, we 
would not be able to have visitation. 


lll. Bro. Stewart: If | can address that, Bro. Allan. Prince Hall Affiliate do not recognise certain Prince 
Hall Lodges. So there’s a stark difference between Prince Hall Affiliate and other Prince Hall like the 
ones in Oregon and that type of thing that are not recognised by Prince Hall Affiliate. Our Supreme 
Council and the Supreme Council of another jurisdiction has recognised all Prince Hall Affiliates whether 
they be Alberta or Newfoundland. So when we started this process we could not submit it to Prince Hall 
Scottish Rite because some of the Lodges were not recognised in the provinces. Now all of them are 
recognised, so this is why the Sovereign Grand Commander and myself have taken that initiative to 
explore the possibility of now recognising the Prince Hall Affiliate, Supreme Council of the Northern 
Jurisdiction. And brethren, let me say this, if you haven't had a chance to watch the Unity of Signing 
which took place on Wednesday last week, where you had the four Supreme Councils, the two Northern 
Jurisdictions and the two Southern Jusisdictions of both Prince Hall, they all signed a Statement of Unity 
on Wednesday last week. | will leave the rest to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 


SGC: Well first of all is there any other discussion with respect to the receipt of the report? Are there 
any questions? Hearing none, all those in favour of receiving the report please indicate. Opposed? 
That is carried. 


Then | would like to update you because this is pretty near and dear to my heart, this issue, and frankly if 
we delve back and go into our own history, you will see that similar discussions took place in 1998, 1999, 
and there was a resolution passed by our Supreme Council that would have permitted visitation between 
our Scottish Rite and Prince Hall Scottish Rite and there was some correspondence back and forth 
between primarily the Northern Jurisdiction Prince Hall Scottish Rite because that is the body that 
supervises the Prince Hall Scottish Rite that takes place in Canada and for whatever reason, that really 
kind of petered out and nothing came of it, but since Ill. Bro. Stewart’s report we’ve had further 
correspondence back with the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Northern Jurisdiction of Prince Hall 
Scottish Rite and they have provided us with a signed resolution of Fraternal Recognition, the effect of

which is to permit visitation. “Visitation shall enjoy immediate effect, upon the mutual signing of the two 
Sovereign Grand Commanders, to be ratified by a majority vote of each Supreme Council in their next 
stated communication” and as | indicated earlier it’s provided that this is where the respective Grand 
Lodges have already recognised the legitimacy of one another and enjoy Fraternal Recognition. So as | 
say, it has been signed by Prince Hall, I’ve signed it. I’d like to thank Ill. Bro. Easton because a copy of 
this was sent out to all Active Members, Ill. Bro. Easton responded by indicating that they had misstated 
the correct name for our Supreme Council. That has been corrected and our correct name is specified 
so | think Ill. Bro. Stewart, probably would like to make a motion that this resolution of Fraternal 
Recognition be ratified by this Supreme Council. Then | made enquiries and the next full session of the 
Prince Hall Northern Jurisdiction is taking place in May of 2023, but the resolution is passed, we're ina 
position where if it’s acceptable it can be ratified and that would permit visitation to begin in those 
jurisdictions where the Grand Lodges recognise each other. 


lll. Bro. Stewart: | move, seconded by Ill. Bro. David Bennett, to ratify the action taken by the Sovereign 
Grand Commander in signing the resolution of Fraternal Recognition dated September 7, 2022. 


SGC: Thank you. Is there any discussion? 


PSGC Brown: Sovereign Grand Commander, I’m just looking for a little clarification on my part. As | 
understand it, and again | know sometimes the information on the internet is maybe not up to date, but 
the Prince Hall Grand Lodge of Ontario and Jurisdiction pretty well covers Ontario and Quebec as 
Canadian Provinces. |’m guessing that the Grand Lodge of Manitoba would associate itself with the 
Grand Lodge Prince Hall of Minnesota. Saskatchewan, to the best of my knowledge there are no Prince 
Hall Lodges in Saskatchewan and what attachment they would have to a Grand Lodge in the United 
States I’m not sure. If you get further west of course, you’re getting into Southern Jurisdiction Prince 
Hall. So for clarification here, I’m wondering which Canadian Jurisdictions this would apply to vis-a-vis 
Scottish Rite just so we know and | left out the East coast because I’m not sure if there are Prince Hall 
Affiliated Lodges in any of our Maritime Provinces, and if so what Grand Lodges they’re claimed within 
Prince Hall. | know they would be Northern Jurisdiction. If anybody could give me an update on that I’d 
appreciate it. 


SGC: | think it’s important to remember that what we’re talking about is Prince Hall Scottish Rite. So the 
Prince Hall Scottish Rite, my understanding, does not operate in all the provinces in Canada. | don’t 
know if it operates in Alberta, | do know it does operate in Ontario, | believe it does operate in Quebec. 
My understanding is that the Prince Hall Scottish Rite within Canada, does so under the Northern 
Jurisdiction of the Prince Hall Scottish Rite Supreme Council in the United States. Both, as Errol 
indicated, both the Northern and the Southern Scottish Rite Supreme Councils have recognised the 
Northern and Southern Prince Hall Scottish Rite Jurisdictions, but in answer to your question the best 
that | can, again we go back to the qualifying words in the preamble of the resolution “Where the Grand 
Lodge recognises the Prince Hall Grand Lodge” then the Scottish Rite visitations can take place. But if 
it’s in a jurisdiction where the Provincial Grand Lodge does not recognise the Prince Hall Grand Lodge 
then there would not be able to be visitation. 


PSGC Brown: Thank you Sovereign Grand Commander. Again it’s my understanding that Prince Hall 
Scottish Rite does have members in Alberta and British Columbia and the Grand Lodges that they’re 
attached to, Prince Hall Affiliation, I’m guessing are Prince Hall Southern Jurisdiction. | guess what I’m 
confused about, in Canada if there are Prince Hall Scottish Rite bodies by agreement between the 
Southern and Northern Jurisdiction in the States, are they considered all Prince Hall Northern Jurisdiction 
Scottish Rite bodies? 


SGC: This resolution is only with the Northern Jurisdiction of Prince Hall Scottish Rite in the United 
States. 


PSGC Brown: Okay, | hate to belabour this but | believe there are Socttish Rite Prince Hall bodies in 
British Columbia. If they said to the Deputy of British Columbia “Can we come visit the Valley of 
Victoria?” could they do so through this resolution, even though the jurisdiction of the Prince Hall Scottish 
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Rite in British Columbia is attached to Washinton State, which | guess is Prince Hall Southern 
Jurisdiction? 


SGC: My answer would be Yes. How’s that? 


lll. Bro. Warren: Why would it be yes? We don’t have a resolution with the Prince Hall Southern 
Jusrisdiction. 


SGC: We don’t have a resolution with the Southern Prince Hall Jurisdiction. Well the Scottish Rite, the 
Prince Hall Scottish Rite that’s operating in British Columbia, is under the Jurisdiction of the Southern 
Jurisdiction of Prince Hall in the States, is that what you’re saying? 


PSGC Brown: That’s what I’m assuming because Washington State is in the Southern Jurisdiction and | 
think the parallel Prince Hall Jurisdiction and so the Northern Prince Hall Jurisdiction in the States is just 
the Eastern fifteen States, Alaska is in the Southern Jurisdiction. 


SGC: I’m sorry, | misunderstood what you said the first time. | thought you were referring only to the 
Grand Lodge level. No, | mean if the Prince Hall Scottish Rite in British Columbia is operating under the 
jurisdiction of the Southern Jurisdiction of Prince Hall, the answer would be No. We don’t have a 
resolution with them. This resolution is only with the Northern Jurisdiction and frankly my understanding 
was that any Prince Hall Scottish Rite operating in Canada was under the jurisdiction of the Northern 
Prince Hall in the States, but | may be mistaken. That can be step two in this process. It took, what are 
we up to, twenty-four years, to get up to here. 


PSGC Brown: |’m not sure either Sovereign Grand Commander. | would support a motion that included 
Prince Hall Southern Jurisdiction if it were forthcoming. My point is just for clarification. 


lll. Bro. Stewart: Sovereign Grand Commander, the resolution we have comes from the Northern 
Jurisdiction, so my understanding from the Sovereign Grand Commander in Philidelphia is that all 
Canadian Lodge, | mean Supreme Councils, come under the Northern Jurisdiction and I’m not aware of 
the Southern Jurisdiction having any in Canada. 


SGC: That was my understanding as well, but, should it be the case that it’s under the Prince Hall 
Southern Jurisdiction, then they would not be included within this resolution. 


Any other discussion? Any questions? All in favour? Opposed? That’s carried and | thank you. | think 
it's well past high time that this step was taken and I’m very gratified to have been able to see this 
through. 


Next I'll call on the report of the Ad Hoc Committee for Supreme Council 150, Ill. Bro. McLean.

Report of the Ad Hoc Committee On 
ANNUAL SESSIONS 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 


Our committee was tasked with the mission to follow up on the amendment made to Art 47.1 of our 
statutes presented to the Executive Annual Session on September 15, 2021. While the subsequent 
passing of the amendment will permit the trial period to be extended for up to five years, we considered 
the practice of holding our Annual Sessions before the Full Sessions to take place in Saskatoon in 
September of 2022. Three options were explored, revert to annual sessions every year, adapt a new 
system on alternate years or extend the trial period. 


A number of observations and concerns were discussed and agreed upon by all committee members: 
We are unfortunately facing a declining membership which will ultimately put a strain on the overall 
finances of the Supreme Council, economic uncertainty in all facets of the economy, the expenses 
incurred to run a session due largely to the cost of items such as accommodation and transportation, the 
availability of host Cities/volunteer Valleys (IE we do not have a site beyond the 2026 sessions in 
Hamilton), the latter is a major issue!, due to the fact we just began the trial in ‘18 and now faced with the 
extenuating issues of the Covid-19 Pandemic we still need additional time to ensure a four year term for 
the SGC & LGC are appropriate and will not be a hindrance to worthy brethren considering the 
opportunity to take on the roles. 


The reality is that the Supreme Council lost money at six of the last Sessions. However, it was 

determined that this can be attributed to the travel and per-diem reimbursements made to Actives/Past 

Actives attending the Sessions (both of which have been eliminated). In addition, adjusting the fee for all 

participants attending and other belt tightening efforts to the bottom line will result in cost neutral budgets 

in the future. To further reduce the cost to participants the reduction in the length of the Sessions was 
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also discussed. This idea has been brought forward and discussed in depth by the Ad Hoc Committee- 
Full Annual Sessions Format (see pages 38-39) in the 2021 Proceedings. In short, to provide a first class 
event for all attendees, an opportunity to reacquaint with friends and not to eliminate any of the worthy 
functions it is recommended the length of the Sessions remain “as is”. 


With the above in mind, after careful consideration, it is our recommendation that the current policy to 
hold the Supreme Council Full Annual Sessions in even numbered years and Executive Annual Sessions 
in odd numbered years be continued for a further five year period.

Meeting of Valley Grand Secretaries / Registrars 


Supreme Council held its first ever Valley Secretary/Registrar Meeting during the 148" Annual Session 
held in the Venice Room, Delta Saskatoon Downtown, Saskatoon on Thursday, September 15, 2022, 
from 8:30-10:00 am. It was arranged and chaired by Leslie Drake, Office and Finance Administrator. 
There was a total of 20 Valley Secretaries registered for the Session, but only 13 available to attend the 
meeting due to other meetings for those Secretaries who were Candidates and Active Members. 


Prior to the Session, those registered where sent a list of topics and asked for their input in the choosing 
the items to be discussed. The following top 3 picks were set for the agenda: 


1. Supreme Council Expectations — what are they? Are they unreasonable? Are you aware of 
what is expected? Items include: 

i. HIG/SGIG Death notifications/Obituaries, 

ii. Summons/meeting Notices to be sent to Supreme Council 

iii. Annual Returns and Annual Financial Reports — deadlines/forms 

iv. Clarion Mailing List 

v. Certificate Requests — what is available and when do you request them 


2. Best Practices/Valley Secretary Network — is there a need for more communication/sharing of 
ideas among Valleys? If so, what are some ideas for achieving this? 


3. Valley Secretary/Registrar Position — issues in finding new volunteers, how to recruit new 
interest in position, requirements? 


During the Round Table Discussion the following points of interest for each topic are as follows: 


Item 1. i. HIG/SGIG Death notifications/Obituaries: Valleys are to notify the office immediately via 
email (office@supreme33.ca) upon learning about a death of an HIG, the office will provide the Valley 
Secretary with their Masonic History and Nomination form so a proper Masonic Obituary can be returned 
to the office (approximately 30 days to complete task) so it can be included in the Proceedings. Mid- 
August is the cut-off point for inclusion in that years Proceedings. Photos are not required, obituaries do 
not have to be composed by the Valley Secretary but can be delegated to someone within the Valley 
who knew the member well, focus on Masonic Career. Discussion around the recent passing of the 
Queen and proper Draping protocol, no definitive answer given but suggestions were after the funeral or 
after the first meeting. 


Item 1. ii. Summons/meeting Notices to be sent to Supreme Council: Valleys are required to send 
copies (preferably via email) to the Supreme Council Office (office@supreme33.ca). Valley Secretaries 


are encouraged to create a Valley email address as opposed to using their personal email addresses, 
many free email account options available, Gmail being one option but reach out to the Supreme Council 
office for help or more options, a Valley email address makes things like transitioning for a new secretary 
or someone else to help out in absence easier, as well as accepting e-transfer for due payments. The 
importance of using BCC when sending out emails for privacy concerns and so you don’t get “Reply All” 
emails, also helps with outgoing email limits from certain providers. 


Item 1. iii. Annual Returns and Annual Financial Reports — deadlines/forms: The Annual Returns 
were discussed first, no major issues from the Valley Secretary perspective regarding the forms, only 


issue is Supreme Council and Valley records not matching, | have been working with individual Valleys 
that have made request to reconcile records by providing them with a copy of Supreme Council database 
records, sometimes it takes a few tries before records are updated at both ends to match. Another option 
is for the Valley to send the office their records and we will do our best to reconcile. Some discussion 
around Date Format — month, day, year vs. day, month, year, American vs. Canadian, Supreme 
Council’s database is month, day, year and does ask for this but will accept whatever format the Valley 
uses, it just needs to be consistent and flagged as to the format being used. 
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The Annual Financial forms were discussed next, everyone in agreement, they are much better, and the 
pilot program last year was well received. The Audit and Finance Committee’s Video is available on the 
website and the link will be emailed to all Valley Secretaries again so it can be utilized. | expressed the 
importance of meeting deadline of April 30'" because anything received after May 31° isn’t look at due to 
the demands of year end and session prep in the Summer months. 


Item 1. iv. Clarion Mailing List: as per the Valley Secretaries, no major issues or concerns with these, 
just asked for more notice, some Valleys like to wait to until the deadline, so it captures all the deaths. 


Item 1. v. Certificate Requests: There was much discussion about this topic. The office provides 
Certificates for 14°, 18° and 32° as well as 25, 50, 60 and 70-year certificates. Lapel Pins available for 
50, 60, and 70-year are free, 25-year are $10 ea. Pocket Jewels for 50-year and 60-year awards are 
available as well for $54 ea. (subject to change). Some Valleys weren't aware they need to request 
degree certificates, thought they were issued when the returns were received, | expressed this is an 
issue because of the time delay, it could be well over 1 year before that happens. Other Valleys do not 
agree with requesting them until after the degree, felt it loses the importance/significance of the day, | 
explained one of the reasons the process was changed was because the office enters the individuals into 
our database to create the certificates so if the Candidates do not show up, the office is not notified, and 
they become stuck in the database. | agreed exceptions could be made if the Valley Secretary takes 
responsibility for notifying the office afterwards who didn’t show up. Other Valleys have created Special 
Night/Events to present the certificates, so that encourages the new members to come back. For Long 
Service awards, 2 weeks’ notice is usually sufficient time for the office to produce and mail out but it is 
important to let the office know when you want to present them so they can make sure to get them to you 
in time. 


Item 2. Best Practices/Valley Secretary Network: It was mentioned that Ron Taylor, one of the Ontario 
Deputies has held Zoom meetings with the Valley Secretaries he is responsible for, they are well 
received and enjoyed by those involved and suggested all Deputies do this as well. Communication is 
important not only regionally but nationally. Holding this meeting for the Valley Secretaries at each Full 
Annual Session is highly recommended, only issue would be for those Secretaries who are not 33° 
members. Supreme Council will consider using Zoom as another way to meet with Secretaries. A master 
list of topics to be composed and prioritized to be discussed over many meetings. Accessing software 
can be an issue, one Valley recommended a company called TechSoup as an inexpensive option for 
non-profits to purchase software like Microsoft and some accounting software. 


Item 3. Valley Secretary/Registrar Position: All agreed it was hard to find replacements, suggestions 
to make the process easier where for each Valley Secretary to create detailed job descriptions and 
document the procedures in place, easier for someone to know exactly what is involved. The need for 
new members not only for the health of Freemasonry but would also open the possibility to find 
replacements. Not everything falls on the Valley Secretary, so it is important to know your members and 
delegate certain tasks if committees aren't already in place i.e. checking on older or sick members, 
writing obituaries. 


Time permitted so the following optional items were discussed: 


Supreme Council Resources — What are they? Where are they? Grand Secretary/Registrar 


Manual, Audit & Finance Presentation, Jewels & Regalia. 
Most in attendance were aware and had a copy of the Grand Secretary/Registrar Manual, copies were 


given to those that wanted. As mentioned early, the link to the video from the Audit and Finance 
Committee Chairman will be emailed to all Valley Secretaries. Jewels and Regalia created some 
discussion as to suppliers, quality, and supply issues. The office is working on creating a Catalogue as to 
what is available from the Supreme Council office including photos and current prices, which will be sent 
out in November. | explained the issues Supreme Council was currently facing especially the HIG Pocket 
Jewels, have been waiting since April but am hoping to have them by the time this is published. 
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Finally, an update and discussion on a Central Membership Database. A Committee was formed in 2019 
to look at the need for one as well as investigate possibly systems and determine if it would mandatory or 
optional. The committee met 3 times and a survey was sent to all Valley Secretaries but unfortunately 
due to Covid-19, things have stalled. The office is in the process of putting together a list of things our 
current Database “CiviCRM” can and cannot do and hope to meet again in the New Year to make some 
decisions. The survey and discussions clearly show that some Valleys are in favour while others aren't 
but some of that comes from not knowing what the database can do. If we do move forward with a 
system, it would have to be mutually beneficial to both the Valley Secretary and Supreme Council with 
the goal to eliminate Annual Reporting of membership changes and having up to date information on all 
Scottish Rite Members. Also discussed was what software and systems Valleys are currently using. Most 
use Microsoft or Corel products to manage their needs.

Bros. Richard Brown, 33° and Matthew Todd, 33° that the 
nominations for Honorary Inspectors-General be approved. 


SGC: This vote will be Viva Voce and one negative vote will reject the nominees. 
Grand Secretary-General, please take the vote. 


The Grand Secretary-General polled the Active and Ad Vitam members of Supreme Council. The result 
was unanimously in favour of the candidates so presented for promotion to the rank of Honorary 
Inspector-General.

Easton and that will be followed by the report on Communications presented by David Bennett. 


Report of the Standing Committee On 
AUDIT AND FINANCE 


To the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 


The duties of the Audit and Finance Committee are set out in ART. 40(a) of the Statutes and Regulations 
of the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. We 
will report on our duties and provide the appropriate comments. Our committee met twice during the 
year, considered our responsibilities and, in particular, Valley form content and the 2022 — 2023 Budget. 


Examined and Made Recommendations to the Sovereign Grand Commander Respecting New, 
Revised or Amending By-laws 

Our committee was requested to review revised or amended by-laws for the Valleys of Regina, 
Edmonton, Campbell River, Barrie and Kingston. The progress of approval is at various stages of 
completion. 


In an effort to improve the process and eliminate potential delays, the Chairman of Jurisprudence and 
Legislation has suggested that he and the Audit & Finance Committee would review proposed by-law 
amendments before they are presented to the Valley membership. After comments and/or preliminary 
approval, the document would move to membership for approval and then final approval by 
Jurisprudence & Legislation, Audit & Finance and the Sovereign Grand Commander. 


Prepare and Provide Forms and Statements Relating to Financial Matters by Constituent Bodies 
Our committee provided changes to the AF forms to accommodate a one-year pilot project as follows: 

e Requested Valley financial statements be prepared on an accrual basis 

e AF3 form covering three years, together with a summary of the assumptions used to develop the 

forecast 

e AF5 form 

e AFQ questionnaire form 

e Calculation of cost per member 


In our view, the pilot project was successful in that generally the forms were provided to Supreme 
Council sooner and the content accuracy was better. 


As a result, our committee recommends the continuance of the 2021 AF forms but with two changes 
added: 
e A question asking for its assessment of the financial health of the Valley by the Valley. 
e In order to provide for better accuracy while completing the cost per member, where a Valley has 
more than one body, the membership for each body should be disclosed. 


Examine and Report on the Accounting Records and Procedures of this Supreme Council 
During the year, interim financial statements of Supreme Council were provided to this committee for 
review. Unaudited financial statements covering the year ended May 31, 2022 have been reviewed by 
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the committee. We refer you to the comments of the Grand Treasurer-General pertaining to the financial 
statements and recommend the approval of same. 


Review the Budget for the Upcoming Year 

Our committee met with the Grand Treasurer-General on June 6, 2022 with the purpose of reviewing the 
2022-2023 budget. We refer you to the comments of the Grand Treasurer-General concerning the draft 
budget. The committee believes the draft budget to be reasonable for the period covered and 
recommends the adoption of the same. 


With our declining membership, we continue to recognize this to be an issue and along with the Grand 
Treasurer-General are concerned about the financial health and well-being of some of our Valleys. 


Examine all Expenditures and Report Any in Excess of the Budgeted Provisions 
Our committee has reviewed the expenditures and find the results to be in budget for the year. 


Examine and Report on the Policies of Insurance Owned or Held by this Supreme Council 

The committee has reviewed the insurance coverage of Supreme Council during the previous year and 
found the coverage to be adequate. Supreme Council has renewed the policies of insurance during the 
current year with no change in coverage. As a result, our committee is satisfied with the coverage. 


Examine and Report on the Financial Statements of Constituent Bodies 
Our committee has reviewed forty-two of the forty-five Valleys covering their respective year-end AF 
information and prepared an AF10 report to Supreme Council. In addition to the Supreme Council office, 
the AF10 report is also distributed to the Deputy responsible. 
Each year, we report to Supreme Council that the following issues still exist: 

1. Not all Valleys are filing with Supreme Council. 
Financial reports have not been submitted to the Valley for approval. 
Financial statements have not been included with AF filing. 
Investment statements have not been included with AF filing. 
In certain Valleys, financial statements are prepared on a cash basis. 
AF reports are submitted but incomplete. 
Treatment of life membership trust funds (commuted dues) do not comply with Statutes and 
Regulations in all cases. 

a. Trust assets are not sufficient to discharge the actuarial liability (Form AF5). 

b. Trust asset investment returns are not sufficient to cover the operating cost per member. 
8. Membership has declined significantly.

Upon completion of our current years review, unfortunately, we echo the comments of previous year’s 
reports other than the three-year forecasts which have improved significantly. 


We report: 

e Most three-year plans reflect viable forecasts, many are more comprehensive, assumptions were 
documented and included with the report. 

e Financial statements were prepared on the cash basis for still 50% of the Valleys. The Audit & 
Finance Committee requested accrual accounting in order to provide more accuracy. Our 
committee will investigate as to whether a reporting alternative may be available for cash 
reporting Valleys. 

e One Valley reported a shortfall in the discharge of the actuarial liability. 

e Five Valleys indicate concerns regarding their sustainability. 

e Most Valleys are reporting membership decreases. 


As mentioned, the AF10 forms report the Valley deficiencies and are distributed to the respective Deputy 
for each Valley. We recommend that the Deputies review the AF10 reports and reach out to the Valleys 
in need of assistance. Members of the Audit & Finance Committee are available to assist! 
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Other 

e On October 12, 2021, our chairman was invited to an Ontario Valley virtual meeting to deliver an 
Audit & Finance presentation and explore specific questions from the members. The 
presentation video, which addressed accrual accounting has been posted on the Supreme 
Council website. 

e Inthat the Valleys are required to prepare a form AF3, which is a three year forecast, we 
recommend that our Supreme Council utilize this information in order to perform its forecasting to 
cover a similar three year period. 

e The concept of Supreme Council using “FORMWIZE” software which is used by a Concordant 
Body for processing data, has been forwarded to the Advisory Council for consideration. 


Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman, | would like to express my gratitude to our Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. 
Bro. Robert Whitmore, 33°, for his thoughtful leadership during the past difficult year. | also express my 
thanks to the Grand Secretary-General, Ill.

Council office for their guidance and assistance to the Audit & Finance Committee.

The committee will be meeting end of September/start of October to further discuss:

What tools/skills can we use that we acquired during the pandemic? 
e What do we need to utilize as a committee to ensure communication to membership remains 
effective in a post-pandemic world? 


Communique: Next edition is ready and will be sent out soon. 
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Clarion Magazine: Clive Stephenson, the new editor-in-chief, will be joining the communications 
committee. This committee will assist in providing Clarion content, including stories and photos. Each 
member will remind the Valley communications leaders to submit at an earlier date in order for Clarion to 
get mailed out and arrive before Christmas.

Annually, the Scottish Rite of Canada offers three $500.00 Scholarships to assist the members of 
DeMolay Canada in attending the DeMolay Leadership Training Course of their choice. Distribution is as 
follows: 1 each for Western Canada (Alberta & British Columbia), Central Canada (Ontario, Quebec & 
Manitoba), and the Atlantic Provinces (New Brunswick & Nova Scotia). 


Any active member of DeMolay Canada may apply by submitting an online application. 


All applications must be submitted before June 15. These awards are expected to reimburse costs and 
not pay in advance for attendance at the conference of their choice, proof of attendance may be 
required. The selection committee is comprised of members of the Board of Directors of DeMolay 
Canada and of Supreme Council of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada.

Report of the Special Committee on 
EDUCATION AND ENLIGHTENMENT 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 


The Special Committee was launched in the fall of 2015. We have now completed 7 years of work to 
build a library of papers onto our website for the purpose of offering some enlightenment for our Scottish 
Rite members. 


Mandate 

A reminder to all of the Committee’s purpose: 

To provide a comprehensive and coherent collection of Masonic educational tools to be published on the 
website and to be utilized in AASR Valley meetings and instructional workshops throughout Canada. The 
standardization of the valuable lessons, history, principles of our Rite strengthen our communication and 
increase its availability to all members of the jurisdiction. 


What has the Committee achieved over its life so far? 

Establishing the website dropdown menu for Education and Enlightenment and the papers which 
started the whole adventure of our own Scottish Rite Educational papers (2016) 

Pre and post explanations of the degrees (2016) 

Playbills (2017) 

Valley Histories (commenced 2017) 

Power Point Presentation for Craft Lodge presentation’s (2018) 

Music file —suitable music for each degree (2018) 

Video File (2018) and now added with links to Videos from Ill. Bro. Evan Woodhead under 
Library menu (2022) 

Roderick Jones — two books ‘Stone and Mortar’ and ‘Trowel and Sword’

Educational tool —- Zoom Schedules 

This year the Committee has offered more tools for you to consider in developing individual and group 
knowledge of our work. Our emergence from the pandemic has brought most Valleys back to tyled 
meetings. Some have continued to work through Zoom meetings to meet as best as possible face to 
face with education being the focus of such meetings. The Committee is encouraging all not to lose this 
important use of social media. Tyled meetings remain our mainstay of fellowship. Zoom meetings offer a 
wider audience to join you in what plans you have for un-tyled meetings. One can now visit members 
from across Canada and enjoy a Masonic paper presented, followed by discussions which may go ‘who 
knows where’ and with brethren you might not have met had it not been for Zoom. | thank Ill. Bro. Brent 
Julian, 33°, for collecting Zoom meetings details, and sending them out to the Valleys via Supreme 
Council Office. 


Educational Tool — New Idea to write papers 

lll. Bro. Matthew Clark, 33°, introduced the Committee to ‘Chat Conversations.’ The depth of knowledge 
of members of the Committee were brought together in an unusual way. 

In the 4'" degree lecture the phrase...mountain of truth... appears 


Quote 

You have now taken the first step over the threshold, through the portico, towards the inner sanctuary 
and heart of the temple. You are now on the path that leads up the slope of the mountain of truth. It 
depends on your Secrecy, Obedience and Fidelity, whether you will advance or remain stationary. 
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In early 2022, the Committee presented their thoughts on the phrase. Through presentations and 
following discussions, it was clear that not all members were thinking the same way when confronted 
with this phrase. Wide-ranging thoughts had been accumulated. The presentations were compiled into a 
paper of that topic and after a period of time the final paper was presented. It is now placed on the 
website, a paper which is the collective views and ideas of the committee. So successful is the project 
that the committee plans to work through other Chat Conversations to create further papers for the 
website. 


Bring Zoom meetings and Chat Conversations together and brethren of our Scottish Rite could meet, 
look for a word, phrase, even a sentence from other material in our rituals and create a paper for the 
website. Consider brethren from other provinces to work with; it does not have to be all brethren from 
your Valley. 


The Education and Enlightenment Committee plans to place, on the website, a suggested format to 
follow to complete such papers. Please keep in mind the purpose of Scottish Rite as written in the very 
first lecture we all received. 


It depends on your Secrecy, Obedience and Fidelity, whether you will advance or remain stationary. 


Education Tool — Resource List 

Of a major objective and focus of the fraternity, no matter what the area of the fraternity is that we 
encouraging reading materials. From ritual proficiency, from roles taken in presentation of degrees, 
reading with understanding remains obligatory. Our Committee extends this obligation and encourages 
all to share resources that have been read and shared with others, Ill. Bro. Joe Angel, 33°, is building a 
list of resources that are recommended by the Committee, from first time reading of Scottish Rite to more 
advanced resources. The new list of suggested read will be on the website this fall. 


Education Tool — Beginning a Ritual Monitor for Canadian Scottish Rite 
For several years, members Ill. Bros. David Hooper, Michael Millard, and Brent Julian have been building 
a series of documents with material specific to each of the Perfection degrees, to be used to enhance a 
members understanding. This work is intended for the new Members to Scottish Rite. It may be a 
renewal of deeper understanding by more senior members for a more in-depth reflection of what each 
degree lessons are. Each document offers the following sections: 
i. Aseries of questions to be answered through a review of the degree once taken, identifying key 
concepts and philosophies 
ii. | Aself-analysis of portions of each degree — encouraging members to contemplate what they feel 
are their personal understandings 
iii. | The Characters in the degrees and their roles in the portrayal through consideration of the virtues 
exhibited in the plays 


The intention is for individuals to learn more about themselves. Some members may wish to share their 
responses with others in the Valley. These documents could be the basis of a conversation of the degree 
before being conferred in the next degree. Especially, where Valleys only confer the obligatory degrees 
and communicate the others, a chance for brethren to learn more of the 6", 8", gt, 10", 14%, 42! 
degrees. 


Once again, through Zoom, one could come together with members in other Valleys and form a 
discussion group. The clear intention is to spend time to learn more of the degrees, make personal 
analysis, and build a personal portfolio of work. 


During this summer, further work to completion will be being made to prepare them for the website in the 
Fall 2022. 


Conclusion 

| am pleased to announce that Ill. Bro. Evan Woodhead, 33°, has joined the Education and 
Enlightenment Committee. His skillset with video making and research will add a further dimension to the 
work of this Committee. 
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The committee continues to ask for papers of Scottish Rite matters for the website. They also ask for 
those histories of their Valleys. A paper is on the website to instruct writers on what the Committee is 
looking for in the histories. Importantly the length should not be more than 1000-1500 words. Their focus 
should be how the Valley was formed, the key players in its creation, and any unique features in the work 
of degrees. By extension this short history could capture a member's interest to write a more detailed 
history for the members.

Report of the Special Committee On 
LIBRARY AND ARCHIVES 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 
It is my privilege to present this annual report for 2021-22. 


Introduction 

As a reminder, the Supreme Council Library now operates as a Reference Library, with an emphasis on 
outreach through electronic media. Rather than a book lending program, we are focused on producing 
electronic content relating to the library, which the Supreme Council office posts on a public web page: 
https://scottishritecanada.ca/library/. We hope that in this way the library can provide value to our 
members throughout the jurisdiction. Our full catalogue is also on the website and physical access to the 
collection is available to any member of the Rite by appointment. In addition, we will arrange appropriate 
access to support reasonable research projects by other researchers (Freemasons or not). 


Activities and Accomplishments This Year 

We were most pleased to welcome a new member to the Library and Archives Committee. Ill. Bro. 
Gareth R. Taylor, 33°, joined us during the year. Unfortunately, Ill. Bro. Jay Drosky found it necessary to 
resign from the committee due to other activities. We appreciate the assistance Jay was able to give us 
during his time on the committee. 
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We continue to offer the Supreme Council e-Library as a fund-raising initiative. This collection of over 
1,000 books in electronic form is offered for $25 per copy. It is available for Valley Secretaries to order 
through the Supreme Council office. 


As of this writing there are 26 Ex Libris video segments posted on the website, with two more approved 
for release. By agreement with the Education and Enlightenment Committee and with the assistance of 
lll. Bro. Warren, the Ex Libris videos have been moved to their own page on the website, with links from 
both the Library menu and the Education and Enlightenment menu option. Awareness of the videos 
continues to increase, and we have heard of Masonic bodies from coast to coast using them to support 
their Masonic Education activities. 


We have also added to the Reading Lists published on the Library web page. These lists are intended to 
help readers find the most useful and important books on various aspects of the Scottish Rite and 
Freemasonry in general. Each list identifies about 10-12 books, with a description of each, and in some 
cases a bit of a caveat if we felt the reader should be warned about any aspect of the book. Most 
importantly, there is also information on where the reader can find each book, as many important 
Masonic books are long out of print but available as free downloads, while others can only be purchased 
from book sellers. 


This year we have posted Reading List #3: Masonic History (intended to help the reader who wishes to 
delve deeper into the events within Freemasonry after its establishment in the current “speculative” form, 
and the evolution of the Fraternity after its inception) and Reading List #4: Anti-Masonry (a survey of the 
most significant Anti-Masonic publications and rebuttals reaching back six hundred years). Work is under 
way to develop further reading lists. Topics include Scottish Rite Freemasonry, Symbolism, Esoteric 
Masonry, and Philosophy. 


This year was of course another challenging time for all of us with in-person events constrained by 
Covid-19 restrictions. At the same time, this has presented some new opportunities. For example, during 
the course of the year | was pleased to represent the Library by speaking at three Masonic Education 
events held via Zoom (which would never have happened pre-Covid). The presentations were well 
attended by an audience spanning vast geographic territory, and seemed to be well received. In addition, 
several members of the Library Committee have been participating in Supreme Council's effort to learn 
from the lock-down experience and use the results to enhance Scottish Rite for the benefit of all 
members. Several new offerings from the Library Committee are expected to emerge from this work. 


Once again, | am grateful for the enthusiastic support of the Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. Bro. 
Robert S. Whitmore and the Grand Secretary General, Ill. Bro. Terry A. McLean, both of whom have 
energetically promoted the library’s offerings across the whole jurisdiction and even internationally. 


Finally, we are as always very grateful to Ill. Bro. Steven E. Warren, 33°, and Ms. Leslie Drake for 
supporting us with supplies and administration throughout the year, for maintaining the library page on 
the Supreme Council website, as well as for the positive and encouraging atmosphere they maintain. It is 
always a pleasure to work with them. 


Plan for the Next Year 
During the next year the committee plans to continue producing electronic material for publication via the 
website, including new Ex Libris videos and additional Reading Lists. 


Hopefully, physical activities in the library will once again be possible, allowing us to catch up on and 
cataloguing new books in the library and resume the practice of holding open house events.

This success was attributable to the dedication and ability of the various elements that go to make up a 
successful publication. Our appreciation goes out to the authors of the various articles, the editorial 
board, the production team and to the un-wavering support of Supreme Council and in particular our 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Ill. Bro. Robert Whitmore, 33°, and Ill. Bro. Gareth Taylor, 33°, President 
of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation.

Will virtual learning for our Dyslexia Learning Schools ever become a reality? It would help in the 
cost of training of the tutors. It would help with the teaching of the students, due to the time for 
both the student and the teacher to travel to a physical school location. 


“WE NOTED THAT” 
The younger students are very capable of and accustomed to using a computer and zoom. 
When will we have an assessment of the very successful Barrie Satellite School, so others can 
examine the feasibility of opening a Satellite School? 
Our Scottish Rite website has a great section on Best Practices and should be used more. 
We discussed having the reunions with costumes and how does a Valley address it and what to 
do if the members are not willing to use the costumes since Covid-19. One Valley took the 
opportunity during Covid-19 to have all of their costumes dry cleaned and some have 
purchased fog machines to disinfect them after they are worn. 


The SGC, LGC, & GSG entered the meeting at 10:00 am. 


The SGC answered our questions, and we all had a very frank discussion about the state of Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry and the effects of Covid-19.

Help other Valleys by setting up a degree team and traveling to a near by Valley to put on a 
degree during their reunion and then have them reciprocate. 

We put a lot of effort into getting Candidates but we put little effort into retaining them.

ST. JOHN’S ANGLICAN CATHEDRAL — SASKATOON, SASKATCHEWAN 


Proverbs 3: 13-36 
James 3: 13-18 
Luke 12: 22-31 


May the words of my mouth, and the meditations of all our hearts be acceptable in your sight, 
O Lord, my strength and my redeemer. Amen. 


When a man is first Initiated as a Mason, he is introduced in a lecture to reflections on the divine 
attributes of wisdom, strength, and beauty. These attributes come from, or have an origin in, the 
overflowing of divine plenitude, they are emanations from the depths of Ein Sof, the infinite nature of 
ineffable Deity. The new Mason is told that God’s beauty “shines forth throughout the whole of creation in 
symmetry and order.” By focusing on “symmetry,” Scottish Rite Masonry reinterprets beauty as primarily 
a manifestation of harmony — the harmony of the universe, the personal harmony of a well-integrated 
individual, and the harmony that flows from healthy political structures and processes. 


In this discourse | want to focus on God’s beauty more generally before returning to how all of this is 
important on this day when the 33” and final degree of Scottish Rite Masonry is conferred. 


When we apprehend the beauty of something, we apprehend at an intuitive level that it is ordered; and 
we recognize that it is good. We may not be able to describe something beautiful in the way that modern 
science describes an object, but we know at some subconscious level that the beautiful thing is ordered 
and good, and that we delight in it. And that delight is a personal reaction — we take delight in it because 
it is good for us. The Medieval theologian Thomas Aquinas wrote that “things that give pleasure when 
they are perceived are called beautiful.” When what we see causes delight, awe, and wonder, we call it 
beautiful. And because we delight in that which is beautiful, we are drawn to it, we find it compelling and 
irresistible. By contrast, that which is ugly represents a privation or scarcity of orderliness and goodness. 
What is lacking in beauty we find repulsive and we seek to avoid it. 


We know all of this in our own experience as human beings. When we found the partner and lover we 
wished to marry, we didn’t say to that person, “Wow! You are so absolutely butt-ugly and repulsive | want 
to marry you!” Of course not. We were drawn to our spouse or partner because we found him or her to 
be beautiful, and thus irresistible. 


That the Great Architect of the Universe is the source and summit of all that is beautiful has been 
revealed to us in his Holy Word, “because the Almighty has been pleased to reveal more of His divine 
will in that holy book than He has by any other means.” 


In the passage read from the Book of Proverbs this morning, we see Divine Wisdom presented as 
something beautiful: “She is more precious than jewels, and nothing you desire can be compared with 
her.” [Proverbs 3.15] Indeed, if you were to read all of the wisdom passages in the book of Proverbs you 
would discover that Lady Wisdom is personified as a beautiful and attractive woman. This is not only 
because wisdom has her source in God who is beautiful and wonderful in himself, but also because God 
seeks to draw us into relationship with himself through attraction and not coercion. God has given us free 
will, and he desires that we freely enter into relationship with him. And just as we human beings fall in 
love with people we find beautiful and desirable, so too God wants us to love him because he is more 
beautiful and desirable than anything else we could imagine. 


In the passage we heard from the book of James we again see Divine Wisdom presented as something 
desirable because she is beautiful: “The wisdom from above is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, willing 
to yield, full of mercy and good fruits, without a trace of partiality or hypocrisy.” [James 3.17] 
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And finally, in the passage we heard from Luke’s gospel, we hear Jesus expressing his profound 
appreciation for the wonder and beauty of creation itself: “consider the lilies, how they grow: they neither 
toil nor spin; yet | tell you, even Solomon in all his glory was not clothed like one of these.” [Luke 12.27]. 
Delight, awe, and wonder in the face of nature is a universal human response to the beauty that “shines 
forth throughout the whole of creation.” 


So, what does all this talk of beauty have to do with the Masonic ceremonies in which we will take part 
this afternoon? During the course of the ceremony of the conferral of the 339 and final degree of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, you will hear at one point a melancholic lament for “those 
inadequate conceptions of the Deity that are the source of suffering, of false religion, unsound morality, 
cruel legislation, superstition, and persecution.” There is always something ugly and repulsive about 
coercion and fanaticism in relation to religion. One cannot force or guilt people into loving something, and 
thus one cannot force people to love God or their neighbour. Power may impress or intimidate people, 
but it does not produce a genuine decision to love. On the other hand, beauty is attractive and 
enchanting, it draws a person to fall in love with that which is beautiful. An adequate conception of the 
Deity is one which is beautiful, one which will move a person to fall in love with the One who is Love 
itself. 


If | may be so bold, | would like to suggest that one of your tasks as an Active or Honorary Inspector- 
General, indeed one of your vocations as a Mason, is to present to others worthy conceptions of God; to 
make the Grand Geometrician of the Universe beautiful to those who have seen only ugliness in what 
they have experienced of religion. A beautiful life - a life of moral integrity, a life of service to others, a life 
like that of our late Sovereign Queen Elizabeth Il - is a life lived in conformity to the splendour of Divine 
Glory, a sure and effective means of witnessing to the goodness of God and his love for all his creatures. 


And so, my friends, just as we embrace the spouse or partner who is the beautiful object of our desire, let 
us all the more regard our Creator as beautiful and desirable, and embrace with love and joy the mystery 
of the Most High. To know God is to know sublime peace and a purpose in living, the satisfaction of our 
deepest desires and longings. Let us with angels and archangels and with all the company of heaven 
give continual praise to the Great Architect of the Universe, to whom be all might, majesty, glory and 
dominion, both now and unto the ages of ages. Amen.

It is my priviledge to bring greetings on 
behalf of the approximately two-thousand Masons or members of the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan. It 
is an extra special honour, given that I’m a member of your Host Valley here in Saskatoon. Although | 
will point out that | had nothing to do with the arrangements. | live in Regina and | wasn’t part of that. 
Just in case anybody thinks I’m trying to take credit, I’m not. | offer my congratulations to those of my 
Valley mates who have worked diligently to provide you with a first-class event. On behalf of Lorey and I, 
thank you for allowing us to participate in the activities of the week. 


Masons in Saskatchewan meet in one of forty-eight Lodges distributed throughout the Province. At our 
peak, in the early 1960’s, we had approximately seventeen thousand Masons and we have had a total of 
two-hundred and seventeen lodges, many of which were held in small towns and never had more than 
twenty or thirty members. Like most jurisdictions, our numbers have declined for many years but 
recently we are holding our own provincially, and seeing a marked growth in initiates in many Lodges as 
men discover the value of joining our fraternity. 


We're always happy to have visitors to our province which is easy to draw and tough to spell. Hopefully, 
those of you who have not visited here before very often, will have the chance to find out we’re not 
simply the flat province where you can see your dog run away for three days. Did you know that Cyprus 
Hills in the southwest has a higher elevation than Banff, Alberta? We’re the only province with fully 
artificially bounderies. We’re home to two large sand dune formations, one of which is the most northerly 
active formation on earth. Fifty percent of our province is covered by forest, a third by farmland, and an 
eighth by water. If you come back in the winter, don’t worry, it’s a dry cold. In the evenings particularly, 
you will learn why we are called the land of living skys and if you spend a whole year here, you don’t 
have to adjust your clocks twice a year. 
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| congratulate all of you who have received your thirty-third degree and thank Supreme Counci for 
coming back to Saskatoon for your meeting for the first time in three decades and hope you decide to 
visit again soon. Enjoy the rest of your meetings and festivities and travel home safe. Thank you.

Education and Enlightenment Presentation 
Sovereign Grand Commander, peers and members, 


| am pleased to have the opportunity to present this report on behalf of the Education and Enlightenment 
Committee and its chair, Ill. Bro. Stephen Godfrey, 33°. 
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The Education and Enlightenment Committee was established in 2015 by then-Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Ill. Bro. Terry McLean, 33°. In his remarks to Supreme Council, Ill. Bro. McLean noted that 
it was very evident from a Valley-driven membership survey that Scottish Rite education ranged from 
lacking to nonexistent in many Valleys, and there existed a real demand and need from the membership 
for it. 


The first chair of the committee was IIl. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°, who served with distinction until 
September 2019. 


Mandate and Membership 
The mandate of the Committee is as follows: 


To provide a comprehensive and coherent collection of Masonic educational tools to be published 
on the website and to be utilized in AASR Valley meetings and instructional workshops through out 
Canada. The standardization of the valuable lessons, history, principles of our Rite strengthen our 
communication and increase its availability to all members of the jurisdiction. 


The Committee is composed of 13 members from 7 provinces and 10 Valleys. Most recently, we have 
added Ill. Bro. Evan Woodhead, 33°, and we are looking forward to utilizing his talents, particularly his 
skills with video making and research. 


WHAT WE DO - OUR PROCESS 

The Committee meets its mandate by identifying relevant content from third-party sources, and by 
creating its own content. The Committee has also developed tools that allows Scottish Rite Masons to 
connect across the country and share their knowledge. 


The Education and Enlightenment page on Supreme Council’s website is the primary portal for 
accessing the material identified by the Committee.

ACHIEVEMENTS SO FAR 
The Committee has completed the following work: 


Creation of an education and enlightenment page on Supreme Council's website; 

The development of degree explanations; 

The development of playbills to be distributed when degrees are presented; 

The compilation of music for the Lodge of Perfection and Chapter degrees; and 

The development of a Power Point presentation on Scottish Rite for use at Craft Lodges. 


CURRENT WORK 

Zoom Schedules 

This year the Committee has offered more tools to consider in developing individual and group 
knowledge of our work. Our emergence from the pandemic has brought most Valleys back to tyled 
meetings. Some have continued to work through Zoom meetings to meet as best as possible face to 
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face, with education being the focus of such meetings. The Committee is encouraging Valleys not to lose 
this important use of social media. While tyled meetings will remain our mainstay of fellowship, Zoom 
meetings offer a wider audience for untyled meetings. We can now visit members from across Canada 
and enjoy the presentation of a Masonic paper, followed by discussions which may go ‘who knows 
where’ and with brethren we might not have met had it not been for Zoom. The Committee thanks Ill. 
Bro. Brent Julian, 33°, for collecting Zoom meetings details and sending them out to the Valleys via 
Supreme Council Office. 


New papers 

lll. Bro. Matthew Clark, 33°, introduced the Committee to the concept of ‘Chat Conversations.’ The depth 
of knowledge of members of the Committee was brought together through the introduction of a quote that 
participating members reflected upon. The first Chat Conversation focused on the phrase “mountain of 
truth” in the 4" degree lecture. 


You have now taken the first step over the threshold, through the portico, towards the inner 
sanctuary and heart of the temple. You are now on the path that leads up the slope of the 
mountain of truth. It depends on your Secrecy, Obedience and Fidelity, whether you will advance 
or remain stationary. 


In early 2022, the Committee presented their thoughts on the phrase. Through presentations and 
discussion, it was clear that not all members were thinking the same way when confronted with this 
phrase. The presentations were compiled into a paper of that topic and after some time for reflection, the 
final paper was presented. It is now placed on the website, a paper that is the collective views and ideas 
of the committee. This project was so successful that the Committee plans to work through other Chat 
Conversations to create further papers for the website. 


The concept can be extended to Valleys, or groups of like-minded members through Zoom. Our Scottish 
Rite members could meet, look for a word, phrase, even a sentence from other material in our rituals and 
create a paper for the website. Consider brethren from other provinces to work with - it does not have to 
be all brethren from your Valley. 


The Education and Enlightenment Committee plans to place a suggested format on the website to follow 
to complete such papers. 


The range of topics that can be covered by papers is vast. However, the number of people willing to 
create new papers is much more limited. The Committee will continue to consider ways of encouraging 
members to contribute new papers. 


Resource List 

A major objective and focus of all bodies of the fraternity is the encouragement of reading. From ritual 
proficiency, from roles taken in presentation of degrees, reading with understanding remains obligatory. 
Our Committee extends this obligation and encourages all members to submit resources that can be 
read and shared with others. Ill. Bro. Joe Angel, 33° is building a list of resources that are recommended 
by the Committee, from first-time reading of Scottish Rite to more advanced resources. The list of 
suggested readings will be on the website in the Fall of 2022. 


The resource list will be expanded to include video files and links to the library resources. 


Ritual Monitor 

For several years, members Ill. Bros. David Hooper, 33°, Michael Millard, 33°, and Brent Julian, 33° have 
been building a series of documents with material specific to each of the Perfection degrees, to be used 
to enhance a member's understanding. This work is intended for new members of Scottish Rite. It may 
also provide a deeper understanding for members that are more senior and a more in-depth reflection of 
what each degree lesson is. Each document offers the following sections: 


i. Aseries of questions to be answered through a review of the degree after it has been taken, 
identifying key concepts and philosophies; 
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ii. A self-analysis of portions of each degree — encouraging members to contemplate what they feel are 
their personal understandings; and 

iii. A discussion of the characters in the degrees and their roles in the portrayal through consideration of 
the virtues exhibited in the plays. 


The intention is for individuals to learn more about themselves. Some members may wish to share their 
responses with others in the Valley. These documents could be the basis of a conversation on the 
degree before the next degree is conferred, especially where Valleys only confer the obligatory degrees 
and communicate the others. This will provide the brethren an opportunity to learn more about the 
communicated degrees. 


Once again, through Zoom, an interested member could come together with members in other Valleys 
and form a discussion group. The intention is to spend time to learn more of the degrees, make personal 
analysis, and build a personal portfolio of work. 


During this summer, further work to completion will be being made to prepare them for the website in 
November 2022. 


FUTURE FOCUS 
The Committee continues to be active and engaged in meeting its mandate. As part of its engagement, 
committee members continue to develop our own knowledge: 


e Members will continue to develop papers using the Chat Conversation concept; 
Three members have been permitted to connect with the Hautes Grade Academy from the Northern 
Jurisdiction to audit the three-level study into the degrees; and 

e The Committee is reviewing Power Point presentations on the Southern Jurisdiction Scottish Rite 
degrees developed in Fort Worth, Texas. 


The Committee will review the Northern Jurisdiction’s Pathfinders program for 32° Scottish Rite Masons. 
The program focuses on the entire work of Supreme Council, not just the degree work. The five 
discovery areas are Organization, Self-improvement, Valley Life, Enrichment Programs, and Service and 
Philanthropy. 


The Committee will continue developing a resource list of books worth reading. 


The Committee will review Mackey to determine if excerpts that have relevance to Scottish Rite can be 
placed on the website. 


The Committee is encouraging Valleys to prepare papers on their histories. There are instructions on the 
website to guide writers on what the Committee is looking for in the histories. Importantly, the papers 
should not be more than 1,000 to 1,500 words. Their focus should be how the Valley was formed, the 
key players in its creation, and any unique features in the work of degrees. 


The website continues to be built as further paper are received. However, we have been challenged to 
generate new and relevant content. We need the members of Supreme Council to encourage members 
in the Valley to write new papers for the website. We also need members of Supreme Council to promote 
the website to the principal officers and education officers. 


On behalf of Ill. Bro. Stephen Godfrey, 33°, Chair of the Committee, | thank all Committee members for 
their diligence in the work. | thank our Sovereign Grand Commander, our Lieutenant Grand Commander 
and Grand Secretary-General for their continued support and encouragement during the year. | also wish 
to thank both Ill. Bro. Steven Warren, 33°, for making changes to our website, and to Ms. Leslie Drake for 
her support in sending to all Valleys copies of our Zoom Schedules.

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Allocution of the Sovereign Grand Commander 
148" Annual Session ~ Saskatoon, Saskatchewan 


“The more we are together, the merrier we’ll be” 


Such are the words, often credited to two British songwriters using the pseudonym Irving King in 1926, to 
be the official song of the Ancient Order of Froth Blowers, and more recently found in several 
contemporary children’s songs. But no words could better express the joy and enthusiasm felt by 
Scottish Rite Masons across Canada as we slowly and cautiously return to our in-person activities 
following the seemingly endless period of isolation caused by the devastating Covid-19 pandemic. 


Peers and Brethren: 


In accordance with Article 22(s) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, | am presenting my fourth and final Allocution 
enumerating all rulings made, permissions and dispensations granted, important official acts done during 
the year, and recommending the legislation | may deem necessary or expedient for the continued welfare 
of the Rite. 


INTRODUCTION 


This year we have gathered here in the City of Saskatoon in the Province of Saskatchewan. Of course, 
we must recognize that the history of this location extends back to long before the formation of the 
current city. | therefore begin by acknowledging that the land on which we gather is Treaty 6 territory, the 
traditional territory of Cree Peoples, and the homeland of the Métis Nation. 


In 1882 the Temperance Colonization Society of Toronto, the aim of which group was to escape the 
liquor trade in Toronto and set up a “dry” community in the Prairie region of Canada, was granted 21 
sections of land straddling the South Saskatchewan River. In 1883 a group of settlers led by John 
Neilson Lake arrived and established the first permanent settlement. He named it Saskatoon which is 
derived from the First Nation’s word for the name of a local red berry. Judging by the frequent and 
enjoyable “Tip Your Glass” Zoom calls organized by the Valley of Saskatoon during these past two years 
as we dealt with the suspension of in-person gatherings, the Temperance Colonization Society of 
Toronto appears to have failed in its attempt to establish a “dry” community; however, over time, more 
settlers arrived, sometimes by horse drawn cart and sometimes by train, and in 1906 the City of 
Saskatoon was formed with a population of 4,500. In that same year, the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan 
was established. 


In 1919 Dispensation was given by Sovereign Grand Commander, Benjamin Allen to form a Lodge of 
Perfection in Saskatoon, and this was followed with a Consistory in 1923 and a Chapter of Rose Croix in 
1926. At that time, Special Deputy Alex Sheppard, 330, said this, “Knowing as we do the brethren in 
whose hands the future of the new lodge is, we look forward with confidence to its success”. As we now 
know, those words have proven to be absolutely correct. 


Today we see a city entitled to be proud - the centre of Canada’s greatest wheat growing area, home of 
much of the world’s potash reserves, the seat of the University of Saskatchewan, a major transportation 
hub, the city boasting the second highest percentage of First Nations population among major Canadian 
Cities, and, as well, home to a significant Métis population. 


FULL ANNUAL SESSION 


It was, of course, a major disappointment that, because of the Covid-19 pandemic, we were required to 
cancel the Full Annual Session that had been scheduled for Hamilton, in September, 2020. Since we 
currently are holding Full Annual Sessions only every two years, | am thrilled that this year we finally are 
able to proceed with this Full Annual Session, our first since 2018, and to be here together in this historic, 
picturesque, and important City of Saskatoon - the third time in our history that our Supreme Council 
Session has been hosted here. 
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NECROLOGY 


Again, as in years past, we sadly mourn and remember the collective passing of so many of our 
brethren, friends, and acquaintances who have passed on since our last Session. How sad it is to lose 
such friends but let us reflect on and give thanks that we knew such fine brethren and that our lives truly 
are enriched as a result. 


Actives and Past Actives 


Illustrious Brother Philippe Armand Decelles, 33° 

(1927 — 2021), Valley of Montreal 

Born in the Eastern Township of Quebec, Illustrious Brother Philippe Armand Decelles, 33°, passed 
away in Montreal in his 93% year. After graduating from Sir George Williams University in Montreal he 
began his very successful career in the insurance industry, first as a group representative for the Crown 
Life Insurance Company in Montreal for four years and then establishing his own insurance brokerage 
office, Decelles Boudreau Inc. He also served in senior executive positions for Aetna Life Insurance 
Company. 


Raised a Master Mason in 1953 in Denechau Lodge No. 80, G.R.Q., he went on to serve as the founding 
Master of La Loge Jean T. Desaguliers No. 138 and was a founding member of La Loge Universalis No. 
147. He served the Grand Lodge of Quebec as Grand Director of Ceremonies in 1968 and as Junior 
Grand Warden in 1990. He also created the Westmount Chapter of the Order of DeMolay. 


Joining Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection in 1963, followed by Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of 
Rose Croix, he served as Most Wise Sovereign in that Body in 1979/1980. Illustrious Brother Decelles 
was Coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1981 and he was Crowned as a Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General in 1997. In this capacity he served as Deputy for Quebec from 1997 until 2000 and 
then in 2003 he moved to Past Active status. He was received into the Royal Order of Scotland in 1976. 


Married to Marie Therese Croke of Montreal in 1954, they enjoyed 56 happy years together. Illustrious 
Brother Decelles was a true gentleman-sincere, modest, and friendly. He served his Craft, his Valley, 
and our Supreme Council for many years. We all shall miss him. 


John Ross Matheson Award Recipients 

During the past year we were saddened to learn of the passing of Ill. Bro. Richard M. Stokes, 32°, of the 
Valley of Niagara, who received this award in 2009, and also Ill. Bro. Earl L. Banks, 33°, of the Valley of 
Halifax, who was a recipient in 2010. We will always remember and cherish the contributions made by 
these distinguished brethren. 


Honorary Inspectors-General 

Once again, we reflect on those of our Honorary Inspectors-General who have been called to their 
reward since last we met together. These Scottish Rite Brethren served their respective Valleys across 
Canada with dedication and ability. We shall miss their warm handshake and friendly smiles. Their 
individual names will be spelled out in the printed Proceedings, and a more detailed obituary will be 
published for each Brother. | urge you to read them all and to reflect on the contributions made by these 
brethren and, although their great talents will no longer be available to us, we can and should rejoice in 
the individual monuments of service and dedication that they have left behind for us.

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PAST ACTIVE RANK

Jurisprudence and Legislation Report ~ Part Il 


Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren: 


Pursuant to Article 22 (s) of the Statutes and Regulations, your committee has reviewed the Allocution of 
the Sovereign Grand Commander, to be included in the Proceedings of this Annual Session of Supreme 
Council, and now reports on its contents. 


As is his custom, our Sovereign Grand Commander noted the authority by which he presented his 
Allocution and the items to be addressed according to it. It is very much a “just the facts” approach to his 
duties, however, the fact that his Allocution comprises twenty-two pages points out his dedication in 
discharging them to a characteristic high standard during this last year of his term of office. 


His review of the history of the City of Saskatoon and his acknowledgement of its presence on Treaty 6 
traditional territory of the Cree Peoples and the homeland of the Metis Nation, is both educational and 
respectful. His remarks concerning the establishment of Scottish Rite constituent bodies here 
demonstrates the rich history of our Rite in Saskatoon. All three bodies will have enjoyed significant 
centennial celebrations by the year 2026. It is interesting to note that the Lodge of Perfection was 
established in 1919 during a time of pandemic and its centenary was a prelude to another one. It seems 
fitting that our Sovereign Grand Commander should express his pleasure at the ability to conduct a Full 
Annual Session in Saskatoon. It is evident that pandemics, whenever they occur, have not prevented the 
Scottish Rite from flourishing in this Valley. 


It is inevitable that respected members of our Supreme Council and of other Supreme Councils pass 
during the intervals between our gatherings in Annual Session. Our Sovereign Grand Commander has 
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specifically noted the passing of Illustrious Brother Philippe Armand Decelles, 33°. His remarks describe 
a life of accomplishment by a good man and are instructive to those who did not know him well and 
confirmatory of the opinion of those who did. III. Bro. Whitmore’s admonition to read the names of others 
noted in his Necrology and reflect on the lives those names represent is fundamental to honouring them 
by emulating their examples of lives well—lived. His specific mention of Mrs. Margaret Bryant, Mrs. 
Charlotte Brethour and Mrs. Eileen Warren illustrates his respect for them and Ill. Bro. Ray Bryant, 33°, 
lll. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33° and Ill. Bro. Steve Warren, 33°, valued members of this Supreme Council. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander’s remarks concerning the movement of some Active Members to Past 
Active rank illustrates not only his ability to manage in a pandemic crisis but the dedication of some to 
continue to serve as Active Members for an additional year. We too join in congratulating Ill. Bro. Loren 
W. Kline, 33°, Ill. Bro. William A. Atkinson, 33°, Ill. Bro. Allan J. L. Hadley, 33°, and Ill. Bro. Opkar S. 
Sandhu, 33°, on their excellent contributions to the work of Supreme Council as Active Members. We 
also note the valued contributions of Ill. Bro. James C. Sutherland, 33°, Ill. Bro. James G. Finch, 33°, and 
Ill. Bro. Miles R. Graham, 33°, and applaud the personal manner in which our Sovereign Grand 
Commander has extended his gratitude and best wishes to each of them. 


Your committee recommends to all present the instructive lesson implicit in a review of the Sovereign 
Grand Commander's listing of his dispensations granted and rulings made over the last year. This listing 
illustrates the importance of referencing Articles 22 and 26, while his description of by-law amendment 
approvals underscores the need to be conversant with the Statutes and Regulations in general. 


Ill. Bro. Whitmore’s comments regarding the modified presentations of the John Ross Matheson Awards 
to Ill. Bro. Robert Ough, 33°, and Ill. Bro. R. Neil Matheson, 33°, demonstrates his commitment to treat 
these awards, and their recipients, with the highest respect. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander's reference to the reports detailing progress on the initiatives 
established by our Supreme Council, as well as the exhaustive list of his Official Visits and Attendances, 
are clear evidence of a Supreme Council that continues to function well and a Sovereign Grand 
Commander who seemingly never sleeps. That same list is proof that our constituent bodies and other 
bodies in the constellation of Freemasonry are also active, notwithstanding the best efforts of Covid-19 to 
interfere. The meetings with the Deputies are further examples that the work of the Rite and its 
Sovereign Grand Commander continues, sometimes in modified form but unabated nonetheless. 


We note with gratitude the kind remarks directed to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation leadership 
and to Ill. Bro. Matthew Todd, 33° in his role as National Executive Director of the Learning Centres for 
their continued progress under difficult circumstances. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander’s review of developments concerning the proclamation of new 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, a new officer appointment and the conduct of a special conferral of 
the 33'¢ degree on a class in March 2022 all speak to a desire to fully inform the membership of Supreme 
Council of continuing developments in our Rite and in the manner in which adaptations have been made 
to keep people placed in areas of responsibility. Your committee recognizes the kindness he has shown 
in naming each of the recipients of the 33° degree in March at the Scottish Rite Cathedral in Hamilton. 
For obvious reasons, this conferral was limited in terms of attendance and in the type of personal 
interaction that was possible. His listing of the class and the expression of personal thanks to each of 
them is sure to be appreciated by them and our membership in general. We also need to personally 
congratulate them as opportunities arise. Some of those new Honorary Inspectors-General are with us 
here, to experience all that a Full Annual Session has to offer, including the able manner in which our 
Sovereign Grand Commander presides over it. 


His remarks regarding the Future Initiatives Committee, the Clarion and the Library reveal a man in the 
last year of his four-year term as our Sovereign Grand Commander but who remains keenly interested in 
the future well-being of our Scottish Rite. It also illustrates his gratitude to those who are assuming new 
positions of leadership, those who have served in the past and those who continue to serve with 
distinction. Love of social mirth and a recognition of the work necessary to produce it have prompted his

appreciative remarks concerning the Holiday Cheer video. 


We note that our Sovereign Grand Commander’s concluding remarks are most appropriate in mentioning 
those that have provided invaluable assistance to him during the course of his service in that office, 
whether they be within the Supreme Council Office, other officers, brethren in his home Valley of 
Hamilton, or most importantly, his lady Judi. In reading his words of appreciation for the opportunity of 
serving in the office of Sovereign Grand Commander and for the assistance he has received, one might 
detect a tendency to deflect a spotlight from himself.

His use of technology to boldly go where no Sovereign Grand Commander had gone before has 
established personal connections with so many of the brethren, something that would not have been 
possible in normal times. Necessity is the mother of invention. Illustrious Brother Robert S. Whitmore, 
33°, has either invented or collaborated in the many new ways in which we, as a Rite, operate. He 
mentioned in his Allocution that his attendance at the World Conference in Paraguay, “definitely 
confirmed to me that our Supreme Council indeed is an important part of our world-wide Scottish Rite 
family.”

Such an appropriate thought from the Nobel laureate, Dr. Albert Schweitzer for all those whose time and 
energy is spent helping the Foundation and the programs it supports. This extends to the Directors, 
Officers, Committee Chairman, Executive Director Learning Centres, Learning Centre Directors, 
Learning Centre Tutors and Volunteers, Valley Representatives and the Foundation office staff for all 
their efforts on behalf of the Foundation to help us in our work to Help Solve the Puzzles of the Mind. 


A personal highlight this year was attending the Hamilton Learning Centre’s Ceremony of Dedication and 
to see the first class of children graduate on June 5, 2022. It was so moving to hear the impact the 
Learning Centre has had on the graduates, and also to hear and speak with many of the parents about 
what the program has meant to them and their children. 


lll. Bro. Matthew F. Todd, Executive Director Learning Centres reports on the continued success of the 
Learning Centres with 54 children completing the Orton-Gillingham program across the country. While 
these last couple of years have been very difficult, the Learning Centres have been able to make a 
positive impact in these communities and to the lives of these children. 


This year marks a significant change with Ill. Bro. Todd stepping down as the Executive Director of the 
Learning Centre Program. It is difficult to express in words the time, effort and dedication Ill. Bro. Todd 
has given to the Foundation and in particular to the Learning Centre Program both at the local and 
national level.

Alan J. Stoddart who served on the 
Investment Committee for their service and dedication to the Foundation. In September, 2021 we 
welcomed Ill. Bro. Gary R. Cayen to the Board. We also congratulate Ill. Bro. Richard E. Jones on 
assuming the position of Vice-President of the Foundation. 


Last year, a reimaging of the Foundation website was undertaken. We are indebted to Ill. Bro. Milan 
Cobanov and the design team at Mindpress Inc. for their efforts on this project. We hope that you enjoy 
the new look and feel of the site. 


The Foundation continues to look at ways to make donating easier and this included adding the option to 
donate on-line through the PayPal Giving Fund. More information about this and other means of donating 
are found on page 4 of the Annual Report or through the Foundation website.

The practitioner performs procedures, primarily consisting of making inquiries of 
management and others within the entity, as appropriate, and applying analytical procedures, and evaluates the evidence 
obtained. 


The procedures performed in a review are substantially less in extent than, and vary in nature from, those performed in 
an audit conducted in accordance with Canadian generally accepted auditing standards. Accordingly, we do not express 
an audit opinion on these financial statements. 


Conclusion 

Based on our review, nothing has come to our attention that causes us to believe that the financial statements do not 
present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada as at May 31, 2022, and the results of its operations and its cash flows for the 
year then ended in accordance with Canadian accounting standards for not for profit organizations.

1. Purpose of the organisation 


The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada (the “organization”) is 
a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish Rite Freemasonry across 
Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 


The financial statements are the responsibility of and prepared by management in accordance with Canadian 
accounting standards for not-for-profit organizations. The preparation of financial statements necessarily involves 
the use of estimates based on management's judgment, particularly when transactions affecting the current 
accounting period cannot be finalized with certainty until future periods. 


The significant accounting policies used are as follows: 
Cash and cash equivalents 


Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and other institutions and term deposits 
with maturities of three months or less. 


Inventory 
Inventory is recorded at the lower of cost and net realizable value. Cost is determined using the specific item method. 
Financial instruments 


Initial measurement 

The organization’s financial instruments are measured at fair value when issued or acquired. For financial instruments 
subsequently measured at cost or amortized cost, fair value is adjusted by the amount of the related financing fees and 
transaction costs. Transaction costs and financing fees relating to financial instruments that are measured subsequently 
at fair value are recognized in operations in the year in which they are incurred.

Financial instruments (continued) 


Subsequent measurement 

At each reporting date, the organization measures its financial assets and liabilities at cost or amortized cost (less 
impairment in the case of financial assets), except for equities quoted in an active market, which must be measured at 
fair value. The organization has also irrevocably elected to measure its investments in bonds at fair value. All changes 
in fair value of the organization’s investments in equities quoted in an active market and in bonds are recorded in the 
statement of operations. The financial instruments measured at amortized cost are cash and cash equivalents, accounts 
receivable and accounts payables. 


For financial assets measured at cost or amortized cost, the organization regularly assesses whether there are any 
indications of impairment. If there is an indication of impairment, and the organization determines that there is a 
significant adverse change in the expected timing or amount of future cash flows from the financial asset, it recognizes 
an impairment loss in the statement of operations. Any reversals of previously recognized impairment losses are 
recognized in operations in the year the reversal occurs. 

Capital assets 


Capital asset purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortized on a straight-line basis over the assets’ 
estimated useful lives. 


Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the deferral method of accounting for contributions. 

Restricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the Internally Restricted - Special Candidates’ Fund in the year 
in which the related expenses are incurred. Unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the unrestricted 
fund when received or receivable if the amount to be received can be reasonably estimated and collection is reasonably 


assured. 


Dues and fees revenue is recognized as earned and collection is reasonably assured. Amounts received in advance 
are recorded as deferred revenue. 


Fundraising events revenue is recognized when the event takes place and collection is reasonably assured. 


Net investment income is recognized as it is earned in the statement of operations.

Use of estimates 

Management reviews the carrying amounts of items in the financial statements at each statement of financial 
position date to assess the need for revision or any possibility of impairment. Many items in the preparation of 
these financial statements require management's best estimate. Management determines these estimates based 


on assumptions that reflect the most probable set of economic conditions and planned courses of action. 


These estimates are reviewed periodically and adjustments are made to net income as appropriate in the year they 
become known. 


Items subject to significant management estimates include allowance for doubtful accounts. 


3. Cash and cash equivalents 


Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and brokerage firms.

8. Financial instruments 


The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign exchange rates, equity and 
commodity prices and credit spreads. 


Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The organization is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through non-trading activities. Market 
risk in investment activities is managed by the senior management of the organization and every investment transaction 


is guided by policy and regulatory limitations.

Interest rate risk 


Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because of changes 
in market interest rates. The organization is exposed to interest rate risk with respect to investments in bonds. 


Liquidity risk 


Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization could encounter difficulty in meeting obligations associated with its financial 
liabilities. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a timely manner at a reasonable price. 
The organization is, therefore, exposed to liquidity risk with respect to its accounts payable. Management manages 
liquidity risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily basis. 


9. Related party transactions 


During the year, the organization paid and charged back costs for The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. These 
transactions are in the normal course of business and measured at the exchange amount, which are the actual amounts 
paid. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit organization whose board of directors are members of 
the organization.

10. Impacts of Covid-19 


The outbreak of a novel strain of coronavirus (“Covid-19”) was declared a global pandemic by the World Health 
Organization in March, 2020. Covid-19 has severely impacted many economies around the globe. In many countries, 
including Canada, businesses were forced to cease or limit operations for long periods of time. Measures taken to 
contain the spread of the virus, including travel bans, quarantines, social distancing, and closures of non-essential 
services have triggered significant disruptions to businesses worldwide, resulting in an economic slowdown. Global 
stock markets have also experienced great volatility. Governments and central banks have responded with monetary 
and fiscal interventions to stabilize economic conditions. 


The organization has not identified any events related to the Covid-19 pandemic which occurred during the 
organization’s fiscal year or were determined to be subsequent events, and therefore there has been no impact on the 
financial position and results of operations as of and for the year ended May 31, 2022.

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Report of the Deputy for 
ALBERTA & NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 
(Loren W. Kline) 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 
The following is a report on the state of the Rite in Alberta and NWT. 


Communication 
Due to the pandemic the Valleys of Edmonton, Central Alberta, Calgary, and Lethbridge made excellent 
use of Zoom. The Valley of Medicine Hat chose to close down for the duration. 


Leadership 
The Valleys of Calgary, Edmonton, and Lethbridge have functioning Executive Committees. The 2 


smaller Valleys, Central Alberta and Medicine Hat, do not need such committees; however, the members 
discuss the state of their Valleys on a regular basis. The only Past Active in the province able to assist 
their Valley is Past Deputy Stan Clayton, 33°,of the Valley of Calgary. All 5 Valleys are actively involved 
in succession planning, have HIG nominating committees and have a program of degrees. Officers in 
Edmonton serve 2-year terms; all of the others serve 1-year terms. Ill. Bro. Al Long, 33°, the Active 
Member for Alberta and the NWT is doing a great job. He has been a great help to the Deputy. 


Membership 

It is unfortunate but 4 of the 5 Valleys have decreasing membership numbers. The Valley of Central 
Alberta is very active and has several candidates that will be added to the roles once the pandemic slows 
down and the Valley can get back to normal. 


Fellowship 
Fellowship has been constrained due to the pandemic; however, members from all the Valleys attend 


each other’s Zoom business meetings which has helped members across Alberta get to know each other 
better. The Valleys of Calgary, Central Alberta, and Lethbridge held particularly good Zoom meetings. 
Members from across Canada attend many of these meetings. This certainly enhanced fellowship. 


Unique 
The Valley of Edmonton continues to annually sponsor scholarships to young musicians at the Alberta 
College Conservatory of Music. A total of $5000 is given annually for the scholarships. 


Supporting Craft Lodges 
The Deputy knows of no on-going activities that fall under this category; however, the Deputy has made 


it Known that he will, at the invitation from the Worshipful Master of a Lodge, speak about the A&ASR. 


Financial Health 

The smaller Valleys may be bordering on long term financial problems; however, with declining 
membership, all Valleys could face difficulties in the future. With its move to the Shrine Center, the Valley 
of Edmonton has a much brighter future. With no in-person meetings the Almoner’s funds have been 
constrained. 


Education and Enlightenment 
This might be one bright spot in the otherwise gloomy pandemic situation. The 4 Valleys using Zoom 


have all included some form of education as part of their meetings. The Valley of Calgary has set up a 
special meeting night devoted to education. The members from across Alberta enjoy these sessions. 


Valley Improvement Plan 


The pandemic has delayed some plans. The Valley of Central Alberta is in the process of printing an 
history of the Valley. The Valley of Calgary is instituting a new model for the progression through the 


155 


degrees. They are planning to extend the time to go from the 4° to the, 32°, with an increase in the 
education between the degree conferrals. 


Checklist 
Since no in-person meetings have occurred, there are no checklists to submit. 


News from the Valleys 
The Valley of Edmonton (274 members) recently moved out of Freemasons’ Hall to the Shrine Center. 


This has proven to be a boon to the Valley. The attendance at the meetings has increased and there is 
lots of free parking. The move has also improved the Valley's finances as well. The Valley of Edmonton 
is rebuilding their degree teams and this year conferred the compulsory degrees, but are planning to add 
more next year in keeping with the Valley’s tradition of putting on as many degrees as possible. 


The Valley of Medicine Hat (16 members) has to look to what their future holds. 


The Valley of Lethbridge (37 LOP; 56 Chapter) has started in person meetings. The Valley is 
considering amalgamating its Chinook Chapter of Rose Croix with the Valley of Calgary's Delta Chapter. 
Since many members of the Valley of Lethbridge are also members of Southalta Consistory, this should 
be an easy transition if the Valley decides to amalgamate. 


The Valley of Calgary (145/133/160) had a successful start back to Lodge work in 2022. The Valley 
has held 7 in-person meetings that included the Installation of Officers for the Calgary Lodge of 
Perfection, the Delta Chapter of Rose Croix, and the Southalta Consistory. Several degrees were 
conferred including the Fourth Degree where we Initiated four new candidate, the Fifteenth Degree with 
nine candidates, and the culmination of the Rose Croix Degrees with the Feast of the Paschal Lamb, the 
Extinguishing of the Lights and the Re-Lighting of the Lights Ceremony including the same nine 
candidates receiving their Eighteenth Degree. The Valley continues to provide a Festive Board with 
appropriate toasts at each of its meetings and continues to provide education on its emergent meeting 
nights. 


Deputy Comments 
While the pandemic has curtailed in-person fellowship and degree work, the advent of Zoom has had 


one silver lining in that members of all the Valleys in Alberta are able to attend each other’s meetings and 
have been able to get to know many Brethren from across the province. Also, the regular attendance of 
the Sovereign Grand Commander at these meetings has been very favorably received as the members 
feel that they have had an excellent opportunity to get to know our SGC much better than would occur 
with the usual 1 or 2 day Official Visit format. The members feel closer to the leadership which is very 
positive.

Report of the Deputy for 
BRITISH COLUMBIA & YUKON TERRITORY 
(Douglas G. Easton) 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


| am pleased to submit the report on Scottish Rite Freemasonry in British Columbia and Yukon Territory 
for the year 2021-2022. 


Preface 
The Covid-19 pandemic continued the disruption of in-person meetings of Scottish Rite in British 
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Columbia and Yukon (BC&Y). As of the writing of this report, some valley meetings have taken place 
with appropriate precautions, and some have had to be cancelled because of Covid-19 outbreaks. 
Scottish Rite Valleys are using technologies like Zoom to plan for face-to-face meetings in a post Covid- 
19 environment. While this use of technology continues being used by about half of the valleys the other 
Valleys have chosen to wait until they can meet face-to-face. The zoom calls that have occurred have 
had participation from all BC&Y Valleys, been well attended, and have engaged our participating 
members. It can even be argued that it has brought those of us participating closer together. BC&Y 
Valleys that have used technology will undoubtedly look at how it can play a larger and increasing role in 
the future. 


At the Executive session in September 2021 two changes were made that impact BC&Y. First, Illustrious 
Brother John G. Teleske, 33°, became past active by virtue of age, and Illustrious Brother John L “Jack” 
Barr, 33°, was appointed an active member. Both brethren hail from the Valley of Vancouver where they 
are both known for the hard work for both the Craft and the Rite. 


During 2021 and to date in 2022 | have not been able to undertake any face-to-face official visits to the 
10 Valleys in BC&Y but have attended three virtual official visits that have included members from all 10 
Valleys. My reports below provide my assessment of the health of each of the Valleys and are based on 
telephone calls, emails, Zoom meetings and the assistance of the two active members Illustrious Brother 
John L. “Jack” Barr and Illustrious Brother Karl Springer who have provided sage advice and first-hand 
knowledge. 


My general impression continues to be that the Scottish Rite in BC&Y is financially strong, has an 
engaged membership, but has suffered a larger than usual attrition in membership because of the Covid- 
19 pandemic. There is optimism across the Valleys that brethren will return to Lodge, Chapter, and 
Consistory with the recent BC Chief Health Officer and Grand Lodge of BC&Y announcements allowing 
face-to-face meetings to occur with Covid-19 protocols in place. 


The Reports below follow the report template and Provincial Deputies Checklist. As requested, the 
Checklists are included as an attachment. 


Valley of Campbell River 
Strathcona LOP (48) 
Official Visit: Virtual — May 25" 


Membership 
There is a small membership in this geographically large Valley. It has several craft lodges from which to 


draw members but only one is local to Campbell River — the next closest lodge is one hour away by car. 
The Valley had a class of 2 that were unable to complete in 2019 and are waiting for the re-opening to 
complete the 12" to 14'" degrees. One of the candidates has since withdrawn for personal reasons and 
the other, has moved to Saskatchewan to attend Chiropractic College. Members sense an increase of 
interest in Scottish Rite over other fraternal groups as the lodge has been more active during the 
pandemic using Zoom for education and general socializing. The Executive Committee lead by our 
TPGM, has focused on what we can do online during the pandemic and many members have expressed 
their appreciation. The Executive Committee regularly discusses ideas for post-Covid activities to 
promote membership and renewing face to face social interaction. 


Leadership 
There is now an active Executive Council for the Valley. Much work in planning the Valley program is 


being undertaken by the senior officers of the Valley, with the feedback and assistance of the HIGs. The 
cooperation works well and is effective. The Valley is currently taking the opportunity to explore the future 
and finalize “Next Steps” and is looking forward to returning to the Lodge room and resuming activities. 


Communication 
All notices arrive in a timely fashion via email. The sole member not on the Internet receives all notices 
through Canada Post. The Valley is not considering a website at this time. The Valley is holding informal 
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educational Zoom meetings for all members and inviting members from neighbouring areas as well. 
Additionally, meetings of the Executive Committee are held regularly by Zoom to discuss relevant issues. 
This Valley and Colville LOP in Nanaimo are working together on conferring the degrees of Perfection. 
The relationship is strong and assists each in fellowship, attendance, and interest. 


Education & Enlightenment 

The TPGM offers, at regular intervals, Zoom educational contemplations along with general interest 
discussion which have been received well by the membership. The Valley has benefited having an 
experienced PTPGM as their senior officer this year. 


Being worked on 
Some senior members are looking for younger brethren to take on more work and become more involved 


in Lodge work in general. The roster of senior members continues to grow. 


The general membership continues to be busy in other Masonic bodies and members are constantly 
balancing their workload. Planning for the upcoming year will include acting on the suggestion that there 
be a listing of the work of the obligatory degrees including the number of speaking parts, and the 
brethren able to present each part and fill roles. The aim is to identify and build a group of understudies. 


The warm fellowship present within this Valley is always demonstrated — even on zoom, and this makes 
visitors want to return. 


Valley of Nanaimo 
Colville (74)

Membership 
The membership of Colville LOP continues to be strong and is listed at 74 members as of December 31, 


2021. The Valley lost 5 members from demit or death in 2021. 


The LOP’s membership strategy is to continue to have an information package which includes Scottish 
Rite information and an application form for the Valley of Nanaimo, handed out to all newly Raised 
Master Masons in the Valley’s jurisdiction. The month of September is the target date for all applications 
to be received for balloting that same month. There will be a concerted effort to have the “New” Scottish 
Rite Freemasons take part in degrees, even if it is not a speaking part. The Valley of Nanaimo had no 
candidates in 2021 due to Covid-19 but looks forward to increased membership activity in the fall. 


Leadership 
The Past TPGMs and HIGs continue to play an active role in the Valley. When degrees are conferred 


and event planning is undertaken, they are always requested to attend. Executive Committee meetings 
are now being held to ensure the Valley of Nanaimo remains focused currently and for future years. The 
Valley has a strong succession of Officers planned for the upcoming years. 


Communication 
All communications are sent out via email; when a member does not have an email address, a monthly 
summons and copy of the former month’s minutes are posted to his last known address. 


All communications received by the Grand Secretary that he deems the membership should receive are 
also sent by email. In 2019 a committee was struck to create and publish a “Newsletter” 4 times 
throughout the year. This has continued during Covid-19 along with a contest to keep readers active and 
interested in Scottish Rite. 


Education & Enlightenment 
It will also become practice for the Grand Orator to deliver the Introduction and Summary of each degree 


on the degree night. Education is key to learning and setting up the Valley for a meeting is important. All 
senior officers will learn from a 33° to ensure learning is correctly passed down. 
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Being Worked on 
Planning for the future has become a strong issue within the Valley. A long-term plan was developed — 


and is worked on at each Advisory Meeting. Financially the lodge is strong, the Treasurer and Secretary 
work hand in hand to ensure detailed reports are given to the members. 


Valley of Fraser Valley

Membership 
The class of 2019 completed Perfection degrees, and all have advanced to the Chapter, but the 


pandemic has stalled their progress further. Newer members have shown an interest of Scottish Rite, 
and when meeting with their Craft Lodges, have confirmed their interest. The result has been that further 
proposals for membership to Scottish Rite are coming forward. Planning is underway assuming that 
resumption of face-to-face meeting will start in the fall for both the Lodge of Perfection and Chapter Rose 
Croix. 


Leadership 
Plans for a strong group of Principal Officers have progressed. Succession plans are continuing to be 


made, as it is recognized that for various unanticipated reasons an officer may have to step aside from 
progressing. In such circumstances the membership immediately steps forward to provide support. The 
idea of two-year term has been discussed as a possible way to build stronger teams of officers and to 
give consistency to the work of the Valley. Executive meetings were being held before the official 
meeting of the Valley. Hopefully later this year, the Valley plans to return to the two-meeting format. The 
Advisory Committee of HIGs remains in place. 


Communication

to attend other Valley education video calls. Once the Lodge and Chapter can re-open the lectures and 
degree explanations will resume with the HIG’s playing a prominent role. 


Being worked on 
The Valley is working on re-opening plans and building a set of clear expectations for new members to 


Scottish Rite including what expectations new members should have when joining, and what they should 
expect from the lodge.

Membership 
Despite the pandemic the Valley has remained strong, with only one withdrawal in 2021. 


This year the Valley has cautiously restarted and is working with the Valley of Vernon to complete 
compulsory degrees for candidates. Zoom meetings were limited in the valley but those that occurred 
had good attendance. Plans are underway with the executive committee (Principal Officers) for re- 
opening in 2022 and an in-person official visits is planned for October 2022. 
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Leadership 
This Valley embraced the idea of strong leadership through succession planning. As a result, there is in

The Executive and Executive Council, 
with strong support from the HIG’s and Past Active, developed and undertook a survey for the purpose of 
improving the Scottish Rite experience for all Valley members. Improvements will be strategically 
implemented once Valley activities can resume. 


Communication 

All correspondence to members is electronic. The Grand Secretary manages all correspondence to 
Brethren which includes meetings, education, social events. As the valley re-opens communications to 
the brethren has ramped up to ensure that they are kept well informed. 


Education & Enlightenment 
This year the Valley was unable to continue its “talk of Degree” series because of the pandemic. The 


Valley is truly fortunate to have several members whose background in education makes for quality and 
fascinating presentations at meetings. This Valley also has Initiated an Annual Scholarship Fund of 
$1,000 at the Thompson Rivers University to support any student whose studies are related to “Puzzles 
of the Mind” i.e.: Teaching, Medical Studies, Medical Research Studies etc. 


Being worked on 
Succession planning for present and future leaders is a continued focus along with timely and crisp 
education. Valley re-opening plans are being worked on and invitations to the Deputy. 


Valley of Castlegar / Nelson

Membership 
Membership in the Valley has remained stable during the pandemic. Geography and distance mean that 


finding new members for the Valley is a slow process. Local Craft Lodges have little interest in having 
formal presentations about Scottish Rite at their meetings which means membership discussions occur 
on an individual basis. 


One of the results of the pandemic has been the ability of workers to work from home which has meant 
an increase in younger people in the area. This may prove beneficial to the craft lodges in the area and 
ultimately provide a new membership pool for Scottish Rite. 


Inter Valley cooperation continues with the Vernon Valley which has shown a willingness to organize a 
reunion of Rose Croix when required. This has been beneficial to both Valleys. Both Perfection and 
Rose Croix have retained their 2019 officers. The TPGM and MWS are affiliates from Spokane Valley, 
giving much support to the membership. 


Leadership 
The leadership shown by the affiliated brethren from Washington USA, has been very positive for this 


Valley. With no meetings occurring there has been no special work conducted to develop leadership 
skills, but a small regular band of strong supporters of the Rite is helping keep the Valley buoyant and 
resilient. All who attend regularly are also active in their Craft Lodges. This connection offers the Valley a 
chance to speak to individuals about Scottish Rite. The HIGs of this Valley are hard workers. Some are 
now aging and are not always able to attend. The Officer’s Handbook is passed to all brethren — 
expectations are clearly laid out for new members should they wish to become an officer. The Valley has 
been major contributor to the Learning Centre in Vancouver. 
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Communication 

The Grand Secretary sends notices via email; a group of nine brethren continue to receive their 
communications by mail. The notice gives details of upcoming meeting and events although internal 
emails and phone calls are used extensively to keep the brethren in touch. During the pandemic, when 
both the Lodge and Chapter have been closed, a decision was made not to hold Zoom meetings but to 
remain in contact with brethren via telephone calls and email. 


Education & Enlightenment 
With no meetings over the past year, Education and Enlightenment has been by attending other valley 


zoom meetings. 


Being worked on 
A plan to increase membership is always a priority. Personal conversations with brethren who have 


expressed an interest in joining Scottish Rite are acted on quickly; Scottish Rite pamphlets are handed 
out giving further information on the history and philosophy, the expansion of Masonry, and a chance to 
extend their Masonic journey further. 


Valley of Prince George

Membership 

Membership in the Valley has remained stable during the pandemic. No meetings have been able to 
occur. When the Lodge or Chapter meet, they draw brethren from a large area of the province, some 
travelling between two to four hours to attend, with a similar journey to return home that evening. Such 
commitment must be applauded. Personal connections between brethren are the norm for how this 
Valley achieves applications. Many of the Valley members also strongly supporting Craft Lodge life and 
they typically approach their Lodge brethren and suggest they “consider extending their Masonic journey 
by submitting applications.” 


Leadership 
Installation of Perfection and Rose Croix was able to take place before all Masonic meetings were closed 


in 2020. Succession planning in place now shows which brethren are expected to be in the senior offices 
for the next three to five years. The HIGs are a strong support team for the Valley even though they are 
scattered over a large geographical area. Regular support as best as possible demonstrates their strong 
interest and love of the Rite. The Valley has a robust cohort of brethren who were in office for several 
years. They now help ensure the consistency of programs as well as offering mentorship to new officers. 


Communication 

The Valley continues to use email as their primary method of informing the membership about meetings 
and news. During the pandemic email communication has been buttressed by individual telephone calls. 
The Leadership of the Valley decided not to use Zoom video conference calls but has informed their 
brethren of other Valley’s Zoom calls and their ability to attend. 


Education & Enlightenment 
With no meetings over the past year, Education and Enlightenment is provided by items emailed or sent 


via Canada Post by the Grand Secretary. 


Being worked on 
Plans are underway for re-opening in the fall. There is an established expectation that newer members 


will take on a role in degrees, especially as understudies for major parts, and this will continue. Classes 
of candidates are informed that Scottish Rite is very participatory, and commitment to the Valley is more 
than one might see in other fraternal groups -- there are plenty of roles for brethren to take. The Grand 
Secretary is working to clear up backlog paperwork and is signaling to the Valley that he would like to 
step back from this responsibility. 
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Valley of Prince Rupert

Membership 
Membership numbers have remained stable this year. 


The New Caledonia Chapter of Rose Croix (Prince George) supports this Valley despite being a six-hour 
journey away. It helps the members of this Valley progress through Scottish Rite. Given the low 
membership within the Prince Rupert LOP, conferrals of Perfection Degrees are challenging and there 
may be a need for a new model such as a reunion or a Club. The Prince George Valley will continue to 
support the Prince Rupert Valley through reunions for the Rose Croix. 


For 19" through 32"¢ degree completion, Prince Rupert and Prince George members must travel to 
Vancouver which is a multiple day journey. New opportunities have arisen out of the learning from Covid- 
19. There is an opportunity for Supreme Council to consider a virtual reunion format for these Valleys, 
similar to what is being used in the Northern Jurisdiction. 


Leadership 
Officers are elected for two years. The pool of Past Thrice Puissant Grand Masters is small. Much of the 


work of the Valley is through communications with the Grand Secretary and TPGM. Some meetings of 
senior officers prior to a regular meeting do occur but this is not yet a formalized process. The Valley is 
looking to upgrade its by-laws to reflect what can work best for the Valley including executive meetings 
before business meetings. The small membership means that committees are not used, instead a senior 
or executive officer will take on an additional role. 


Communication 
Email remains the standard process through which members receive notices of meetings. Personal 
contacts are made through email and phone calls. 


Education & Enlightenment 
With the Valley unable to meet this last year no education has occurred. Zoom meetings have not been 


used following membership feedback. 


Being worked on 
Plans for re-opening the valley in the fall of 2022 are underway. The Valley is considering how to space 


meeting to keep the membership engaged.

Membership 

Valley membership has decreased slightly in 2021 because of Covid-19 and no meetings being held in 
2021. With the reopening of the Valley in April and the new move back into the new Vancouver Masonic 
Centre there is renewed optimism for growth. 


The officers in all three bodies have largely remained in place for a second year. On the 30" of March the 
Valley was able to hold an installation of all three bodies which has set the Valley up for the remainder of 
2022. 


Much of the membership success of the Valley is due to the HIGs and Senior Officers of the bodies who 
are working hard to encourage class members and do degree work. New members are encouraged to 
support the bodies by taking parts in the degrees — truly the only way to learn and understand the work of 
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the degree, and to build an immediate connection within the Valley. 


The Consistory of the Valley serves the broader province in two respects. It is the only Consistory that 
confers the degrees as a reunion. This allows brethren from Northern BC to fly in and receive the 
Consistory degrees over a two-day period. The reunion approach also assists other brethren from 
around the province by providing brethren who have been unable to attend conferrals of one or more of 
the obligatory degrees in their Consistory, with an opportunity to achieve those degrees. 


Leadership 
The Principal Officers, the Executive Committee and Advisory Council continued to meet monthly during 


the past year by Zoom conference. Like any Valley, the bodies of Vancouver are dependent on the 
strong support of the HIGs who willingly step in to assist with degree work and planning. The task to 
rebuild degree teams with younger members is ongoing. A Ritual Coordinator is established for all 
degrees. 


Communication 

Most of the members receive their communications by email. Some senior members and those who do 
not now attend, by request receive notice by mail. Some have declined to receive but wish to remain as 
members. All members receive invoices, and the full year calendar of events. A newsletter is distributed 
three times a year. 


Education & Enlightenment 
A series of online educational presentations started in May 2020 and have continued. These events were 


well attended by our membership and visitors from Valleys across Canada. Some members who had not 
attended lodge regularly in years, attended online meetings and expressed their enjoyment of the 
education and the fellowship with their brethren. 


Planned and Underway 
Return to meetings at new VMC occurred in March 2022. The Valley is looking at moving its regular 


meeting night at the new Masonic centre to attract a larger number of brethren to meetings. The return 
to the centre is still a work in progress as the new costume room is not yet fully complete. Once the trail 
of the new meeting night is evaluated by the Executive Committee a decision for a permanent change 
will be incorporated into the Valley by-laws.

Membership 
Membership in the Valley's three bodies decreased by 12 in 2021 which is an accomplishment given the 


Valley could not hold meetings or initiation candidates. The Grand Secretary has several certificates 
waiting to be presented. 


Leadership 
Leadership and planned succession for the officers is good and is supported by the HIG’s. Presiding 


Officers have discussed how returning to regular lodge meetings will take place once it is safe to do so. 


The Valley has an Advisory Committee that normally meets twice a year in March and October. The 
incoming senior officers of all three bodies normally attend a meeting in April, the purpose of which is to 
listen to plans for the coming year as well as review the rosters of officers, - checking for duplications, 
commitment, and interest. A three-year succession plan is normally in place but because of Covid-19 
will have to be reviewed in the fall when face-to-face meetings are set to resume.

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bodies. A high standard is always expected from the members. Many members of the Valley also have a 
high profile in Craft Masonry in the area. Discussions have already begun on post Covid-19 plans. All 
discussions have occurred through email and phone calls. 


Communication 

Communication between the members of the Valley of Vernon is by phone and/or email. Some members 
have taken the opportunity to participate in Zoom meetings organized by other Valleys. An occasional 
newsletter or message has been sent from the TPGM to the brethren of Okanagan Lodge of Perfection. 


Education & Enlightenment 
With the Valley unable to meet this last year no education has occurred. Zoom meetings were not used 


due to membership feedback. The Valley has made use of the Education and Enlightenment information 
created by Supreme Council with links distributed to the membership by email. USB Library Sticks have 
also been purchased from Supreme Council and are mailed to brethren who request a stick. 


Being Worked on 
The Valley has worked on re-opening plans and continues to work closely with the Kamloops Valley on 


the future conferral of degrees.

Membership 

Valley membership has declined over the last year as no new members have been Initiated due to 
Covid-19 and several senior members have passed to the Grand Lodge Above. The Valley (LOP) is 
fortunate that it has nine lodges from which to draw potential members. Each of the nine craft lodges has 
a large number of Scottish Rite members who play major roles in those lodges as officers and mentors. It 
is through these connections that membership proposals come forward. The process for receiving 
proposals has been improved to ensure that plenty of time is available for the interviews in readiness for 
balloting. 


Leadership 
The Valley of Victoria has embarked on the creation of an Executive Committee whereby the TPGM,

tracking the progress of the calendar of events and budgetary items. The plan is to have the Committee 
meet twice in the calendar year in August and January.

Communication

small number (27) of the brethren. The Valley does not have a website although brethren have been 
made aware of Supreme Council’s web page. Informal Zoom meetings have been held over the past 
year and participation has been good 
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Education & Enlightenment 
When meeting the Valley utilizes both the Summons/Notice and the Supreme Council's playbills to 


provide an overview of the relevant degree. 


Being worked on 
The Valley’s new Treasurer has developed spreadsheets providing up to the day financial information. 


This system has greatly enhanced our ability to forecast budgeted items for the remainder of the year. 


A new set of By-laws has been assembled and has been submitted to Supreme Council for approval. 
Once approved the By-laws will be distributed to the membership.

| respectfully submit this, my report as the Deputy for Manitoba and Nunavut Territory, on the Valley of 
Brandon and the Valley of Winnipeg for 2021-2022. 


In accordance with orders issued by the Manitoba Government in response to Covid-19, the Grand 
Master limited Masonic activities in the jurisdiction. Informal gatherings and some business meetings 
were permitted beginning in the Fall of 2021. Tyled meetings were allowed effective January 1, 2022. 


Consequently, the officers of both valleys continued in positions throughout the year. A successful 
installation of the new officers of all three bodies in the Valley of Winnipeg took place in May 2022, 
coinciding with the official visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 


The jurisdiction of Manitoba and Nunavut Territory was fortunate that it did not lose any Honorary 
Inspectors-General this year. We continue to mourn the passing of other members of the jurisdiction 
throughout the year. 


Valley of Brandon 

The Valley of Brandon conducted periodic Zoom meetings in the first half of the year. The Valley 
returned to tyled, in-person meetings beginning in February 2022. No degrees were conducted. An in- 
person Maundy Thursday ceremony was scheduled, but was cancelled due to a blizzard. 


Membership 
The Valley of Brandon did not initiate any new members in 2021. The number of members paying dues 


in 2021 declined from 28 to 21. 


Communication

It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish rite Freemasonry in the Valleys of 
Fredericton, Moncton and Saint John. 


Valley of Fredericton 


Membership 

The current membership numbers as of December 31, 2021 are: 
Maxwell Lodge of Perfection - 56 

King Solomon Chapter of Rose Croix - 53 


The Year-end results for 2021 reflected a reduction of 9 in the Lodge of Perfection and 6 in the Chapter of 
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Rose Croix. Maxwell Lodge of Perfection membership activity in 2021 consisted of 2 deaths, 2 withdrawals 
and 5 suspensions. King Solomon Chapter Rose Croix membership activity consisted of 2 deaths and 3 
suspensions. 


Due to the restrictions in place under Covid-19, Maxwell Lodge of Perfection and King Solomon Chapter 
of Rose Croix were only able to hold one meeting in the November time frame. 


Communication 

Regular summons of meetings and events are communicated by email and postal service. The lodge 
notices are the principal means of communication but the use of the telephone, text messaging and 
correspondence sharing at the meetings when possible were also being utilized. Virtual calls have also 
been held with the membership on a few occasions as another means of maintaining contact while the 
restrictions were in place. The Grand Secretary/Registrar also maintained contact with periodic updates to 
the membership and was appreciative of the ongoing communication from the Supreme Council office and 
from the Sovereign Grand Commander during the year in keeping the membership informed. 


Leadership 

The Degree directors and the H.I.G.’s normally assist in conducting training sessions, practices, etc. to 
assist in the ritual and floor work associated with the opening, closing and in the presentation of the 
degrees. The Advisory Committee consisting of the senior officers and the HIG’s provide suggestions, 
guidance and support within the valley. The loss of a few experienced members is creating challenges for 
the remaining participating members. Some members are stepping up to assist but more are needed for 
the valley to progress. The term of office for the two bodies in the valley is two years. 


Fellowship 
Opportunities for fellowship have continued to be limited due to the inability to hold meetings. In normal 


times a light lunch is provided after the meeting and the members enjoy this time to exchange information, 
ideas, and the opportunity to become better acquainted. Limited contact has been possible with a few 
virtual meetings, phone calls and email contact. Due to the inability of holding SR meetings the TPGM, 
MWS and the GSec from the Valley of Fredericton met with Ill. Bro. Blaine Brooks and presented him with 
a Certificate and pin in recognition of his status as a Fellow of the Scottish Rite Charitable foundation of 
Canada. His financial support allows the Foundation to further their work and purpose in searching for 
causes and cures for puzzles of the mind such as Alzheimer disease. 


Financial Health 

The Valley is currently in good financial condition with funds available in investments. Thanks to the due 
diligence of the Grand Treasurer and the Finance committee in managing this important and critical 
function for the valley. 


General Comments 

Fredericton has a small core of members who are actively involved in Scottish rite. On a positive note the 
restrictions that were in place during the past two years are easing which allowed for the recent participation 
in the Easter Ceremonies, and to begin plans for upcoming meetings and Degree activities. With an aging 
membership and with minimal growth the valley needs to engage more of their members to attend 
participate and become more involved in its activities. With activity increasing in the craft lodges and in 
Scottish rite opportunities may exist to reach out to the Craft lodge members to share the benefits and 
opportunities available to their members in Scottish rite. Utilization of the valley improvement plan may be 
a beneficial tool to engage and assist the membership in developing plans for membership recruitment, 
active participation and interesting programs. 


Valley of Moncton 

Membership 

The current membership as of December 31, 2021 is: 
Moncton Lodge of Perfection - 95 

Britton Chapter Rose Croix - 80 
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Membership in both the Lodge of Perfection and the Chapter of Rose Croix experienced a reduction of 18 
and 17 members respectively in 2021. The Lodge of Perfection reduction was due to 4 deaths, 9 
withdrawals and 5 suspensions. The Chapter of Rose Croix reduction was due to 4 deaths, 10 withdrawals 
and 3 suspensions. Each body increased their membership by 5 through restoration. Due to necessary 
restrictions during the pandemic no additions by initiation were possible. Candidates for membership by 
initiation to both bodies are in waiting and plans for meetings and associated degree work will take place 
as the year progresses. A committee was formed to assist the Grand Secretary/Registrar in contacting the 
members in the valley with a focus on contacting, validating and updating membership information. This 
increased interaction with the members had a positive result with a significant improvement both in 
membership status and in the financials. Thanks to the Grand Secretary/Registrar and his committee for 
the great results. . Factors which have been the primary contributors to the reduction in membership have 
been age and health as indicated in the death and withdrawal categories. 


Communication 

Communication with the members is achieved through the distribution of notices, brochures, and 
associated information by email and Canada Post. Individual contact by phone and email has been 
beneficial in maintaining contact with the valley membership during the restrictions experienced during the 
past year. The majority of the membership continues to receive their correspondence by email. Virtual 
meetings have been limited but correspondence has been shared with the members through the Grand 
Secretary/Registrar including frequent messages/updates from the Sovereign Grand Commander, and the 
Supreme Council Office which was appreciated by the members. 


Leadership 
Training sessions are normally held to assist the officers and cast members in the ritual and floor work 


associated with the opening, closing and portrayal of the degrees. A Valley Advisory committee consisting 
of the senior officers of the lodge, chapter, and the HIG’s meet on occasion to provide guidance, 
suggestions and recommendations. A committee had been formed to review the valley bylaws utilizing the 
template from Supreme Council. This work will be continuing in 2022 with the expectation that 
recommendations will be shared with the membership for updating the bylaws once meetings of the Lodge 
and Chapter can safely take place. 


Fellowship 
As there was only one meeting held by each body in November there was limited occasion to interact with 


the brethren in the social hall with a light lunch, fellowship and conversation. The Masonic club continued 
to operate when health protocols permit for members of the Masonic fraternity and associated concordant 
bodies to gather on Friday evenings and for other special events but attendance was somewhat restricted. 


Special Events 
One of the major fundraising activities where Scottish rite members have assisted the DeMolay youth 


group which was cancelled in 2021 will take place in 2022, the Atlantic Nationals Car show in July. The 
valley plans to continue its participation in the Tri-Valley reunions assisting in the portrayal of degrees as 
required and when permitted. The Lodge of Perfection proposes to continue with their practice of holding 
one of their meetings in the Miramichi as conditions permit. 


Craft Lodge Liaison 
The Craft lodges and Scottish rite members are assisting with the Learning Centre. The promotion and 


conduct of the Master Mason nights has been another opportunity in keeping an awareness of the Scottish 
rite within the craft lodges in the area as well as a positive step in recruitment. 


Financial Health 

The Lodge is in a healthy position financially with its dues structure and investment account which is much 
better than the chapter. A motion to increase the membership annual dues in the Chapter by $20.00 was 
approved for 2022 to allow it to continue to meet its financial obligations. 


General Comments 
The valley is actively represented by a group of dedicated members but the effects of age and health is 
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having a negative impact. Recruitment activities with Master Mason nights and contacts with new members 
in the blue lodges have been positive in previous years. Although membership numbers are good the level 
of attendance and participation by the members is becoming a concern. Continued action and participation 
with the Valley Improvement action plans are seen as beneficial. There are candidates in waiting for 
membership by initiation which is viewed as a positive indicator as we continue to work toward reopening 
activities in 2022 with the assistance and participation of the brethren. The term of office for each body is 
two years.

Numbers submitted to SCO as of December 31, 2021, show a net decrease of 5 members in LOP and 6

Their annual 
George Morris Night, which is an informal kick-off to the second half of the Masonic year was not held 
due to Covid-19 and was the first time in well over 40 years that this evening was cancelled. . Not only 
Master Masons are invited, but also men who are not yet Masons with a presentation on Masonry for 
non-members and Scottish Rite for those who are Craft Lodge members. They are confident the way 
things are going that they will be able to hold this event again in September 2022 as the situation seems 
to be slightly improving. 


Communication 

Normally their meeting notices are sent out via post to those members who have not signed up for 
electronic version. They have had a push since January 2016, using a variation of the Consistory letter 
which proved most successful in getting transfers to on line notice delivery. They have reduced on land 
mail delivery to 15 notices going out. Notices regarding events (deaths etc) are normally sent out as 
necessary via email. This was skipped this year as their last meeting was the first Tuesday in March 
2020. They have maintained periodic email contact since then but not on a structured regular basis. 


Leadership 
There is a Valley Executive Committee in place that meets twice a year (May and October) that oversees 


the Valley and makes sure that planning is on schedule for upcoming large events, like reunions. Officers 
have a 1 year term, while Executive Committee Chair is in for 2 years and the Executive Secretary for 5 
years, for continuity. The officer line-up is one of the areas that the Executive Committee makes sure that 
things are on track.

There is soon to be in place a new director responsible for the ritual of the 
14" and another for the 18" as one is retiring from active positions. And the other has passed. That is 
the part of the degree that the current officers are expected to portray.

They are actively looking to recruit a new degree 
director and assistant degree director for the 7", 9", 11" and 13" degree as well. They have revised 
their degree schedule to allow more flexibility to portray the degrees by adding a couple of dates in the 
fall but that allowed us to do away with the Saturday portion of the fall reunion. The Saturday portion was 
not necessarily well attended but by doing away with the Saturday and adding a couple of Tuesday 
meetings their attendance for these degrees has gone up. They also are looking at other possible 
options by joining forces with other valleys to portray degrees collectively. This option is in the most 
preliminary stages. 


In May with other local valleys there is usually an Inter Valley Dinner with Windsor and Chatham Valleys 
alternately hosting, and invitations sent to London and Sarnia Valleys as well. This event was cancelled 
for 2020 and 2021. It will however be back in May 2022. 


Uniqueness of Valley 
Probably the unique thing that happens down in this end of the province is the very special feelings and 


affinity the valleys of Windsor and Chatham have for each other. We install each other’s Rose Croix 
Officers each year; we share an Inter Valley Night; the 33S of each Valley visit back and forth with a 
steak bbq in August in Windsor and a pre-Christmas dinner in Chatham Valley. These gatherings have 
been cancelled for 2020 and 2021 but are back for 2022. 


We have had occasions where we have degree work for a candidate of either Valley finish his work 
either in Lodge of Perfection or Rose Croix where his schedule fit the opposite Valley but not his own. 


Valley connecting/supporting the Craft Lodge 
A member of SR has been identified to be their representative, one for each area - covering all the 


lodges. This rep is there to offer assistance to SR members in the lodge, or to answer questions from 
others about SR. There is currently a plan to carry out an education process in all the lodges of the area 
regarding SR and what it has to offer. This was done about 5 years ago, and it is felt that it is time to go 
out again. Planning for this effort is underway at this time. 


Financial Health 

They are financially viable for the foreseeable future while they attempt to exercise financial restraint. 
They did approve a small dues increasing for both bodies in 2016. The increase caused no demits of 
members. However their cost per member has increased once they get back to meetings as they have 
lost members to the GLA and have been unable to replace them with new applicants of which they have 
4 or 5 depending on the body. Their financial prospects are improving as they are now receiving 
outstanding dues from the period of closure from their members. 


5 year plan and progress 
Their 5 year plan has been put on hiatus until they can once again meet. Covid-19 has brought 


uncertainty to them as we know not when we will meet again. Once they get to that point, they will take 
the necessary steps to bring in new members, reorganize their 5 year plan, revisit their financial 
obligations and make the adjustments required to continue on in the long term. 


The Valley of Chatham has elected and installed officers in both the Lodge of Perfection and the Chapter 
of Rose Croix, had Easter ceremonies and by June will have a 14 degree brother as well as one who so 
far will have his 5" degree and will get the rest next spring. They had 3 who were not able to start this 
year but will be starting in the spring of 2023 plus any other candidates they generate. 


Due to Covid-19 restrictions it was the first time in over 20 plus years that the Valley of Windsor did not 
install the Officers of the Chapter of Rose Croix. 


The Valley of Chatham, although they have lost 5 HIG’s during the Covid-19 pandemic, are in good 
hands with the devoted members they have. They took the bull by the horns and dove back into Scottish 
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Rite Freemasonry with both feet and have benefitted by their enthusiastic approach to re-opening.

Membership 
Was reduced by 36 members due to Covid-19 and old age.

Leadership 
The TPGM and his executive carry out the lodge business with the backbone support of the 33° 


members. 


Education and Enlightenment 
Cancelled due to 2 years of Covid-19. 


Valley Fellowship 
Cancelled due to 2 years of Covid-19. 


Uniqueness of Valley 
The Valley members travel to London to get their 14" -18'" degrees and to Hamilton Consistory to 


receive their 32"? degree. 
The Valley of Chatham portrays the 5" degree at their reunion. 


Financial Health 
The Rite Club assists them with a $3,500.00 donation every year. This enables them to pay for their 
expenses without cutting into their Capital. 


They have a stable Capital Fund that is there for emergencies. 


The Scottish Rite Club matched the Deputy Bursary Program of $1,000.00 thus they continued to donate 
their yearly bursary to 2 students recommended by the Lambton Kent District School Board. 


5 Year Plan and Progress 
The Valley relies heavily on their Scottish Rite Club to offset the cost of operating the LOP and charitable 


donations. They started on their 5-year plan 4 years ago but due to the 2 years of Covid-19 will have to 
restart and upgrade their plan.

Communication 
The Valley of Thunder Bay has not officially resumed regular meetings since the initial shut down by 
Supreme Council and the Province. 


Leadership 
They have an active leadership team made up of all interested 33° in the valley. This team has met each 


month since November 2021 in order to stay prepared to resume full activities once the threat of Covid- 
19 has been reduced to an acceptable level. 


An informal general meeting of the Lodge of Perfection, Chapter of Rose Croix and the Consistory will be 
held on June 02, 2022, to prepare for the resumption of full activities in September 2022. 

There will be a presentation to the membership on the impact of the Covid-19 hiatus on membership 
numbers, developing issues, possible changes to how they conduct business going forward to address 
the looming issues of membership decline, and general interest levels. 


This presentation will purpose a project, led by the HIG’s, that needs to be staffed by member volunteers 
to review and revise a number of critical components of their current procedures to build a more 
interesting, progressive and sustainable Scottish Rite presence going forward. 


This includes: 
a) Promoting a culture of excellence in ritual work 
b) Reviewing current Finance management strategies — annual planning activities, dues revenue, 
expenses and investments 
c) Promoting membership recruits, retention, interest level, etc. 
d) Reviewing the social, family and community components of the Lodges 
) Reviewing internal and external communications 
f) Rethinking all aspects of reunions, degrees 
g) Special projects 
h) Record management 


There is a growing concern that the current trends in all the above are showing a declining picture that 
needs to be reversed quickly. They will be developing a strategy to address the immediate issues of 
elections, reunions, initiation applications and other general business that has been on hold for over 2 
years. 


Uniqueness of Valley 
Their uniqueness is the large catchment area for valley membership. While this involves increased travel 


for members, it also serves as a glue to keep scattered northern communities together for support and 
social activities. 


Having all three Scottish Rite bodies in Thunder Bay has allowed them to support adjacent Valleys to 
progress their members thru to the 32" degree. They have members from the Valley of Winnipeg and 
the Valley of Sault Ste. Marie receiving their 32" degree. This is true northern hospitality at its finest. 


Financial Health 
They are financially stable but are looking at increasing dues and initiation fees to cover rising costs. 
Their dues and investment income are greater than their expenses. Short term future looks good. 
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General

restricted my visits to the Valley.

The Valley Trustees have 
review of the financial policy and goals of the Valley which are communicated to the investment 
advisor/manager at biannual meetings. Monitoring of the investments is on a regular basis. 


The Valley has established and is tracking an informal budget for this year. 


The Valley uses a CPA, CA firm for annual audit purposes. Due to some great investments by previous 
members, the valley is in a strong financial position. 


5 Year Plan and Progress 

The 5-year plan that was established in 2018 keeps changing with new ideas each year and has no 
continuity. The Valley is in the process of establishing a permanent committee to review the plan and 
follow it through for 3 years to see where they are at. Membership needs to be kept more informed. 


The Valley is in the process of establishing an Officers Manual that will outline the duties and 
expectations of an Officer. 


General 

The valley matched the Deputy Bursary money from the SRCF of $1,000.00 and distributed the money to 
4 worthy charities in Essex County. With approximately 50% of the membership over the age of 75 and 
with a very small number of applicants, it is expected that the valley will be much smaller and will have 
difficulties keeping up the quality of degree work that is currently attained.

Valley of Barrie 

My Official Visit to the Valley of Barrie took place via Zoom on May 18, 2022. This was also the Official 
Visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander. In addition to the Leadership Team, a number of Valley 
Members and Guests were also in attendance. The meeting was most ably chaired and moderated by 
Grand Standard Bearer and Special Assistant to the Deputy, John Harrison. A moment of silence was 
observed for Valley HIG. Lewis Robertson who passed away last week. 


As per the Report template and Provincial Deputies Checklist, the following is a summary of my meeting 
with the Valley Leadership Team. 


Membership 
Membership numbers in the Valley are: Lodge of Perfection (1098); Rose Croix (1023); and Consistory 
(1220). This is a further decline from the previous year due to the pandemic and lock down. 


The Grand Secretary, Ill. Bro. Jim Anderson, reported that there are currently 85 missing members. A 
spreadsheet was also presented showing membership numbers for the past 5 years. This showed a 
decline of 195 members in the Lodge of Perfection, -185 in the Chapter of Rose Croix, and -199 in the 
Consistory from 2017 to the present. With an expected return to regular meetings this fall, the Valley is 
taking active measures to stop this trend. 


Communications 

This Valley makes use of various forms of communication. In addition to the Notice, a Valley newsletter 
is published twice a year; the Valley operates a very informative website; there is a Valley facebook 
page; the Valley monthly Zoom Educational Meetings have been very well received; updates are sent to 
members both via email and by regular mail; a committee maintains regular contact with the widows of 
our passed HIGs; and the Active members provide periodic reports on Valley activities. 


The Valley also hosted a Maundy Thursday Zoom event which was a huge success. Chair John Imrie 
and his team developed a program which captured the dignity and solemnity of the occasion in a visually 
stunning presentation. 


At the present time 704 members receive Notices and Correspondence electronically. 


Leadership 
The Valley has a strong core of very dedicated leaders and officers. The Trustees provide much of the 


direction and planning of special events and programs, and there is considerable support from the Valley 
HIGs. The various Valley Initiatives were reviewed. 


Education & Enlightenment 
Throughout the lockdown the Valley has endeavoured to maintain contact with their members by 


providing them educational material on a monthly basis. In particular, the monthly Zoom Meetings have 
provided those in attendance with education on a wide variety of topics. 


Fellowship 
As the Valley moves towards a return to normal activities, a Gala BBQ is being planned in August to 


welcome the membership back. In addition, the annual fundraising golf tournament for the Learning 
Centre is scheduled for August as well. 


Uniqueness 
While there are many initiatives and programs which are unique to the Valley, of special note this year 
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was the Virtual Maundy Thursday Service and a planned Degree Directors Workshop. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 

Again, due to the pandemic there have been no opportunities to reach out to Craft Lodges. Witha 
potential resurgence of interest in Freemasonry following reopening, the Membership Marketing Team is 
preparing to launch a campaign to promote Scottish Rite throughout the jurisdiction. 


Financial Health 

As acommuted dues Valley with no income during the pandemic, they actually had a positive financial 
return of approximately $18,000 due to their investments. 

The Valley also plans to implement changes to their By-Laws which will give candidates the option of life 
membership or annual dues membership. This will eventually provide the Valley with another revenue 
stream. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
Valley Secretary Jim Anderson created and maintains a detailed list of all Valley initiatives and programs 


in the form of an Action Register. This listing illustrates just how active this Valley is. 


Deputy Checklist 
Ill. Bro. Harrison noted that the Valley has checked off ‘yes’ to everything on the Deputy Checklist. 


Comments and Observations 
The Valley participated in the SRCF Provincial Deputies Charitable Donation, with a matching cheque 
from the Almoner’s Fund. 


While the Learning Centre has been back in operation for some time now, the need is always there for 
additional tutors and volunteers. 


The remainder of the agenda related to the Official Visit of our SGC, Ill. Bro. Robert S. Whitmore. A 
Toast to Supreme Council was proposed by Ill. Bro. Roger Lippert. The SGC thanked Ill. Bro. Lippert, 
and then congratulated the Valley and presented an overview of their many initiatives. In particular the 
SGC commented on the success of the Valley Zoom meetings. He also congratulated the newly 
Coroneted HIGs who received the 33 Degree in March after a lengthy delay, and also those candidates 
who will receive the degree in Saskatoon in September. 


The SGC also spoke of the recently formed ad hoc committee of Future Initiatives. This committee will 
be examining ways of incorporating the lessons learned during the pandemic, and the technologies 
available to us, with the long and rich history of our degrees and reunions. 

In summary, the Valley enjoys strong leadership from the HIGs and Officers, as well as a very active 
membership base. In particular | would thank Valley Secretary Jim Anderson and Valley Treasurer Sid 
Woods, along with the Trustees, for managing the affairs of the Valley during these unusual times. My 
sincere appreciation and thanks also goes to Grand Standard Bearer John Harrison, who is also Special 
Assistant to this Deputy. 


Valley of Guelph 

My meeting with the Leadership Team of the Valley of Guelph took place via Zoom on April 26, 2022. 
Participating in the call were: Grand Master of Ceremonies Jeff Dickson; Grand Standard Bearer John 
Harrison; Administrative Council Chair Doug West; Administrative Council Vice-Chair Kyle Gibson; Valley 
Secretary John Jeffrey; TPGM Earl Schneider; MWS Barry Snider; and Valley Member Gary Stewart. 


As per the Report template and Provincial Deputies Checklist, here is a summary of that meeting. 


Membership 

Due to a number of deaths, suspensions, and demits, the membership totals are 289 in the Lodge of 
Perfection and 273 in the Chapter of Rose Croix. There were a number of potential candidates prior to 
the pandemic who will be contacted in the coming months. In addition, there is one Application for 
Affiliation. 
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Communications 

The Valley Secretary has done a good job of communicating with the membership both electronically and 
by phone. In addition, the Valley hosted several Zoom calls which were well received. Approximately 
200 members receive Notices and correspondence electronically. 


Leadership 

The Valley has an Administrative Council which is responsible for the planning of Valley activities and 
initiatives. This Council consists of a Chair and Vice-Chair along with the Presiding Officers, the Active 
Member, the Grand Secretary/Registrar, and the Grand Treasurer. This Leadership Team is very 
engaged in attempting to implement various initiatives for the benefit of the Valley. 


The Valley hopes to hold an Installation Ceremony in June with new presiding officers. 


Education & Enlightenment 
Prior to the pandemic the Valley had started using Playbills for their Degrees as well as Pre and Post 


Degree Explanations. 
The Valley is also planning to obtain a pop up banner for use at special events. 


Fellowship 

Valley fellowship activities have obviously been non-existent due to the current situation, but the regular 
events are still planned for future years: a summer BBQ; social time following all of their meetings; and a 
33" Ladies night each year. All of these events are well received. 


Uniqueness 
These events also add to the uniqueness of the Valley of Guelph. The extremely large geographic area 


of the Valley is also unique, and does present some challenges due to distance. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 
The Valley traditionally does not utilize Craft Lodge Degree Teams or Master Masons events. The 


importance of raising awareness about Scottish Rite in Craft Lodges was discussed, as was the 
Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry power point presentation. 


Financial Health 
The Valley remains in a stable financial situation at the current time. There are some arrears of dues 
which the Grand Secretary is addressing. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
Once again we discussed the benefits of a formal 5-year plan with defined goals. However it must be 


noted that the efforts of the Administrative Council at improvements to the Valley operation have been 
very successful. 


Deputy Checklist 
We discussed some of the tools listed on the Deputy Checklist which might benefit the Valley. These 


included the Valley pop up banner; the Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry power point presentation; 
Master Masons events; Craft Lodge Degree Teams; a Valley Improvement Plan; and utilizing the music 
for the degrees available on the website of Supreme Council. 


Comments and Observations 
The Administrative Council plans to focus on Officer Progression and the Degrees themselves initially. 
The importance of attracting new members and getting our existing members back was also discussed. 


One suggestion was made to consider adding to the committee so that things like Master Masons Nights, 
the Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry, and perhaps an Officers Committee can be implemented. 


The Valley participated in the SRCF Provincial Deputies Charitable Donation, and added to the donation 
from Valley funds. 


In summary, there is a strong core of dedicated leaders in the Valley of Guelph who are working hard for 
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their membership. They are looking forward to a return to in person meetings, and in fact held in person 
Easter Services in April. Although the attendance was less than normal, the Valley felt it was a good 
start. 


The presence and leadership of Active Member Jeff Dickson certainly assists with all aspects of the 
Valley, and my thanks and appreciation goes to him and the entire Administrative Council for their efforts 
on behalf of their membership. Valley Secretary John Jeffrey and Valley Treasurer Alan Simpson, in 
conjunction with the Administrative Council, have done a fine job of managing the affairs of the Valley 
during the lockdown. 


In conclusion, it was most enjoyable to connect with the Leadership Team via Zoom. While not the same 
as a face to face meeting, it was certainly nice to at least see those participating. 


Valley of North Bay 

My Official Visit to the Valley of North Bay was held via zoom on May 7, 2022. This was also the Official 
Visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander. Several Officers and Valley members, along with the 
Leadership Team were in attendance. In addition to the SGC and Deputy, the LGC and Grand Standard 
Bearer were also in attendance. As per the Report template and Provincial Deputies Checklist, here is a 
summary of that meeting. 


Membership 
As with every Valley in Canada there has been a decline in membership numbers due to the lock down. 


Membership saw a decline from 465 to 422 in the Lodge of Perfection, and from 605 to 558 in the 
Chapter of Rose Croix. Discussions took place on re-engaging the current membership and the 
necessity to attract new members. 


Communications 

The Valley Secretary/Registrar has done a good job in keeping the membership engaged and up to date 
on correspondence and material from Supreme Council. Approximately 50% of the members receive 
these things electronically. 


Leadership 
The Executive Team of the Valley oversee most of the operations in North Bay. This leadership team is 


active and engaged in Valley activities. 


The Valley has a new Almoner in the person of Ill. Bro. Burton Parks, 33°. In addition, discussions are 
taking place to name a Reunion Coordinator once they return to in person meetings. 


The officers of the Valley will remain in place until regular meetings recommence. 
Education & Enlightenment 


The educational tools made available by Supreme Council are well utilized in the Valley of North Bay 
during normal operations. Again, the benefits of sending out educational material on a periodic basis to 
better engage the membership was presented as a suggestion. 


Fellowship 

While all fellowship activities have of course been suspended, much of those activities would normally 
revolve around the local 183 Club. In normal times this club is both unique and very active, with most of 
the Valley membership participating. 


Uniqueness 
The Valley employs a ‘Volunteer Dues’ program whereby Life Members are invited to submit the 


equivalent of annual dues on a strictly volunteer basis. This novel idea has created an additional 
revenue stream for the Valley. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 
The Valley enjoys a very good relationship with Craft Lodges in their jurisdiction, and would normally 
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make full use of Master Masons Nights, Craft Lodge Degree Teams, and the Welcome to Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry presentation. 


It is sad to note that due to the lockdown the Valley was unable to send a Craft Lodge Degree Team to 
Powassan for the past two years, ending a streak of 77 consecutive years. 


Financial Health 

This is an area of grave concern for the Valley of North Bay. The Grand Treasurer provided an update 
showing an annual deficit, which if not corrected will put the Valley in a tenuous position financially. 
Complicating things further was a flood this past winter which severally damaged the Lodge Room and 
the entire building. While those repairs are completed, additional repairs to the roof and exterior are 
required. The Temple Board is currently forecasting a shortfall of $50,000. Coupled with the challenges 
facing the Valley itself, this is a situation which | will be closely monitoring. Thankfully, some other 
Valleys and individuals have provided some financial assistance. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
The Valley had planned to update their Valley Improvement Plan, but no action was taken due to the lock 


down. This is something the Leadership Team intends to address. 


Deputy Checklist 
The Provincial Deputies Checklist showed no changes from the previous year. 


Comments and Observations 
Once again this year the Valley participated in the SRCF Provincial Deputies Charitable Donation, 
splitting the donation between One Kids Place and a student at the Laurentian Learning Centre. 


The pandemic has also put on hold an updated Valley History. Ill. Bro. Rene Carlson is undertaking this 
initiative. 
This Valley enjoys a very strong leadership team, which of course includes the LGC. While the financial 


challenges the Valley is facing are serious, the Leadership Team will be working diligently to address the 
situation. 


The remainder of the agenda related to the Official Visit of our SGC, III. Bro. Robert S. Whitmore. A 
Toast to Supreme Council was presented by Ill. Bro. Larry Paguandas. The SGC thanked Ill. Bro. 
Paguandas, and then presented a very inspiring address on the events of the past two years and what 
we may expect moving forward. The meeting ended with comments from Deputy Brethour, LGC 
Bennett, and SGC Whitmore. 


In summary, | would like to thank Valley Secretary Michael Millard and Valley Treasurer Jake Lacourse 
for their efforts during these unusual times. And, of course, the LGC is always there to assist both the 
Valley and the Deputy. While it remains unfortunate that this meeting had to be conducted virtually, it is 
always a pleasure to get together with the members of North Bay. Hopefully this will be the last virtual 
meeting we need to host. 


Valley of Sault Ste. Marie 

My meeting with the Leadership Team of the Valley of Sault Ste. Marie coincided with the first ever 
Virtual Official Visit by a SGC. This took place via Zoom on March 5, 2022 with TPGM Pat Gillespie; 
Grand Secretary Bruce Pearce; and Valley Leadership Team members Larry Weeks, David Jones and 
Kent Weber. In addition to the SGC and Deputy, there were several Officers of Supreme Council in 
attendance. 


As per the Report template and Provincial Deputies Checklist, the following is a summary of this meeting. 


Membership 
Despite the pandemic and the resulting lack of any new members, the Valley Continues to maintain its 


membership levels. 
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One source of concern is the passing of HIG Alex Solomon, who coordinated the brethren in the Blind 
River area and acted as Degree Director. The Valley Leadership Team will be addressing this matter. 


Communications 
The importance of communicating with the membership as we prepare to a return of in person meetings 
was discussed. 


Leadership 
The Leadership Team consists of the TPGM Pat Gillespie, MWS David Dawe, Valley Secretary Bruce 


Pearce, Valley Treasurer Robert Chiarello, and Ill. Bros. Larry Weeks, David Jones, and Kent Weber. 
This is a very strong core group which provides much stability and leadership within the Valley 


The officers of the Valley will remain in place until regular meetings recommence. 


Education & Enlightenment 
With a return to in person meetings, we discussed some of the educational opportunities available from 


Supreme Council. In particular, the suggestion was made to incorporate the Pre and Post Degree 
Explanations into the reunions. With a fairly lengthy take down process following the 15" Degree, a 
further suggestion was made to provide the candidates (and members) with a topic of education at that 
time. 


The use of Playbills for the degrees and the availability of music for the degrees on the website of 
Supreme Council is also being given consideration by the Valley from discussions held at last year’s 
meeting. 


Fellowship 
The Valley did not host and Zoom meetings of their own, but | would note that several members regularly 
participated in the Zoom Meetings hosted by other Valleys. 


We discussed the importance of re-engaging the membership with a feeling of fellowship and pride. 


The Valley welcomes the 17 Degree Team from Sudbury each year, which has resulted in strong ties 
and many friendships between the Valleys. 


Uniqueness 
The isolation and wide geographic area certainly make this Valley unique, as well as the significant 


distance many officers, casts, and members have to travel. This always has presented some significant 
challenges which will always remain in place. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 
The benefit of utilizing the Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry presentation was again discussed as a 


tool to introduce Scottish Rite to prospective candidates, something which will be imperative after the 
lengthy shut down.. 


Financial Health 
Despite the lockdown, the Valley remains stable financially, and uses the interest from investments to 
augment the general account. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
Consideration of a formalized plan was being considered by the Leadership Team, but the pandemic 
interfered with any action. The benefits of a Valley Improvement Plan were again discussed. 


Deputy Checklist 


Due to the lockdown there were no changes to the Deputy Checklist, but an updated copy has been 
included with this report. 
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Comments and Observations 
The Valley participated in the SRCF Provincial Deputies Charitable Donation once again this year. The 
fact that these donations will now be available every year was received very positively. 


Involving newer members to assist in the set up/take down of degrees was suggested. Also, keeping the 
momentum going regarding memorization of the ritual (something the Valley was working hard on prior to 
the pandemic, with good success) will be a priority for the Leadership Team. 


The remainder of the agenda focused on the Official Visit of our SGC, Ill Bro. Robert S. Whitmore. An 
excellent Toast to Supreme Council was proposed by Ill. Bro. Pat Gillespie, responded to by the SGC 
along with a very interesting address on a return to normal activities and the impact the pandemic has 
had on Scottish Rite. Ill. Bro. David Jones did an excellent job with his closing remarks on behalf of the 
Valley, and the dignitaries in attendance also brought greetings. 


In summary, | always enjoy my contact with the Valley of Sault Ste. Marie and | look forward to doing so 
in person in the not too distant future. They face some unique challenges due to isolation, but the 
Leadership Team is very strong and dedicated. In particular, | would like to thank and acknowledge Ill. 
Bro. Larry Weeks for his dedication and leadership in the Valley. 


Valley of Sudbury 

My meeting with the Leadership Team of the Valley of Sudbury took place via Zoom on Saturday, March 
12, 2022. In addition to the Leadership Team, several Valley Members were also in attendance as this 
was also the Virtual Official Visit of the SGC. In total there were 17 members along with the SGC and 
several other Officers of Supreme Council. 


As per the Report template and Provincial Deputies Checklist, here is a summary of that meeting. 


Membership 
The Valley of Sudbury is a strong Valley with a very engaged leadership team of HIGs and Officers. 


Membership is down 7 from the previous year and stands at 232. Discussions took place on re-engaging 
the current membership once the lockdown is relaxed, and also strategies to attract new members. 


Communications 

While the Valley did not host any Zoom calls during the lock down, both the TPGM and Grand Secretary 
have done an excellent job in communicating with the membership throughout the pandemic via 
messages, updates, and educational material. 


Leadership 
The Valley has a strong core of very dedicated leaders and a strong group of officers. 


In normal times the Valley Executive Meetings are held 5 or 6 times a year and are open to all members. 
These Executive Meetings are well attended. Since the lockdown, all necessary Valley business has 
been conducted by the Valley Secretary, Treasurer and TPGM. 

The officers of the Valley will remain in place until regular meetings recommence. 


Education & Enlightenment 
With no meetings over the past year, the only Education and Enlightenment has been provided by the 


items emailed by the Grand Secretary. These are well received and serve the purpose of keeping 
Scottish Rite on everyone’s mind. 


When they return to in person meetings and reunions, the use of Playbills for the degrees will resume. 
We also discussed utilizing the Pre and Post Degree Explanations found on the website of Supreme 
Council. 


Fellowship 
Although the Valley normally has several fellowship and social activities throughout the year, these of 


course have been suspended until further notice. 
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It should be noted that, although the Valley did not host any Zoom calls of their own, several members 
were regular participants in other Valley's Zoom meetings. 


Uniqueness 

The Valley of Sudbury is very active in visiting other Valleys and conferring degrees — in particular in 
Sault Ste. Marie, North Bay and Barrie. Several members of the Valley are in the officer line-up in other 
Valleys as well. 


The Valley also has several social activities which include spouses, and these are very well received. 


Craft Lodge Initiatives 
The primary Craft Lodge initiative utilized by this Valley is the Master Masons Night, which includes the 
presentation of the ‘Welcome to Scottish Rite Freemasonry’ power point. 


Financial Health 

The Valley is in a stable financial situation at the current time. A couple of dedicated fundraisers assist 
greatly in maintaining this stability. The money from these fundraisers assists in the day to day 
operations of the Valley, and also with the maintenance of regalia. 

The Grand Treasurer does an excellent job in overseeing the Valley finances, and forms and reports are 
submitted in a very timely manner. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
The Valley of Sudbury does not currently have a Valley Improvement Plan, and the benefits of such a 


plan were once again discussed. At the current time the planning of reunions, programs and events are 
handled by the special committees. 

The Valley Improvement Plan utilized by the Valley of Barrie had been distributed for discussion a couple 
of years ago, but the pandemic interfered with any action. 


Deputy Checklist 
There were no changes from the previous year with respect to the Provincial Deputies Checklist. An 
updated list is attached. 


Comments and Observations 
The Valley participated in the SRCF Provincial Deputies Charitable Donation, and added to the donation 
from Valley funds. 


The remainder of the agenda focused on the Official Visit of our SGC, Ill Bro. Robert S. Whitmore. An 
excellent Toast to Supreme Council was proposed by Ill. Bro. Alan Hill, responded to by the SGC along 
with some very timely and interesting remarks. The meeting ended with comments from Deputy 
Brethour, LGC Bennett, and SGC Whitmore. 


In summary, despite the lockdown this remains a strong and successful Valley with a very strong 
leadership team. All are looking forward to a return to in person meetings. Our LGC enjoys a very close 
relationship with the Valley of Sudbury, and plays an active role in all discussions. In addition, my 
appreciation goes to Valley Secretary Stephenson and Valley Treasurer Cayen for their ongoing efforts 
on behalf of the Valley and the excellence in the performance of their duties.

While Valleys are concerned with declining membership and the struggle to offer quality 
experiences for their members, there is a cadence of very dedicated and stalwart leaders who guide their 
Valleys and look to improve every aspect of operations. We are saddened and will miss those Brethren 
whose names are registered in the obituary records of these Proceedings. We thank them and will 
remember them for their contributions to our Noble Society.

Membership 
London Lodge of Perfection - 2021: 876 


London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix - 2021: 930 members 


The Valley of London membership had a decrease in membership due to over 40 brethren passing away 
affecting both Lodge of Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix. That loss may have been somewhat 
mitigated if there was no pandemic shutdown and new members were admitted into the Valley. No plans 
have been finalized for reopening. The presiding officers felt reluctant to start meeting if there is no firm 
idea of how many officers and members would attend under current conditions. The MWS stated the 
Chapter is discussing holding emergent meetings in order for officers to practice openings, closings, and 
a practice of the 18°, and prepare for a full regular meeting in the future. At this time, they are looking to 
begin in the Scottish Rite year in January of 2023. The TPGM of the Lodge of Perfection will revisit the 
pandemic situation in September with the possibility of beginning in the Fall. There are between 6 and 8 
applications for both constituent bodies that have been accepted and to ballot on when meetings 
resume. 


Communications 

Primarily, Canada Post mail-outs to the membership in the Valley of London has been the predominant 
form of communication. With approximately 25% of the membership using email, instant communication 
is not available to the majority of the members. Methods of email address capture were discussed and 
the executive was encouraged to develop a plan to collect more email addresses. The Valley Update 
newsletter has been well received but more submissions from the members would be appreciated. Ill. 
Bro. Chad More chairs the Visitation Committee and keeps in contact with brethren who have been 
identified as needing a call or email. 


Leadership 

Discussion about succession planning was held, and how identifying the new leadership for the future is 
made. The usual procedure is to ask the members if they would consider becoming an officer. The big 
drawback is that newer members do not attend the meetings. Historically it has been the responsibility of 
the second senior officer to appoint potential officers. There are three officers in the Chapter ready to 
start but it is felt that there will be officer gaps in the Lodge of Perfection. There is a concern that there is 
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not a number of members who are interested in becoming an officer. It was also commented that 
directors are hesitant about the process of contacting casts and be in the leadership role to prepare the 
members for conferring degrees. 


Uniqueness of the Valley 
The Consistory Club is now reactivated and preparing the facility for reopening and planning a barbeque. 


The London Consistory Club loans medical equipment such as crutches, wheelchairs of all types, 
walkers, transfer benches and bath items, etc. free of charge. The Consistory Club has not been able to 
carry out its usual work in the community in the past few years because of government pandemic 
protocols. The Children’s Learning Centre is also reopened in the new Mocha Shrine facility and are 
operating two days per week as of the meeting date, with the hope it will be fully open in April. 


Valley Connection and Supporting Craft Lodges 
Last year’s Official Visit comments: It was agreed that upon resuming Masonic activity, it will be very 


important to support Craft Lodges which will have a two-fold benefit. First, by having Scottish Rite Craft 
Degree Teams, they will be able to confer degrees for lodges that are having difficulty finding members 
to do the work. Secondly, it will also give Scottish Rite members an opportunity to market the Valley of 
London to craft lodges and explain how members can continue their Masonic education. 


Financial Health 

The financial condition of the Valley of London is very good. The investment returns have been 
exceptional in the past year. The Valley has increased income while maintaining expense control. 
Donations continue to help fund the London Learning Centre and other community groups such as the 
Anova London Women’s Shelter. They are well in surplus in the Commuted Dues Fund as per 
Regulation 10. 


State of the Rite 

When the members in attendance were asked where they see the Valley in 3, 5, or 10 years, a large 
concern abut the aging membership was commented on. It was commented on that in 10 years the 
membership may go to 500 to 600 from the current approximate number of 1000. The active participation 
of older brethren and difficulty in getting younger members involved causes apprehension. Financially 
speaking there are no long-term concerns. The investments generate enough income to maintain the 
expenses, the primary concern is manpower. It is felt that if new members were approached to help, it 
would garner more interest, not just in ritual work, but in other areas they would participate in such as 
committees or backstage work. It was discussed that in the past many members had a mentor who 
assigned them work when they joined Scottish Rite. Today, perhaps the new brethren just joining should 
be approached to help rather than wait for them to offer to participate. While we sometimes become 
stressed about the work we do, we have to tell new members that we are here to enjoy each other’s 
company and to have fun with the experience of being a Scottish Rite Mason. There are many positive 
things in the Valley of London that the members take pride in. The support of the Children’s Learning 
Centre is a highlight and represents the best of Scottish Rite work in the community. The Consistory Club 
does great service supplying equipment for health care to the community at large, and this is a unique to 
London group of dedicated Masons. Masonry is alive and well in the Valley and it has survived many 
trials and adversity through the years, showing that they can adapt to adverse conditions such as the 
recent pandemic. The members have expressed the pride they collectively feel through their generous 
donations and support of the community. There have been numerous outstanding leaders over the 150 
years of the Valley’s existence. They are at a pivotal point in current times that there will be a passing of 
the leadership baton, and they have exhibited they have learned from those leaders. The quality of the 
membership that care for the long-term viability of the Valley shines brightly.

Membership 
Elgin Lodge of Perfection - 2022: 347 members 


Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix - 2022: 293 members 

As in the previous year, the Niagara Valley has had a slight decrease in membership. The Lodge of 
Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix each is down 8 members. How the Valley retains their 
membership was discussed, and how many applicants/candidates are waiting for receiving degrees. 
Elgin Lodge of Perfection have 6 applications waiting to be balloted on. Rose Croix is waiting for the 
completion of the 14° that was cancelled in 2020 in order to confer degrees on that class of candidates. It 
was determined by the Valley leadership that the next meeting will be on May 26 with the reception of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. When the return to Scottish Rite is certain, a plan for a Master Mason 
Night will be formed. 


Communications 

Valley of Niagara communications during the past two years have been consistent, and mainly by email. 
All Supreme Council correspondence has been quickly passed along to the membership. The emails are 
tracked and there is 55% to 60% of members opening the message sent to them from the Valley. 
Executive Zoom meetings are held several times per year and minutes are distributed afterwards. It was 
noted that attendance for Zoom meetings has been low. The Valley email communications have been 
under the purview of Ill. Bro. Terry Metcalfe. Messages to the members have kept them updated with 
reopening plans as they develop. A social media presence through Valley Facebook Group is being 
introduced which is gaining some interest and relaying information. At the beginning of the pandemic 
there was more member-to-member direct contact but it seems to have waned as the pandemic 
continued. A suggestion was given about the merits of having a phone committee implemented, 
particularly for members who may not have computer accessibility. 


Leadership 
The Valley of Niagara has active and dedicated Officers, HIG’s, past presiding officers, and an Active 


Member and Past Active Member of Supreme Council. They continue to guide the administration of the 
Valley. There was discussion in the Valley regarding the length of term for the officers of the Chapter 
from two years to one year. After deliberation the motion for a by-law change did not pass and the status 
quo is still in place. The advancement of officers is still in place for the line in the Lodge of Perfection with 
the exception of one officer who may not return. Plans are in place for the installation of new officers will 
be as soon as possible, when permitted. Long term succession planning may require a few extra officers 
to start the chairs, an auditor and trustee may be needed soon as well, but no firm details yet. Rose 
Croix has a solid officer line, even though one of the senior officers have stepped down. The Valley has a 
committee called the Officer Support Committee that was developed as a resource for new leadership to 
give instruction and direction. A booklet for each chair is available outlining duties and responsibilities for 
the officers that could be better utilized. 


Valley Fellowship 
Planning is underway for May 26 for the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Official Visit which includes a 


memorial service. Reopening plans have been on hold for January to March 2022. The focus will be 
preparing for the 14° and completion of the class of 2019, then moving on to the Installations for both 
bodies. The Valley has not had many general membership virtual meetings but have had successful 
Zoom Executive meetings. Social events were postponed due to pandemic conditions, but they are 
considering a summer picnic pending on health protocols. 
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Financial Health 

Thanks to the professional efforts of the Valley membership, the financial condition of the Valley is very 
strong. The Commuted Dues Fund is compliant with Regulation 10. All members joining either 
constituent body pay dues commuted for life. Investment income has been adequate and expenses have 
remained lower than usual this past year due to minimal Valley activities. It is a familiar situation for 
many Valleys that this past year resulted in a positive financial position. 


State of the Rite 

What will the Niagara Valley look like in 3, 5 or 10 years? This question sparked some conversation 
regarding a long-term plan based on conditions for recruitment, degree work capability and the 
engagement of its current membership. It was noted that Scottish Rite depends on the success of new 
Masons being Initiated and made aware of other Masonic organizations such as Scottish Rite. A 
question was asked regarding the possibility of developing a Valley strategic think-tank moderated or 
developed by Supreme Council that would facilitate critical thinking in problem solving. It was also 
commented that there is still uncertainty if members want to return soon, or perhaps not at all. As the 
membership declines, there is more pressure for fewer members to do more work. The Valley has 
traditionally conferred all the degrees from 4 to 18 and there are two opinions for how to proceed for 
future degrees; try to confer all as they have in the past or refocus and start with mandatory degrees. 
They agree that new members need to get involved because many older members are retiring from 
degree conferrals. One way that was discussed was having a statement on the application or at the end 
of the Lodge of Perfection/Rose Croix Degrees asking the candidates to participate and make their 
experience better. Last year, the Valley Leadership proposed a detailed action plan concerning the 
completion of the degree work for the candidate classes, dates and timing of Officer Elections and 
Installations. The Valley of Niagara is very proud of its Masonic, Scottish Rite and Community Outreach. 
They have been generous with the financial support given to several organizations over the many years 
the Valley has been in existence. Donations, such as to Brock University in St. Catharines, Niagara 
College in Welland, support of all Learning Centres across Canada , especially the partnering and 
generous donation to the Hamilton Learning Centre have been made. They continue to also support the 
Deputy Award Program which assist local organizations. The Niagara Valley has a strong membership of 
quality Scottish Rite Masons. Everyone is dedicated and a special bond among the brethren is evident. 
Their relocation to a new building several years ago has been beneficial and suits their activities 
extremely well. The Valley of Niagara has had many of these talented and dedicated members go on to 
support the officer line and eventually become Commanders-in-Chief of Moore Sovereign Consistory. 
Notable members of the past and present that became Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General of Supreme 
Council have included Ill. Bro. Charles A. Sankey, 33°, Ill Bro. Gordon K. Trenholm, 33°, Ill. Bro. Donald 
W. Dixon, 33°, Ill. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33°, and current Active Member Ill. Bro. D. Brent Julian, 33°. 
All these illustrious brethren were and are members of the Niagara Valley.

Membership 


Grand Lodge of Perfection (2021) - 1324 members 
Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix (2021) — 1117 members 
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The Valley of Toronto has had a slight decline in total membership of the two constituent bodies. The 
reduction in numbers for the most part has been from deaths (106) but a purifying of the membership list 
to remove those who had left Masonry through demits or suspensions (8) is also being completed. This 
review of the list accounts for members in those categories that may have passed away or are no longer 
lodge members since 2017 when the last membership list purge was done. Regarding recruitment of 
new members, the Toronto Master Mason Night has been very successful for over 20 years. The 
reduction in Craft Masonry numbers is a concern and will impact the induction of new Scottish Rite 
members. An area that also needs to be considered is the diversity of the GTA that the Valley is situated 
in. Though the population is increasing, there is a concern that Masonry is relatively unknown in the 
various ethnic communities. The Valley leadership understands that this is a challenge and needs to be 
recognized and addressed with all means available. The last meeting held in the Valley was in 2019 and 
there were 7 candidates for the Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix who will complete their degrees this 
year. There are also 21 applications for the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection, of which 13 have 
committed to moving forward with their degrees. There also are a further 8 potential candidates which 
the Valley is following up with. 


“Every member of our Valley should be a part of the membership ‘group’ and responsible for bringing 
new members’ (Ill.

Communications 

Email correspondence is the main system of communication to the membership. Although the 
penetration email connection is good, about 50% of the members actually open them, with few replying 
back to the sender. Important messages are frequently emailed to the members and is appreciated by 
them. Five-hundred members receive posted mail only, and due to the nature of sporadic mail outs, it is 
difficult to stay in contact thoroughly with the recipients. Other communication platforms such as social 
media, texting, etc. are utilized to the extent that is practical. Generally, Scottish Rite related 
announcements or information are placed on Facebook. It is generally accepted that there is no one 
single communication system that will fit for everyone. The website is easy to navigate and presents an 
overview of the several Valley links such as the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation; a news page with 
Sovereign Grand Commander’s messages; recorded virtual presentations; contact information anda 
Valley calendar. The “Rite at the Night” virtual meetings have also been a very good way to communicate 
with members who are not in the immediate area or may not have been able to attend in-person 
meetings pre-Covid. These have been popular events for education and fellowship that was developed 
over the last two years. These type of events will be reassessed as the in-person meetings get back on 
schedule, but the popular opinion is they should be continued in order to maintain contact with those 
brethren who are no longer in the area or unable to travel to the Masonic Centre. 


Leadership 
The Leadership Team and members of the Valley continue to be very active during the past two years of 


the pandemic shut down. The many committees including Advisory Council (composed of the SGIS & 
HIGs) Membership, Reopening, Reunion and 150" Anniversary committees, to name a few, have been 
working throughout the shutdown to prepare the Valley for getting back to their labours and how to attract 
new members. Succession planning for new officers in both constituent bodies is managed through the 
Nominating Committee. This committee has been very successful in the acquisition and retention of new 
officers for over 25 years and often the officers become future leaders of the Valley and potential Active 
Members of Supreme Council. The Valley have had a few officers leave because of life or working 
changes. 


Valley Fellowship 

With the easing of pandemic restrictions, the Valley members are planning a few summer events. The 
east and west environs of Toronto will be venues for picnics that will enable easier access for the 
members of those areas to enjoy fellowship. The very successful Night at the Rite virtual events are also 
planned to be continued. The 150" Anniversary programme for the Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix is 
proceeding and the venue is set for a gala at the Credit Valley Golf Club in Mississauga for May 27, 
2023. There will be speakers at virtual and in person meetings to help promote it. 
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Uniqueness of the Valley 
The Toronto Valley members are very proud of their heritage of Scottish Rite Masonry since 1872. | 


asked the leadership team to cite some of the reasons that make the Valley unique and what they are 

proud of. Below are some of the (paraphrased) comments: 

° The Valley have held very successful Master Mason Nights for 20 years and it has been a model 
for many other Valleys. They will continue to do what has worked in the past with an eye to 
continually improve that program. 

° “Men in Black” (the brethren who support the care of the facility, degree staging, and 
maintenance of lodge assets) are committed to their work. The crew and degree cast, some of 
whom have been working on the committee for many years, enjoy what they do and often without 
being asked to do the behind-the-scenes work. “No one asked, they see it as their role and 
prepare to get ready to return to in person meetings’. 


° Members are proud to be in the degrees. Many members have been performing in the degrees 
for a long time and look forward to them. 

° The stories are portrayed well in the degrees. 

° Proud of who we are, comprised of quality members and officers. Their heart is in the support of 


the Valley. Relationships are great. All members as a whole are great. “We all recognize the 
efforts being taken”. 


° Great pride in connection with the quality of educational and social events. 

° Quality and commitment of officers in both bodies to work together. Getting ready to reopen and 
everyone is ready to help. Great support from all members. 

° Great technical support from Milan Cobanov, Victor Tavares, David Traves, Alex Thompson and 
many more. The virtual programs produced by the Valley look awesome. 

° The Valley of Toronto is in a good place with membership, but we need to keep working at it and 


make everybody feel welcomed. If one Mason says they do not feel welcomed, we fail. We ask 
ourselves if we live up to the expectation. We have to continually work towards this. 

° Officers carry pride in continuing legacy of leaders who have come before. They feel a 
responsibility for maintaining that legacy. 


Valley Connection and Supporting Craft Lodges 

While there have been many challenges in the past two years, the Valley has been busy with connecting 
with Masons in Toronto and environs. Virtual events such as the Easter Meeting for Maundy Thursday 
and Night at the Rite have promoted awareness of the Valley, and the reinstatement of the famous 
Toronto Valley Master Mason Night will again raise the profile of the Valley. 


Financial Health 

The impact of the pandemic from a financial aspect has been minimal. 2021 income from investments 
have improved from the previous year and expenses have been minimized during shutdown. All 
investment income, unrealized gains, and gain on sale of investments are included to establish gross 
income. Financial Statement Review versus a full financial audit is being considered and could potentially 
save $2000 per year if changes to the review are made. It has been a satisfactory financial year. The 
Valley is maintaining the ratio for life membership accrual compliant with Regulation 10 - Commuted 
Dues Fund 


State of Rite 

Reopening plans are continually reviewed and upgraded if necessary. The plans for an Easter virtual 
meeting are being developed and a rusty Mason night end of May in person is being planned. The hope 
is for a return to a regular schedule at the end of September. The Lodge of Perfection degrees will be in 
sequence and they are waiting to see if only mandatory degrees can be conferred at this time. The 
concern of how attendance reluctance to return and how it may affect cast participation is paramount. 
Chairmen of the Work Ill. Bros. Fairburn & Militello think there will be turnover in the casts. A Reunion 
model is under review by Ill. Bro. Alan Stoddart, 33°. Currently, there are approximately 40 meeting 
nights per year which has worked well, but with much organizing and planning. They will be looking at a 
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“hybrid” reunion format with monthly portrayal of all degrees over a two-year period. All things are being 
taken into consideration such as: older members may be more likely to attend a reunion; difficulty in 
members attending meetings due to vehicle traffic which has been detrimental to members north and 
west. Also, this format would make for less nights out; fewer meeting nights could result in better 
attendance; there may be more opportunity to keep members involved in the Masonic district and have 
geographically unique casts; this format may possibly give candidates more value by having a reunion 
and then conferring degrees at monthly meetings; and potential cost savings for rental of the Temple 
building. Some conclusions: there are advantages but there are also challenges. Conflicts may result 
with Supreme Council Session and (Barrie and Hamilton) Consistory dates. Also, the process of 
scheduling installations, reunion dates, and monthly meetings will have to be considered. Compulsory 
degrees may only be conferred at reunions but there may be more challenges to keep degree teams 
together. Education is an important aspect. The need for a specific evening for education is under 
review. What will the Valley look like in 5 years? There is opportunity to explore Toronto’s various ethnic 
groups and consideration of the forming of a committee and make contacts in Mississauga and 
Brampton Craft Lodges. The Indian community is well represented in Craft Lodge. The committee will 
discuss Scottish Rite with the Masonic Craft Lodge and get their counsel and advice. 


Final Comments 

Administration, ritual, and the officer line bode well for the future with a relatively young cadence of future 
leadership in this Valley. Many leadership positions will be filled by members in the current officer line. 
This is where the talent is drawn from, and Toronto Valley is in a good position. There is a great spirit in 
this Valley and they work hard to keep it going. Their enthusiasm comes naturally and there is excellent 
chemistry among the brethren. | thank the members of the Toronto Valley present for the business 
meeting: Active Members Ill. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, Grand Secretary General; Ill. Bro. Alan J. 
Stoddart, 33°, Grand Treasurer-General; Ill. Bro. Gareth R. Taylor, 33°, Active Member of Supreme

Woodstock Lodge of Perfection - 267 members 


Centennial Chapter of Rose Croix — 219 members 


The Valley of Woodstock Lodge of Perfection and Centennial Chapter of Rose Croix membership have 
experienced a decline in their membership as many Craft Lodges and Valleys in Ontario have in the past 
year. On average they are now losing approximately 3.5% per year. If current trends continue, the Valley 
of Woodstock has determined that long term viability of the Valley may be in jeopardy by 2028. However, 
this is considering that there have been no newly made Scottish Rite Masons in the past two years. The 
leadership of the Valley is very concerned about the ability to attract new Scottish Rite members because 
of the smaller number of candidates entering Masonry in general. The leadership group who was present 
at the meeting are scheduling a date for a planning meeting in March in order to solidify a reopening 
strategy. This will enable the officers and members to practice openings and ritual while getting 
reacquainted after a long shut down of the Valley. They will also determine the date for the next 
installation of officers and also to identify new officers. Discussion of degrees and casts also took place 
and will be finalized at these planning meetings. Manpower is a very large concern given that the number 
of members taking part in all the degrees stands at 78 people, and of that number 17 members perform 
50% of the degree work. 
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Communications 

Although activity has been minimal in the Valley of Woodstock over the past two years and the 
leadership team acknowledging communication could be improved, membership communications has 
been consistent and adequate. All Supreme Council correspondence, news, and other educational items 
are passed through by email to the membership. Non-electronic communication has been a challenge. 
Traditionally a summons/pamphlet is mailed each Easter by the Chapter containing historical, inspiring, 
and informational passages and is a pleasure to read. The newsletter “The Luminary”, published by Ill. 
Brother Ronald Findlater, 33°, is now into its second year and is exceptionally well done. There is a need 
for the production of The Luminary which enables the brethren to connect with each other in the Valley 
during the shutdown. There are messages from the presiding officers and educational items. As always, 
new material and interesting articles are sought for the continued success of The Luminary. 


Leadership 
Succession planning was discussed and the Valley leadership team are comfortable with the immediate 


line officers while recognizing the need to identify who will be entrusted with the future leadership of the 
Valley. The Woodstock Valley's Committee on Guidance and Improvement work very diligently to provide 
strong leadership. There is a core number of committed brethren and officers who direct the 
administration of the Valley very effectively. The officers have one-year terms and many presiding 
officers will go through the line in both Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix bodies. HIG nominations are 
mutually agreed upon by the current HIGs. The leadership team understand the importance contacting 
current members directly and solicit assistance from them for attracting new members. Regarding new 
members becoming involved in the Valley, it was discussed that they should ask new members to 
consider taking roles in the degrees to fulfil their experience in Scottish Rite, and by extension learning 
more of the lessons of the degrees. 


Valley Fellowship 
Valley plan after reopening with the return to regular meeting schedules and social events was reviewed. 


The desire to have more family activities and involvement was identified as an important aspect for the 
health of the Valley. Members are concerned there is more of a need to have social time, but this does 
not always lend itself to that because of family and work commitments and other non-Masonic duties. 
Woodstock Valley Ladies Nights have been very successful in pre-pandemic years with attendances up 
to 100 people. It is being considered for the near future when the timing is right for wither this year or 
next. It was understood that the inclusion of members in planning is essential. 


Uniqueness of the Valley 
The Woodstock Valley, although having a smaller membership base were conferring all the degrees from 


the 4" to the 18" inclusive before the pandemic. While this may not be unique, it is certainly admirable 
given the number of members performing several parts. A remark that was particularly memorable was: 
“Maybe we cannot confer all degrees right now —but we would rather do half the degrees and do them 
twice as well”. 


Valley Connection and Supporting Craft Lodges 
The Scottish Rite members of Woodstock Valley will continue to be the cornerstone of the membership 


of the Craft Lodges in the area. The need to re-activate the Scottish Rite Liaison Ambassadors is 
important for identifying potential candidates in craft lodges and to represent and elevate the profile of 
the Valley. All agree that this should be a priority in order to promote Scottish Rite to those members not 
familiar with the purpose of Scottish Rite and the application process. The Ambassador program is to be 
given priority going forward. The Ambassadors need to understand their role and to be accountable and 
communicate with the Valley in order to be successful. The Ambassador program is to be given priority 
going forward. They are searching for ways to engage the membership and how to revitalize non-active 
brethren. 


Financial Health 

The Grand Treasurer, Ill. Bro. John Ault, 33°, presented his report and after reviewing the Valley financial 
statements the Valley is in good financial condition. The membership is totally a Life Membership 
system, and they are comfortably in compliance with Regulation 10. Currently cash income from 
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investments (approximately 3.1% to 3.3%) covers operating cost and during the pandemic shut down the 
financial statement has maintained its pre-pandemic level. The concern about one of the largest expense 
of Supreme Council annual returns and the proposed increase in dues was voiced. There has been no 
erosion of capital investments for 8 years and the Valley considers they are financially viable. They 
carefully invest and review their capital assets and have calculated that they will be financially secure for 
twenty years given current and forecasted expense conditions. They are cognizant of keeping per capita 
costs low to ensure long term viability. There is also some frustration of the lack of information sharing 
between Grand Lodge and Supreme Council as far as names of members passing to the G.L.A., 
suspended, or demitted brethren not being passed along to enable the Valley to revise their membership 
lists. In my opinion, under the watchful eyes of the Oversight Committee the financial health of the Valley 
is stable. 


State of Rite 

There are two concerns that the Valley will be addressing. First is the unknown factor of how many 
members will return to perform degree work after a two-year hiatus, and by extension how all the 
degrees will be able to be conferred. The second concern is the ability to attract new members to 
Scottish Rite. If craft lodges are recovering and focussed on creating new Masons, will there be Master 
Masons ready to apply to Scottish Rite, wnen and how many? Craft lodge membership is declining and 
the promoting of Scottish Rite in the Masonic district needs to be developed. The leadership will be 
agreeing to a working and imminent reopening plan and they realize that they must execute it without 
delay to mitigate any loss of interest in the Scottish Rite due to the long absence. Contemplating a 
temporary reduction in degrees and will confer the compulsory degrees until more normality and routine 
return. In a round table discussion, | asked what the key points of pride in the Valley were. Some of the 
following comments were made: 


° Strong, dedicated, and passionate leadership who give positive guidance and encouragement to 
junior officers. 
° The leadership team truly enjoy being together at meetings and social functions. They look 


forward with great enthusiasm to resume the labours of the Valley. All members get along — they 
have fun in the Valley. 

° The Valley of Woodstock takes pride in the full conferral of all the degrees from 4 to18 inclusive 
and degree work is well done by the members. 


As in all Masonic organizations, decreasing membership is being experienced in Woodstock. The long- 
term plan for the Valley is if it can stay the course regarding attracting new members, the key action is to 
develop strong leadership and administrative succession planning. Woodstock Valley is a great place to 
visit. The membership is warm and welcoming and | enjoy my time there.

Valley of Hamilton

There were 13 members of the Valley present, with 2 regrets. | am grateful for the continued good 
turnout of the membership in the Valley. | was pleased to see the Leadership of this Valley willing to 
discuss openly the challenges being faced by its members as we move toward re-opening. The 
acknowledgement of the issues is the first step in moving towards resolution of same. There is no doubt 
that across Canada the Scottish Rite is facing many of the issues discussed, having said that we are 
blessed to have strong Leadership who are willing to listen and take action to ensure the Scottish Rite is 
a place that Masons will enjoy for generations to come. 


Membership 
The Membership numbers have continued to decrease with no ability to run meetings or bring in new 


members. The current numbers for the Moore Sovereign Consistory are 4612 (40 applications waiting), 
Hamilton Rose Croix 945 (17 applications waiting), Murton Lodge of Perfection 1158 (19 applications 
waiting). 


There was discussion around the Valley's ability to receive membership numbers from Masonic Districts 
across the Province, since members in Consistory come from various locations. In the Hamilton area 
there is a Central Masonic Bureau which keeps the numbers up to date locally. Ill. Bro. Ken Adamson 
has been communicating by phone each year with older members of the Valley to stay in touch and 
working diligently to ensure the membership numbers are current. There is also good communication 
with Supreme Council Office to ensure that all numbers are in synch. 


Communications 

Communications within the Valley bodies continues to be improved. Outside of the Valley, Craft Lodges 
are being brought into Presentations, which are advertised on FB to get a broader audience. The Valley 
website has been updated by 3 members within the Valley and information is being shared through Craft 
Lodges. It is important to keep in mind that the website is open to people who are outside the Craft and 
may help to bring people in. 


The Valley has been working with the Scottish Rite Club to share information through the club's 
Newsletter. 


The Scottish Rite Club has a committee who is meeting to work on making the Club available only to 
Masons, which would mean no further need to have weddings etc. hosted there. There appears to be 
good support for the idea and members across Ontario have been sending in their fees for membership 
in support of the effort. Catering has been used for food recently with very good reviews for same. 


Communications out to the membership from the Active Members is timely and well received. 


Fellowship 
As we begin to open after Covid-19 there are some Fellowship opportunities planned, while the 


committee is still working on finalizing and sending out details, it is planned for June 17" in Southbrook 
and proceeds go to Scottish Rite Charitable foundation and Learning Center. 


The Valley has many other fellowship opportunities which will come into play as things open more after 
Covid-19. 
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It was discussed that involving families in more of these functions has a positive effect on the 
membership overall. With this Covid-19 Hiatus members have been getting more involved with Family 
and other activities to fill the gap with not being able to meet. Engaging with not only the brethren but 
their families as well, even before Covid-19, has demonstrated a positive response among the members. 


Collaboration with Craft Lodges 
lll. Bro. Ken Adamson continues to be in constant contact with Craft Lodges by virtue of his Role in 


working at the building reviewing paperwork as Brethren enter the building. This has led to good 
interactions with the Masons who are entering and even resulted in applications being submitted. The 
face-to-face interaction continues to prove much better than other mediums for communication. 


There are requests from Lodges, for the Valley to put on 2% Degrees through a Rose Croix Degree 
Team, waiting to be fulfilled. 


The Consistory, because its membership is so widely dispersed, has a Team of 8 members who are 
Valley Reps for the different areas across the province. The Role is coveted and is an important method 
of communicating to and from Masonic Lodges. The Past Commander in Chief is engaged in Visitation 
across the Province as well to help with communications. 


Recent Master Masons nights have not been as well attended as would have been preferred. The most 
successful nights were when Families were invited out to an event, so they could see what the 
boyfriends, husbands and Fathers are doing when they leave the house. While the Family attendance 
did not add new members, it did wonders for the Family's better understanding of why their husbands go 
out. 


There is also a collaboration with the Shrine Club in Hamilton which has been working very well. 


Finances 
Consistory has the largest investment, Chapter has about % the investment of Consistory and Lodge of 
Perfection is sitting just below half of the Chapter level. 


There are some issues within Valley in getting the financial reporting completed for the Consistory this 
year. The month of April was very busy for the Team looking after the reporting and they are hoping to 
finish this up very soon. 


Insurance for the premises has been resolved with a slightly higher cost and higher coverage as a result. 
| thank and congratulate the Team that put so much effort into getting this resolved. 


Valley Improvement 
The Valley Improvement plan started slowly with several good items on the Action Registers. The 


intention is to grow the plan as we move forward after the pandemic. This has been taking place with 
several items discussed. 


The Valley Education Committee is doing a great job of keeping HIGs involved. Educational events, in- 
person, online, Correspondence and Zoom calls are being driven forward by the Committee. Thanks go 
to the chairman of this committee, Ill. Bro. Mike Martin for his work driving this forward. 


Continued use of the Valley Improvement Plan action register is anticipated. 


The Provincial Deputies Checklist 
All items on the Checklist either are currently, or, will be in use when we get back to meetings. Some 


items on the checklist are not used as much as they might be, but there is an eye to changing that. Post 
Covid-19 openings are starting, and it is anticipated there will be a greater opportunity to make use of all 
items. 


Valley Concerns 
The members of the valley present were very open to discuss concerns as we move forward with re- 


opening plans. One major concern is that with all Masonic organizations starting up at the exact same 
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time, after a 2-year hiatus, the loss of many members and other members filling the gap over the last 2 
years with Family or other activities, there will be push back and the possibility of lost members. 


The 2-year hiatus coupled with the possibility of there being apathy towards now getting back to work 
was raised. The possibility of losing more members as the demands on their time increases, across all of 
the organizations they belong to, was discussed. It was discussed that perhaps the Scottish Rite needs 
to do less but do it very, very well - to give the membership a reason to come back to meetings. 
Concerns over burning out the Leaders who are now a big part of all that is being worked on. Officer line 
ups have been impacted and while we need a short-term plan to help us get passed this, a much longer- 
term plan is required to ensure that smooth flow of Officers through the chairs going forward. There 
needs to be a concerted effort put forward to bring not only 1 replacement person in but several in case 
the 1 person brought in does not wish to take on that work. 


Some of the ideas put forward, that should help to alleviate the above concerns, were a delayed start up, 
1-day reunions so less time is required, just doing compulsory degrees in this start-up year. 


The Sovereign Grand Commander has put together the Future Initiatives Committee, to bring the Rite 
forward and in so doing will help to address some of the concerns raised. 


Other ideas put forward were the possibility of more interaction with the families of Masons such as open 
installations. More frequent Advisory meetings would be helpful. More interaction with younger members 
and their families with social activities. Keeping in mind that some of the reasons for becoming a member 
have now changed, it is now more important to build and keep a connection with newer members and 
their families. 


While there is no single answer to the issues being faced by the Scottish Rite as a whole, this discussion 
certainly lends itself to surfacing ideas that help to raise awareness. Ideas that come out of this type of 
exchange, put forward by the members, can be very beneficial in helping to understand and work 
towards solutions that will benefit the members and the Rite.

There were some disappointing turnouts at previous meetings, so it was decided to try to communicate 
with the members via emails through Ill. Bro. Doug Scott and Ill. Bro. Craig Alderson. Unfortunately, the 
email contacts did not spawn good results, but for those who did engage based on the emails, they 
certainly enjoyed themselves even though attendance numbers were low. 


There is a feeling that over the last two years the members have lost some of their enthusiasm for 
attending meetings. Current efforts will be put toward getting the schedule put back together and having 
the degrees running which, it is hoped, will show members the Valley is back to work and entice them 
back. 


Telephone calls have been made throughout the Pandemic which were well received. 


Maundy Thursday and Easter Sunday were both held this year, although turnout was low, the celebration 
was good. 


The Leadership in the Valley recognize the benefit of Playbills and sending Teaser emails and are 
including them for the upcoming degrees. 


Discussion around the Supreme Council effort to set up country wide meeting notices for those who wish 
to be included was met with interest. A question surfaced as to whether recordings of same were made. 
The Valley Facebook page is in full vigour and being used by the members. It will be put into wider use 
so more members and visitors can come into the site. 


Work on the web page for the Valley has been moved to the back burner, with all else going on to get 
back to work. There are members lined up to do work on it to get it up and running and this will be re- 
visited once the current efforts show success. 


Fellowship 
There is hope that the Sovereign Grand Commander visit will generate interest for the members to 
participate. 


While work continues with re-opening the Valley, which is the main area of focus today, the Scottish Rite 
Degree Team has been moved to a lower priority, but the plan is to get it back up and running. 


Other fellowship events will be planned by the Valley once the members start to come out in larger 
numbers. There are some building updates required to get all facilities back online. 


The new class will now have a Dean to help guide the class through their degrees. A photograph of the 
Class with their Dean will be attempted for inclusion into the Clarion and local newspapers. 


There may be an opportunity for the Class, in several years, to put on a Scottish Rite Degree with all 
members of the Class participating. 


Collaboration with Craft Lodges 
The Valley has members in the districts around the Valley and communication works well through the 
members. 


Some of the Lodges in the area are considering a restriction on the number of Visitors permitted into the 
Lodge to better control the contacts that will happen. There are members who have concerns with their 
jobs, their families and elderly who really need to be cautious currently. 


The effects of the Pandemic may be felt at the Lodge level for some time, which will in turn affect the 
Scottish Rite. Working on promotion of the Scottish Rite will be of paramount importance. 


Finances 
Items working for the Valley, aside from e-Transfer of funds, is an invoice system. Most of the members 
have appreciated receiving that invoice and most dues are paid up. 
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The award on behalf of Ill. Bro. Don Thornton was presented to a technical student at the local school 
and was very well received by the student and the school. 


Finances for the valley good with lots of reserves the Valley will have no concerns in this area. 


Valley Improvement 
The Valley Improvement plan was discussed, it was suggested that perhaps a move into the Action 


Register format for this document, which will make the tracking of item dates, owner, and expected 
completion date of more benefit to the Valley Leadership. 


The Provincial Deputies Checklist 
All Items on the Deputies checklist are in use in this Valley. 


Valley Concerns 
One of the biggest items discussed was of course Covid-19. Several of the members have had Covid-19 


and discussed their experiences. 
There are concerns with the participation of the members because of the 2-year hiatus. 


Members are wanting to show more pride in their Scottish Rite affiliations - they mentioned having a 
‘Scottish Rite SHOP’ where one could go and purchase Ties, Golf Shirts, Hats etc. Things to wear 
outside. The current online store is very limited in terms of what is being offered and the query was 
whether there are plans to increase what is available. 


With all the Masonic organizations all starting up at the same time there are big demands on everyone’s 
time which is a challenge. 


Commentary was offered on the membership being willing to support one another for the different offices 
in the Lodge of Perfection as well as the quality of the men in the Scottish Rite. These types of 
comments are what will draw our members back into the AASR. 


With the current situation in the Officer Line-ups and Casts, the Valley will rely on the members to step 
up to take on parts and occupy chairs until the more hesitant members return to help fill out the line-up. 


Summary 
While the immediate effects of coming through the Pandemic are being felt today, there may be a longer 


rebuild period. | was pleased to meet with Brethren who acknowledge this and are ready to meet this 
challenge, to make it easier for their membership to come back into meetings, as things get restarted. 
The Leadership has an eye to the future and realizes what work needs to be done to ramp things back 
up to full operations. The Valley appreciates the Leadership of Ill. Bro. Stephen Hanna, 33°, and it is 
hoped that this good leadership will lend itself to the members following a good example.

Valley of Ottawa

The Official Visit to the Valley of Ottawa saw 19 Members in attendance with 2 regrets. This Valley like 
all others has seen its share of ‘pandemic effects’. The Valley is planning, with cautious optimism, its 
return to a fuller calendar in September of 2022. It is always a pleasure to visit with my ‘Home’ Valley 
and this year saw even more participants, for which | am grateful. To see the Brethren take time away 
from everything else they have on the go, to attend, shows a good measure of interest in the success of 
this Valley and speaks volumes for its Leaders. 
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Membership 
As with all Valleys this year there has been a decline in the membership for a variety of reasons, with no 


classes running and no way to bring in new members. The membership numbers were reduced in The 
Lodge of Perfection by 18 to a total of 248, The Murray Chapter by 17 to a total of 232, and The Ottawa 
Consistory by 16 to a total of 317. 


The Valley Leaders are formulating ideas to try to bring in new members and working on plans for 
retention as well, which is also intended to help with a smooth start-up. 


Communications 

The Executive Secretary and the Newsletter Team have been sending out communications and 
newsletters to the members throughout this Pandemic. There have been held monthly meetings wherein 
Guest Speakers have been invited to speak to keep the Valley interest alive. 


A calendar is being worked on by the Executive Secretary which will be distributed to brethren, which will 
contain dates for all upcoming activities for the Valley. 


The Valley is working in conjunction with the Shrine, President of the Masonic Center, the George 
Clauson Memorial Fund to host a PIG ROAST in July. The event will be free to all, and an opportunity 
for all Masonic Organizations to join in for fellowship to recall why they joined their particular arm of the 
Craft and to promote Masonry in general. 


Fellowship 
The Valley is scheduling Brunches again, which were well attended before the Pandemic, as a means for 
Brethren to re-connect in a relaxed environment. Just good food and good friends. 


The Valley will ease into more events as we move through the summer. Candidate Dinners, Members of 
Supreme Council Dinners and BBQ are just a few of the items on the list. 


Banquets will be held for brethren before the regular meetings. Coffee and snacks was served at the 
Executive meetings and there is hope to restart that initiative again. 


There was discussion with the Leadership of attending the Peterborough Valley Golf Tournament. 


Collaboration with Craft Lodges 
The Membership has been requested to speak to the Lodge Secretaries, when a new member joins. Ask 


the Secretary to insert his name into His Lodge Summons congratulating him on becoming a member of 
AASR. 


Envelopes containing a number of documents (Application, Calendar, Explanations, Flyer) will be 
deposited with Lodge Secretaries in the Districts around Ottawa. Members will announce in Lodge when 
the next meetings are and who are the Scottish Rite members present in the Lodge Room, any new 
members. This will help raise the visibility of the Rite among Masons. 


Finances 

Over the course of the Pandemic the Valley has seen growth in its investments. Once again the report of 
the Auditors or Examiners and the Financial Statements were not presented for approval of the 
membership. This is being planned as the new year begins in September 2022. 


In discussion with the Valley they do believe they have the funds required to meet Regulation 10.1 but 
have chosen not to segregate or restrict those funds which form an integral part of the investment 
portfolio. They choose instead to make no restriction in case some event occurred resulting in the 
necessity of accessing funds without notice, which if restrictions were in place would not be possible. 


The Executive Secretary and Treasurer are aware of the situation and feel there is no current, nor 
urgent, need to make restriction and every year while accessing the investment we have never exceeded 
the income generated and therefore the investment capital continues to increase. 
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The Valley is also aware of the future reassessment of the valuation for commuted life memberships and 
some discussion ensued around the book value vs the market value with the knowledge that market 
value can change quickly. 


Valley Improvement 
The Valley Improvement Document has been updated to reflect what is happening in the Valley. The 


checklist has helped the Valley keep on top of who is assigned to which task and any due dates. Most of 
the due dates had to be pushed back because of the Pandemic but as start-up begins the document will 
help keep track of the Action Items and who is performing them with Due Dates. 


The Provincial Deputies Checklist 
All items on the checklist, have been made use of during a normal year and will be again, once the 


operations begin. The downloadable music is to be used at practices, where possible, to provide the 
participants in the degree some idea on timing during the practice. 


Valley Concerns 
This Valley is concerned with the safety of its Membership as they move forward to re-opening. Along 


with safety considerations there are holes in the Officer line up in the Chapter and Consistory which are 
being reviewed and plans made to fill the positions. The brethren are stepping forward, as 2 of the vacant 
positions in the Valley were filled at an Executive Meeting. 


The Valley plan for starting back to work is to do only mandatory degrees in this coming year to keep the 
required numbers for casts lower and give everyone an opportunity to get back into the swing of things. 


Summary 
The Valley has a close watch on the present and future status, for its operations and the Officer Line up. 


A watchful eye is kept over the finances and there is a dedicated Leadership Team who are working 
diligently to ensure the success of the Valley and its members.

Valley of Peterborough 

April 9, 2022 

My second visit to the Valley of Peterborough via zoom was attended by 18 Members with regrets 
received from the Valley Treasurer. Attendees were well prepared and ready to share the information on 
the status of the Valley at the end of this 2" year of Covid-19. There was a spirit of conviviality as the 
Members joined the meeting a few minutes early, presenting an opportunity to share good and fun 
communications before the meeting got underway. It was good to see the new 335 as well as the 
majority of the Saskatoon contingent in attendance. 


Membership 
The Membership numbers for the 2"? year of Covid-19 were once again reduced, for a variety of reasons, 


as there has been no way to introduce any new members into the Scottish Rite while shut down. In the 
Lodge of Perfection the Valley saw a reduction from 551 — 524 and in the Chapter numbers reduced from 
549 — 481. What is important to note is that the Secretary of the Valley has been active in receiving 
communications from area lodges which is allowing him to bring the numbers in the Valley into line, 
ensuring the most accuracy possible in reporting to Supreme Council. 
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In reviewing the forms provided by the Valley, the column describing the reason for the change in status 
of the Member, there were a lot of ‘NPDs’ and several ‘needed to reduce costs’ which may be another 
sign of the effects of the Pandemic. 


Communications 
Brethren hope to continue with the use of zoom for putting on education and other opportunities to meet 
in between the two reunions as a good way to keep the Members interested and informed. 


Supreme Council Office has been sending monthly updates out to the Valleys about meetings across the 
country — it was suggested that these virtual meetings are a good opportunity to hear our Sovereign 
Grand Commander speak and Brethren are encouraged to attend. 


A letter of invitation to attend the annual golf tournament was shared with all Valleys in Ontario, as well 
as Quebec and it was communicated that in the past there has been a good response for attendance 
and cross support with Members coming from other Valleys and Provinces for the golf tournament. The 
Valley is looking forward to the same this year. 


Fellowship 
The golf tournament to be held in August is one of the events which will help to increase the fellowship in 


the Valley and it is for a very worthy cause, The Learning Center in Barrie. This has proven to be an 
interesting Inter-Valley opportunity to increase fellowship. | will speak of this at each of my future Official 
Visits this year as it would be good to see a great response. 


Modified Master Mason presentations are to be held this year VS the Traditional Master Mason Night 
meeting. Royal Arthur Lodge Peterborough will be held on May 2"? and Lorne Lodge is being scheduled 
for June 1, barring any unforeseen circumstances. Ontario District and Prince Edward District are also 
being scheduled. This will help to demonstrate to Masons, just what the Scottish Rite has to offer. 


The Valley continues to search for events that have a common cause such as the learning centres and is 
willing to support such causes when they arise, which they do hope to see more of as we move further 
out from this pandemic. 


There was discussion about the use of the Scottish Rite of Canada website and the initiatives being put 
forward by Supreme Council to make the site more user friendly. 


Attendance of the different Valley meetings across Canada, being sent out monthly is being shared with 
the Membership. 


Collaboration with Craft Lodges 
The valley has plans to use a template that will allow them to distribute a common message for use in 


the white space of Lodge Summons, advertising the Scottish Rite events and information. This might 
also be a great space to advertise the new candidates who have become Members, so other Brethren in 
the lodges are made aware of their progress and it may encourage their own participation. 


The accuracy of the database for Membership has been greatly improved as indicated above. The 
efforts of the Active Membership Committee has been of great assistance ensuring the updates in the 
database are current. 


Finances 

The Valley is in good financial standing with a strong balance sheet. There are transfers from the Trust 
Fund to help the operations of the Valley and it is felt there is more than enough to cover the operations 
of the Valley for some time to come. 


The Valley has allocated Covid-19 expenses in the budget this year in the event the Temple Board 
should request assistance with funding. 


The Valley has good value on the life memberships being offered, in fact they are starting to see the 
numbers for life memberships increase vs dues paying members. 
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The Valley is aware of the future reassessment of the valuation for commuted life memberships and 
some good discussion ensued around the book value vs the market value with the knowledge that 
market value can change quickly. 


Valley Improvement Plan 
The Valley has found someone to occupy the position of Assistant Secretary, in the person of Scott 


MacEachern and is finding have that extra assistance very beneficial. 


The idea of a Lottery License did not come to fruition as some of the supported items would have been 
outside of the County of Peterborough and this could not be achieved through the different levels of 
government. 


BBQs and Fund-Raising events have been attempted, with Covid-19 preventing full on activities it has 
been much more of a challenge — but the Valley is hopeful that these events can be increased as 
restrictions relax. There is ongoing communications with the Best Western but this initiative will have to 
wait until they are post Covid-19. 


The Member who was asked to take on the role of updating the website was pulled into more work in his 
day job and has not had the required time to work on the site. There may be resources across the 
different Valleys that may be able to engage for assistance. The work on the sites can be done from 
anywhere so there is no real need to have anyone local to work on the sites. 


2023 100" Anniversary Celebrations 
The Valley is working to ensure that the Valley Improvement Plan works for them to help them track 
initiatives. 


The Valley History continues to be worked on as contributors do write ups for their year as a Leader in 
the Valley and with this Covid-19 pandemic it should be an interesting read for future members to see 
what transpired and how it was handled. 


The Provincial Deputies Checklist 
The Deputies checklist is in full vigour in the Valley, for the music downloads since the Valley has an 


Organist, it was suggested that perhaps the music downloads could be used at practices when the 
Organist may not be able to attend. 


The videos will be put to good use at the upcoming presentations in lodges to help with conveying 
information about the Scottish Rite. 


Valley Concerns 
Today the membership has concerns about how people are following the health protocols and how 


buildings are working to maintain a good standard of protection. The hope is that the population of 
Ontario will follow appropriate medical advice so we can move out of the Pandemic sooner rather than 
later. 


Membership and the ability to bring in new candidates is a concern after a 2 year hiatus. 


Having Membership participation for all positions in the Valley as the move to re-open begins is a 
common theme throughout. 


Summary 
The Valley has a strong Leadership Team who take an active part in all aspects of the Valley operations. 


Their awareness of the strengths and weaknesses and their efforts to build on one and improve the other 
is very apparent. The willingness of the Leadership Team to actively participate in the Deputy Think 
Tanks demonstrates a strong desire for the success of the Valley and the Scottish Rite. 


Where there are Teams engaged to support the fund raising aspects, once again you will find a strong 
and enthusiastic group ready to put their best effort forward, which is wonderful to see. 
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My gratitude and appreciation is extended to all who contributed to this effort including Active Member Ill. 
Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°, Grand Secretary/Registrar III. Bro. Ron McMillan, 33°, Ill. Bro. Peter Rhodes, 
32°, Thrice Puissant Grand Master, Ill.

Valley of Montreal 


Membership 
Hochelaga Lodge of Perfection 2020; 179 
2021; 170 (5 restorations, 4 deaths, 8 withdrawals, 
2 suspensions) 
La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys 2020; 119 


2021; 109 (1restoration, 1 death; 6 withdrawals, 
4 suspensions) 

The years 2020 and 2021 proved to be complete write-offs as regards in-person meetings, recruitment 
and conferral of degrees. It is a pleasant surprise to observe that through this period of inactivity, the 
Valley managed to keep the interest and engagement of a decent percentage of the membership. While 
membership losses through death and withdrawals were significant, kudos to the two Grand Secretaries 
who maintained steady communication with delinquent members and managed to keep suspensions to a 
minimum. 


Active recruitment was at a standstill throughout the last two years, however, the Valley is now preparing 
to start a Class of 2022 in both English and French. 


Communication 
The Valley continues to use electronic delivery for Notices, Minutes of Meetings and dissemination of 
communications from SC and adjacent Valleys. 


Leadership 
Administrative affairs of the Valley are handled by the Executive Committee composed of the principal 


officers of all six bodies and the HIGs, Active and Past Active members of the Valley. This arrangement 
has very worked well for many years. 


Valley officers serve a two-year term and, succession planning is done by approval of a slate of officers 
presented to the executive committee by the outgoing principal officer of each body. 


Education and Enlightenment 
A series of educational lectures developed by the Education, Retention and Scheduling Committee of the 


Valley were delivered via Zoom throughout the last year. These lectures proved to be an excellent 
method of refreshing the lessons of the SR degrees for new members as well as veterans, in both 
English and French. Going forward, the committee intends to continue preparing and delivering similar 
lectures all the way to the thirty-second degree. These lectures will be used as an effective tool in the 
continuing education of future classes. Thanks go to the committee composed of Ill. Kaled Almadini, 33°, 
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Ill. Rami El Arja, 32°, Ill. Adrian Cretu, 33°, and Ill. Fayez Oustwani, 33°. Special thanks go to Ill. 
Jacques Ruelland, 33° for all the translation work and presentations to the French side. 


Uniqueness and Fellowship 

As reported previously, Valley of Montreal is unique in that we have six constituent bodies; three working 
in English and three in French. In general, the Valley functions well with an abundance of goodwill, 
cordiality and harmony. There is a noticeable climate of renewed cooperation and mutual support on 
both sides. 


Financial Health 

On average, the Valley generates approximately $10,000 per year in initiation fees; an important revenue 
stream that was lost over the last two years. Fortunately, the executive committee was able to negotiate 
a 50% reduction in rent for the duration of the lockdown. Along with that, a small increase in annual dues 
as of January 2021 and encouraging measures of austerity, will certainly help to mitigate the adverse 
effect of two years of lockdown. Overall, the financial health of the Valley is good. 


Valley Improvement Plan 

With in-person meetings starting up again, we are getting back to some semblance of ‘normal’; the Valley 
will finally start to implement recommendations of an Ad Hoc Committee (from 2019) to improve 
performance in areas of delivery of work, Masonic education, retention and planning. 


Comments and Observations 

The two years or so of lockdowns, curfews, social distancing, masking, etc., have affected all of us in one 
way or another. While most are looking forward to getting back to Masonry, there are those who may 
never come back for a variety of reasons. Some have just withdrawn from the Rite. Also, we lost the 
opportunity of bringing newer and younger members into the officer line in the different bodies. 

Currently, the French side is experiencing difficulty in filling offices in all Bodies, especially at the warden 
level; a condition that may last for the next two to three years. 


Valley of Quebec 


Membership 
Loge de Perfection de Quebec 2020; 50 

2021; 45 (4 deaths, 1 suspension) 
Chapitre de Rose+Croix d’H.R.D.M. de Quebec 2020; 40 


2021; 40 (4 deaths, 1 suspension) 


Two applications were formally received in 2019 and the Lodge is waiting to confer the 4° in the Fall. 
The bad news is that several members are in arrears for over two years and, the Grand Secretary’s best 
guess is that they might be looking at as many as fifteen (15) suspensions at the next meeting. 


Communication (as reported in 2020) 


The Valley makes efficient use of electronic delivery of Notices and information dissemination. 
Communications from SC and adjacent Valleys are shared with the membership. 


Leadership (as reported in 2020 

The administrative affairs of the Valley are handled by the Grand Secretary and the principal officers of 
the two bodies, with the help and guidance of at least one stalwart HIG. In general, the Valley officers 
serve two consecutive one-year terms and, succession planning is done by consensus and 
recommendation of current officers and senior members. Due to their small numbers, however, the 
Valley is finding it difficult to avoid an overlap of officers holding positions in the two bodies at the same 
time. 


Uniqueness (as reported in 2020) 


The Valley of Quebec is unique in that they are small in size and do not have a Consistory. They usually 
hold only four (4) meetings per year; a Joint Elections and Installations in January; a Business Meeting in 
April, a 4° in May (only if they have new candidates) and Easter Ceremonies. When they do have a new 
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class of more than one, they may confer the 5°. For the rest of the conferrals and communication of 
degrees, candidates must travel to Montreal. The highlight for the Valley continues to be the Maundy 
Thursday celebrations with an elaborate observance of the mystic Feast of the Paschal Lamb. 


The Valley finances remain in good health, although there is some concern over outstanding dues. 


Comments and Observations 

Membership in the valley remains ‘stable’ but several members are old and, others are in arrears with 
dues. It is expected that the Valley will lose members for various reasons, including loss of interest. It 
appears also, that the Brethren in the Quebec City area have a stronger attraction for the York Rite. 


The Sovereign Grand Commander’s official visit to the Valley, to take in the Maundy Thursday Ceremony 
in 2020 was cancelled due to the lockdown. Unfortunately, an opportunity to re-schedule never came up.

Report of the Deputy for

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 


It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys under 
my jurisdiction, namely Saskatoon and Regina. 


Valley of Saskatoon 

The Valley of Saskatoon consists of Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection with 104 members, consisting of 0 
new members, 1 restoration, 2 deaths, 1 withdrawal, and 0 suspensions, with a total loss of 9 members 
last year, 2021. 

The Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix has 99 members, 0 initiates, 1 restoration, 2 deaths, 1 withdrawal, 
and 0 suspensions, for overall loss of 9 members over last year, 2021. 

The Saskatoon Consistory has 98 members, consisting 0 initiations, 1 restoration, 2 deaths, 1 withdrawal, 
1 restoration and 0 suspensions, for total loss of 9 members over 2021. 


Communication 

Given the Covid-19 restrictions, we have not had any face to face meetings since March, 2020. We have, 
however, had monthly executive Zoom meetings and meetings, called “Tip the Glass”.
